MILESTONES 


Named: As National Small Breeder 
of the Year for 2017 by the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association, New 
Jersey’s Isabelle Haskell de Tomaso. The 
award was presented at TOBA’s annual 
awards cer¬ 
emony at 
Woodford 
Reserve Club 
at Kroger 
Field in Lex¬ 
ington, Ky, 
Sept. 8. De 
Tomaso won 
graded stakes 
with Irish War 
Cry and Irish 
Strait in 2017, and also campaigned home¬ 
bred Irish Defence, who won twice. In 
other TOBA news, Pennsylvanian George 
Strawbridge Jr. received the Robert N. Clay 
Award. In partnership with the Equine 
Land Conservation Resource, this award 
recognizes a member of the Thoroughbred 
community who has made an outstand¬ 
ing contribution to preserving land for 
equine use. State breeders of the year 
for Maryland (Howard Bender, posthu¬ 
mously), New Jersey (de Tomaso), North 
Carolina (Nancy Shuford), South Carolina 
(Franklin Smith Sr.) and Virginia (Mr. and 
Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin) were also recognized. 

Signed: A multi-year deal to pro¬ 
vide certified athletic trainers for jock¬ 
eys, the Delaware Jockeys’ Health and 
Welfare Benefit Board and Premier 
Physical Therapy and Sports Performance. 
The deal put a trainer on site during 
live racing days at Delaware Park effec¬ 
tive Sept. 1. “The Delaware Park fam¬ 
ily has always put the safety and welfare 
of all of our participants in the sport 
at the forefront,” said Ed Stegemeier, 
chairman of the Delaware Jockeys’ 
Health and Welfare Benefit Board and 
secretary-commissioner of the Delaware 
Thoroughbred Racing Commission. “To 
further enhance our jockey benefit pro¬ 
gram, athletic trainers will be on site every 
racing day assisting jockeys with race prep¬ 
aration, injury identification, evaluation 
and rehabilitation programs. A common 
goal our board shares with the racing com¬ 
munity and public is keeping our sport 
safe through utilization of best practices. 
We have just taken another step in that 
direction.” The board already provides 


Delaware jockeys with health insurance, 
nutritional education programs through 
the University of Delaware, excess on- 
track insurance and financial support to the 
Permanently Disabled Jockey Fund. 

Halted: Its Thoroughbred breeding 
program, the University of Maryland’s 
Department of Animal and Avian Sciences, 
according to an email announcement by 
program head Dr. Amy Burk in early 
September. Burk cited the need for “a 
more sustainable funding model.” For five 
years, the school’s breeding program foaled 
mares and raised young horses while pro¬ 
viding a training ground for students and 
partnering with the breeding and racing 
industry. However, it ultimately required 
additional resources Burk was unable to 
secure. 

Mares in foal to Friesan Fire, Great 
Notion and Golden Lad, and weanlings by 
Jump Start, Golden Lad and Mosler will be 
sold privately this fall. Burk said she would 
seek two privately owned pregnant brood¬ 
mares to foal out on campus in the spring 
as part of the equine reproduction class. 
She thanked the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, Fasig-Tipton, many gener¬ 
ous individuals and stallion owners and 
farms that donated breeding seasons and 
broodmares. Among others, the University 
of Maryland breeding program produced 
Timonium 2-year-old winner Fearless Terp. 

Retired^ with leg injuries. Unique Bella 
and Page McKenney, Pennsylvania-breds 
who used different trajectories in their rise 
to national prominence. 

Unique Bella, the 2017 female sprint 
champion as a 3-year-old, chipped a sesa¬ 
moid in a 5-furlong workout at Del Mar 
on Aug. 18 as she prepped for the Zenyatta 



Stakes-Gl. So ended a brilliant racing 
career: She won three Grade Is, nine of 
12 starts and $1,272,400 for Don Alberto 
Stable. She placed twice and finished off 
the board only in the Breeders’ Cup FiUy 
and Mare Sprint-Gl last November. 

“Unique Bella has a very special place in 
our hearts and has brought so much joy to 
myself, my mother Liliana and the whole 
Don Alberto family,” stable owner Carlos 
Heller said in a statement. “She blessed us 
with our first grade 1 win in the US., and 
we will be forever grateful for her and her 
time on the track.” 

In mid-September, plans were formu¬ 
lating to have Unique Bella join the Don 
Alberto broodmare band in Lexington, Ky. 

Unlike Unique Bella, Page McKenney 
began his career without fanfare but in time 
became a regional handicap sensation. A 
2013 Penn National claim by Mary Eppler 
for $16,000, he soon effected a most 
remarkable run: From May 2014 to June 
2017, Page McKenney finished third or 
better in 28 straight races, 23 in stakes. 



Having clinched the 2018 MATCH 
series long dirt division for older horses 
at age 8, Page McKenney was gearing for 
the Sal DeBunda PTHA President’s Cup 
Stakes at Parx when a tendon injury mani¬ 
fested in his left foreleg Aug. 24. Principal 
owner Adam Staple said he and Eppler had 
been m ullin g the proper time to retire their 
stable star; the ailment made the decision 
for them. 

“We thought it was something that he 
had been managing, but with tendons, they 
tend to show themselves at strange times,” 
Staple said. “We didn’t think the injury was 
initially bad enough for retirement, but the 
tendon flared up ... so it’s for the best.” 
g Staple, breeders/co-owners Jim Bryant 
I and Linda Davis, and Eppler were consid- 
§ ering an effort to convert Page McKenney 
^ into a racetrack pony.

Reached: 2 ,000 victories, jockey 
Gerald Almodovar, aboard longshot No 
Refunds in the seventh race at Timonium 
on opening day, Aug. 24. 

Charles Town’s No. 2 rider in victo¬ 
ries and purses, Almodovar drove east 
to Timonium need¬ 
ing two wins for the 
milestone. He won 
the opener astride 
Mark Moshe’s front¬ 
running Goodbye- 
seeulater for trainer 
Kieron Magee, 
was off the board 
in the fifth, then 
sprang the come- 
from-behind upset 
with Bird Mobberley LLC’s No Refunds 
for trainer John Salzman Jr. At 16-1, No 
Refunds had the highest odds among six 
starters. Since he began riding in 2004, 
Almodovar has managed at least 90 victo¬ 
ries and $1.3 million in purses each year. 


Donated: By the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association, $300,000 to 
Penn Vet New Bolton Center’s Equine 
Pharmacology Laboratory to better detect 
gene doping and its performance-enhanc¬ 
ing effects in horse races and other equine 
competitions. 

Deanna Manfredi, PHBA medication 
committee member, presented the funds to 
lab director Mary Robinson in an Aug. 18 
ceremony on New Bolton Center grounds. 

The multiyear project will target “the 
transfer or modification of genes or genet¬ 
ically modified cells of healthy human 
athletes, as well as equine athletes, for non- 
therapeutic purpose to enhance athletic 
performance.” Specifically, the venture will 
continue research into potential protein 
and RNA-based biomarkers as a means 
of detecting gene doping; expand the 
repository to evaluate baseline levels of 
these blood-based bio-markers in active 
and injured racehorses, and quantify physi¬ 
ological changes in musculoskeletal struc¬ 


tures using the center’s robotics-controUed 
imaging system. 

RcSUniedi Racing, Rainbow Heir, 
after covering more than 30 mares at Ocala 
Stud. The 8-year-old began his short-term 
comeback with a spirited third-place finish 
in the Turf Monster Stakes-G3 at Parx 
Sept. 3. Well back much of the 5-furlong 
turf race. Rainbow Heir closed with fury 
to finish less than a length behind Pure 
Sensation and Vision Perfect. 

Owner/breeder Eb Novak of New 
Farm said he knows the challenges of 
reacclimating a stud to the track and hadn’t 
planned to race Rainbow Heir anew. But 
trainer Jason Servis loves the horse, Novak 
said, and prevailed in getting him back 
post-breeding season. 

“He looked fine,” on the return from 
Florida, Novak said, adding they’ll try to 
qualify the 14-race, $837,395 winner for 
the Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-Gl before 
sending Rainbow Heir back to Ocala Stud 
on a more permanent basis. 



Grade 1 winner With Anticipation dies 


W ith Anticipation, the dashing 
gray Pennsylvania-bred who 
grew better with time and 
became a turf sensation at age 6 
and 7, died July 10 of age-related 
infirmities at owner-breeder George 
Strawbridge Jr.’s Augustin Stable 
near Cochranville, Pa. The son of 
Relaunch was 23. 

Out of Kentucky and Hollywood 
Oaks winner Fran’s Valentine, With 
Anticipation began his career as a 
sturdy allowance horse. With the 
2000 Charles Staats at Delaware Park, 
he became a stakes winner in his 24th 
outing, at age 5, for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. 

Even then, it took a year before With Anticipation became a 
turf runner of national import. 

He broke through at age 6 with a win in the 2001 United 
Nations Handicap-G1 but was disqualified and placed second 
for bumping Senure in the Monmouth Park stretch. With 
Anticipation followed with victories in the Sword Dancer 
Invitational-G1 at Saratoga and the Man o’ War-Gl at Belmont 
Park. A year later, he swept the U.N., Sword Dancer and Man o’ 
War, his final triumph. 

He ended 2002 with a second to odds-on High Chaparral 
(Ire) in the Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl at Arlington Park and ranked

I t’s only October, but the returns from 
Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s May 2-year- 
old sale are already starting to come in 
thanks to a few standout juveniles. 

Tale of the Union, a Union Rags colt 
purchased for $925,000 (second-highest 
in the sale) by Marylander Michael Lund 
Petersen, won his debut Aug. 26 at Del 
Mar. 

The bay colt, a New York-bred trained 
by Bob Baffert, ran away to win by 8 
lengths as the favorite in a SA-furlong 
maiden race. 


Pennsylvania-bred Call Paul, a $210,000 
purchase by Gary Young on behalf of 
Michael Dubb and partners, is 2-for-2 
including a win in the Grade 2 Saratoga 
Special Stakes for trainer Jason Servis. See 
the Stakes Winners section for more. 

Others to look for include Mucho 
Gusto, a $900,000 colt bought by Petersen 
from Kirkwood Stable. The son of Mucho 
Macho Man was unraced through early 
September but working steadily for Baffert 
at Del Mar and Santa Anita. Sales-topper 
at $1.2 million Lebron J, a son of Medaglia 


d’Oro bought by Dennis O’Neill and 
named for a certain basketball star, also 
hadn’t raced yet. 

May sale graduates completed the tri- 
fecta in the Arlington-Washington Futurity 
Sept. 8 when Maryland-bred Distant Shore 
(a $50,000 Algorithms colt sold by Eddie 
Woods) finished second, and Meadow 
Dance (a $110,000 Jimmy Creed filly sold 
by SBM Training and Sales) was third. 
Prior to the stakes try, they won at Indiana 
Grand and Ellis Park, respectively. 

The Tritap filly My Star Potential, bred 
in Maryland by consignor Cary Frommer 
and sold for $50,000, won at Timonium 
Sept. 2.

' Fred Tallarico, last of Maryland 
racing ushers, passes

A nd then there were none. 

Once, racetracks in Maryland—heck, racetracks everywhere—needed ushers to 
handle the crowds they drew (and ensure that the swells in the expensive seats 
didn’t have to battle the unwashed masses). Outside of a handful of places and a hand¬ 
ful of events, those days are no more. In a metaphorical sense, they drew to a close Aug. 
28 with the passing of Fred Tallarico at age 94. 

Tallarico served for many years as head usher at the Maryland Jockey Club tracks, 
following in the footsteps of his older brother. He worked, by his own count, 59 
Preaknesses, three of which served as springboards to Triple Crown glory. 

He escorted patrons to their seats, winning owners-Penny Chenery among 
them—to the winner’s circle and stakes trophies to their recipients. 

He worked his final Preakness in 2012, manning, as he’d done for so many years, the 
portal to the Preakness owners’ boxes. At the next portal-the one through which my 
and my wife’s seats are located—TaUarico’s friend Tony Marino, a year younger, did the 
same job. Marino—described by Tallarico as “my dependable usher”—continued to 
work part-time for the MJC and to serve as a Preakness usher for a few years following 
TaUarico’s retirement. Marino passed away in January of this year. 

It is —or was —an odd job, being an usher at a racetrack. As at any event, it’s a job 
straddling the line between service and security personnel. But at a racetrack-with its 
open prairies of time between races and frequent trips to and fro’ the betting win¬ 
dows—the usher’s job takes on other elements: part source of racetrack gossip, part 
betting tipster, part commiserator and co-conspirator. Part, in the end, friend. 

A few years back, my wife Erin and I and the folks at the MJC, among them 
Director of Horsemen’s Relations Phoebe Hayes, put together “Fred’s Day at the 
Races,” a celebration of Tallarico and his decades of service. Marino, still working at 
that point, came down to the PimKco winner’s circle to join in, joking that he stiU had 
an extra green blazer—part of the MJC usher’s uniform—if Tallarico wanted to return 
to work. “It makes me want to come back,” Tallarico said that day. 

Of course, that was but a fleeting thought. TaUarico’s days as an usher were behind 
him. Now, with his passing, coming as it did on the heels of Marino’s, the curtain comes 
down on the usher as part of the Maryland racing experience. 

“Ushers is a gone thing,” Marino said in 2013. And racing’s the poorer for it.

Baste, Artists Way and Grand Slalom spent a leisurely summer at Chanceland. 


I ^ ^^hese three are the retired herd. They 
I spend their days grazing and chilling 
I and just generally owning the place, 
as far as they’re concerned.” 

The ''place” is Bob Manfuso and Katy 
Voss’ Chanceland Farm, and "these three” 
are pensioners Grand Slalom, 28, Baste, 

23, and Artist’s Way, 22. As Chanceland’s 
above-quoted broodmare manager, A.J. 
Hesketh-Tutton has looked after the trio 
she calls "a happy crew” for several years. 

Grand Slalom is the farm’s grand dame. 
By Broad Brush out of the Northern 
Jove mare Aspen Ruthie, she was bred 
and owned by Rosalee C. Davison, long 
a well-known fixture on the Maryland 
racing circuit. Her father, Ben Cohen, was 
co-owner with brother Herman of Pimlico 
Race Course from 1952 to 1986. Under 
the Cohens’ management, the Pimlico 
infield was opened for the Preakness 
Stakes, forever changing the dynamic of 
Baltimore’s marquee event. 


Trained by Davison’s son, John, Grand 
Slalom had a brief and modest racing 
career. In three starts, she won a maiden 
special at Laurel Park by a nose and 
earned $9,690. As a broodmare, however. 
Grand Slalom was a jewel in the Davisons’ 
crown. Her foal of 2002 was a filly by 
Lion Hearted named Hear Us Roar. 
Trained by Fran Campitelli, she too had 
a short career with just five starts. But 
among her three wins were the Selima and 
Maryland Milli on Lassie Stakes in 2004, 
which earned her the title of Maryland- 
bred champion 2-year-old fiUy Retired 
after the 2005 Miss Preakness Stakes-G3, 
she earned $151,680. 

Four other of Grand Slalom’s 12 foals 
banked more than $100,000. Experts 
Only (Power of Mind) was a stakes-placed 
winner of eight races and holds the title 
of top earner with $180,143. Grand 
Valley (Valley Crossing), also stakes-placed, 
won seven races and $160,407. Tamayo 


(Tamayaz) placed in multiple stakes with 
three wins and $131,340 to her credit. 
And Snow Park (Ecton Park) won six 
races earned $103,800. 

Chanceland has twice had daughters 
and granddaughters of Grand Slalom 
on the farm at the same time: Hear Us 
Roar and Really Right, her 2010 fiUy by 
Pleasantly Perfect, and Experts Only and 
Extreme Fourteen, her 2008 foal by Louis 
Quatorze. 

Also by Broad Brush, Baste (out 
of Saucy n’ Classy, by Sauce Boat) is a 
Manfuso/Voss homebred. Winner of 
PimUco’s Gala Lil Stakes in 1999, the 
Kentucky-bred is the most accompUshed 
of the three pasture mates with stats of 
16-4-2-2 and $109,442 in earnings. 

"Baste was raised here, and she made 
her debut at Saratoga,” Voss said on a 
stormy afternoon in her spacious, trophy¬ 
laden kitchen at Chanceland. She left the 
room long enough to retrieve a few sales 
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catalogs, each fastidiously tabbed and notated with details about 
the farm’s consignment. 

“We sold two yearlings in the 2009 Timonium [Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic] sale that had both won their classes at the MHBA 
Yearling Show that June,” Voss explained. “Baste’s yearling 
Captain Twitch [by Two Punch] won Class I and then Mystical 
Tap’s Mystical Terp [by Lion Hearted] won Class II. Buzz Chase 
pinned them both, and then he bought them both at that sale 
for clients. Mystical Terp won a lot for Tim Keefe before getting 
claimed away; he was a gorgeous horse.” 

Voss calls Artist’s Way (Leo Castelli—Broadway Boogie, by 
Fappiano), a gorgeous horse too. Gorgeous, but with a few 
asterisks. Bred in Maryland by Lucas Racing, he was purchased 
by Robert S. Evans for $50,000 at the Timonium yearling sale in 
1997. 

“Artie came here pretty much ready to run,” Voss said. “First 
time out he ran at Belmont [in May] as a 2-year-old and I think 
he was third. Then he came back and broke his maiden at 
Delaware next time out. But he just didn’t feel 100 percent sound 
to me. They had cranked on him getting him ready to run, and 
he had high suspensories. And then he had an ulcer in his throat. 
We finally got him back to the races at 3, and he just wouldn’t try 
hard enough.” 

Voss’s friend Connie Whitescarver was looking for a nice 
show horse, so Artie was sent to McDonogh School to work 
with Streett Moore, director of the riding program. Moore 
declared him a good jumper who “didn’t tuck his knees the right 
way” and suggested he’d be better as a steeplechase prospect. 
Although Artie was perfecdy sound, Voss worried that the high- 
suspensory issues precluded that option. Whitescarver did find 
a buyer for the gelding, but he displaced when scoped, and the 
sale feU through. 

Voss decided to make him her pony, a job he held for years 
but didn’t relish. 

“And he was not a good pony,” Voss said. “I used him for 
years, but he hated his job, hated his horses. At the racetrack, 
he’d get so he’d wheel and stuff One day he just lost it. And 
I was thinking if I can keep him out here so the horse that’s 
working doesn’t hit us, the ones that are galloping will just have 
to go around us. I had already stopped on him once and brought 
him back again, but I thought d gotta quit.’” 

Sent home from the racetrack, Artie was pressed into service 
as Chanceland’s training-barn pony. That didn’t pan out either. 

“There was just too much stuff to look at out here,” Voss said, 
“so that’s when he became a companion for the older mares.” 

Finally, a concept Artie could embrace. 

“He decided after he was turned out that he’s a stallion,” 
Hesketh-Tutton said. “At first he didn’t know what to do with 
them, but now this is his herd. The old girls stiU tend to cycle, 
and if we have the teaser out the back and they start going up 
to him, Artie gets so upset. He gets between them and the fence 
and he’s like, 'Don’t talk to him . . . don’t you talk to him!’ He 
gets mad at the teaser too. He’s very protective, and if we take 
one of them in for something, he’ll run the gate and scream his 
head off until he gets her back. We weren’t expecting that; we 
figured he was just an old gelding. But he’s very determined that 
those are his girls. And they let him think so.” ^

Special past, 
bright future 
makes 
Million 


D ive into the Maryland Million 
Guide in the back of this magazine 
and prepare for some serious rac¬ 
ing history. 

Northern Dancer sired the first Classic 
winner, Herat, in 1986-a year that includ¬ 
ed winners trained by the likes of AUen 
Jerkens, P.G. Johnson, Jack Van Berg and 
Woody Stephens. Jerry Bailey rode three 
winners, Vince Bracciale Jr. rode two. What 
a day that must have been. 

Thirty-two years later, the Million is 
still a day. It showcases the best of the 
Thoroughbred industry in Maryland (the 
region really), lures a big crowd to Laurel 
Park and—if you’re like me—makes you 
look back. This year’s race day is Oct. 20. 
If you can get there, great. If you can’t. 


and there are plenty of other racing things 
to do that day (Far HiUs for the jump set 
for starters...), put it on a list for the future. 

Either way, take a few moments and 
dive into that preview guide. After you 
laugh at Vinnie Perrone’s feature about 
David Wade—whose incongruous pursuits 
include a red Corvette, haunted houses, 
talking birds, gargantuan vegetables and 
world-class Thoroughbreds - consider the 
history. 

In the Classic history alone you’ll see 
Herat, a Claiborne-bred who raced for 
owner John Franks; the great Little Bold 
John, a Maryland-bred legend whose 1987 
Classic win was one of his 25 stakes vic¬ 
tories; doubles by Timely Warning (1990- 
91), Algar (1997-98), Docent (2002-03) 
and—more recently—Admirals War Chest 
(2015-16). You’U see three consecutive 
wins by trainer Buddy Raines, with Master 
Speaker in 1989 and then Timely Warning’s 
back-to-back scores. Raines’ wins ben¬ 
efited one owner, Anderson Fowler, and 
three jockeys (Julie Krone, Craig Perret 
and Mike Luzzi). 

I wonder if somebody will look back 
on Eighttofasttocatch’s three wins (2011, 
2013, 2014) with the same reverence I use 
for some of those names. I hope so. 

Sire names can really foster a deep 
dive. In the Distaff, the list starts with 
Double Zeus and goes on to Lord Gaylord, 
Rollicking, Horatius, Deputy Minister and 
so on. The Ladies (on turQ features Restless 
Native, Run the Gantlet and Dancing 
Count (whose daughter Countus In won 
the race three consecutive times). No stal¬ 
lion enjoyed more Maryland Million suc¬ 
cess than Not For Love, but did you know 
he sired the winner of the Turf in 2006, 
2007, 2008 and 2009 —and none were 
repeats? Just to prove that wasn’t it, his son 
Spartianos won the race in 2017. And, the 
Northview Stallion Station fixture (who 
died in 2016) has sired the winners of six 
Classics. Three times his sons and daugh¬ 


ters won four races on a single Million card. 
WiU he add to his total of 36 Million win¬ 
ners this year? Don’t bet against it. 

Time does funny things to you, because 
I stop and ponder the older names — Salutely, 
Oh Say, King’s Bishop, Christopher R., 
JoUy John and the others more than the 
more recent sires. Someday, somebody 
will see Not For Love’s record and mut¬ 
ter, “That must have been something back 
then,” so appreciate what we’re seeing. 

Invariably, the “best-ever” conversation 
gets going. Who’s the best horse to win 
a Maryland Million race? If somebody 
asks you that question, try to change the 
subject because there’s no right answer. 
Fortunately, there’s also no wrong answer 
as long as you get to the greats-Awad, 
Ben’s Cat, Eighttofasttocatch, La Reine’s 
Terms, Mz. ZiU Bear (who won three 
Ladies in a row). Safely Kept and some 
others I’m failing to grasp. 

That small group is in alphabetical order 
by the way, but the last might have the big¬ 
gest claim to make. Bred in Maryland, by 
David and JoAnn Hayden, the bay won 
the Distaff as a 3-year-old filly in 1989 and 
repeated the feat in 1990 and 1991 for own¬ 
ers Barry Weisbord andjayeff B Stable and 
trainer Alan Goldberg. The daughter of 
Horatius won eight of nine as a 3-year-old, 
the only loss coming in the season finale 
against older males in the Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-G1 en route to champion sprinter 
honors. She gained her revenge the next 
year, winning the Breeders’ Cup while 
taking eight of her 10 starts. She won five 
times in 1991, completing the three-peat in 
the Distaff while carrying 130 pounds (to 
118 for her nearest rival). 

In all. Safely Kept won 24 of 31 starts, 
earned just shy of $2.2 million, ultimately 
joined racing’s Hall of Fame and made the 
Maryland Million proud. 

Can’t wait to see what’s next.

Pittman takes on new challenge in political arena

The Altgeld Gardens public housing project sat at Chicago's southern¬ 
most edge: two thousand apartments arranged in a series of two-storj brick 
buildings with army-green doors and grimy mock shutters. Everybody in the 
area referred to AltgeId as 'Hhe Gardens’^ for shorty although it wasn't until 
later that I considered the irony of the namey its evocation of something 
fresh and well tended—a sanctified earth.

Dreams from My Father 

F or young Steuart Pittman Jr., sanctified earth blessed the rhythmical 
steps of a horse galloping about Dodon Farm, the way it had for two- 
and-a-half centuries. Fifty years before rebellion gave name to the 
New World, the first of nine generations of Steuarts and Pittmans saddled 
up and tore through open fields or clopped the wooded bridlepaths plumb 
toward the junction of achievement and allegiance. 


Physician Charles Steuart left the 
Davidsonville, Md., acreage to serve 
George Washington during the siege at 
Yorktown, Va., the last consequential battle 
of the Revolutionary War; his son, Major 
Gen. George H. Steuart, to command the 
Maryland Horse Militia during the War of 
1812; Pittman’s father, Steuart L. Pittman, 
to become a lawyer, then President John F. 
Kennedy’s appointed assistant director of 
defense in charge of the nation’s Cold War- 
era nuclear fallout shelter program. 

Ten-year-old Steuart Pittman Jr. left 
Dodon for Washington, DC., in wartime, 
early 1970s, the journey east evoking a 
spiritual caU to arms. St. Albans School had 
aroused political stirrings in Henry Cabot 
Lodge, John Warner, John Kerry and A1 


Gore on their way to the U.S. Senate; along 
came Pittman, who dismounted Eric, his 
12.2-hand Chincoteague pony, and found 
the unaccustomed asphalt perspectives 
separately compelling. 

“It familiarized me with the urban cul¬ 
ture,” Pittman said of his decade-long DC. 
experience. “And so I grew up half-urban, 
half-rural. I feel that I can operate in both 
worlds.” 

Pittman’s transition to philosophical 
centaur grew from curiosity, observation, 
open-mindedness and a penchant to 
explore-make that inhabit-the unknown. 
City hardship became juxtaposed with 
country comfort, to lasting effect. 

“I remember when I was in high school, 
and I was writing my college essays, they 


were about the divided America between 
urban and rural,” he said. “And I’ve been 
obsessed with that ever since.” 

St. Albans a springboard, he landed at 
the University of Chicago and deepened 
his probe into the inner-city fabric. The 
opportunity sounded a symbolic hunts¬ 
man’s horn; Pittman heeded the call. 

In ways odd and unexpected, a country 
horseman could grasp the urban plight: 
The eventer, the racer, the show horse, 
the fox hunter depend on external human 
forces to succeed but ultimately exact self- 
sufficiency. So it was with people in need. 

Primed and enlivened to better human¬ 
kind post-college graduation, Pittman took 
a job with the Association for Community 
Organizations for Reform Now (ACORN), 
the international collective that, from 1970 
to its contentious end in 2010, helped 
empower the disadvantaged through self- 
directed financial and social reforms. 

Pittman became an ACORN commu¬ 
nity organizer on Chicago’s far south side, 
and in 1984 and ’85 showed residents of 
Altgeld Gardens how to advocate for low- 
interest loans to firm the decaying apart¬ 
ment complex, for ways to reduce crime 
and the unrelenting stench from a nearby 
sewage-treatment plant. 

In essence, he said, ACORN gave peo¬ 
ple the tools they needed to build. 

Not long after Pittman left for a similar 
post in Des Moines, Iowa, a young Harvard 
Law School grad named Barack Obama 
joined the ACORN team at Altgeld. 

“He cut his teeth there; I mean, there’s 
a lot written about his time there,” Pittman 
said. “If I ever meet him, it’s gonna be, d’m 
the white boy from ACORN and Altgeld

Gardens!’ and he’s gonna remember the 
stories.” 

As for political life after Altgeld, Pittman 
too has cut a path. Eight years since 
he started the Retired Racehorse Project 
(RRP), Pittman himself has fully pursued 
a second career, challenging Republican 
incumbent Steve Schuh for a four-year 
term as Anne Arundel (Md.) county execu¬ 
tive in next month’s general election. 


The grind of a political campaign issues 
drawbacks subtle and profound. How pro¬ 
found Pittman revealed at a plain wooden 
table off a practical kitchen in an unpreten¬ 
tious, brown-shingled, tree-shaded, 1989 
‘'prefab’ home he shares with wife Erin 
and twin sons Andy and Sam at Dodon. 

“I haven’t been on a horse in at least six 
weeks,” Pittman said in August with a stac¬ 
cato laugh that bore no humor. 

For a 56-year-old horse-expo fixture 
who readily schools horses and humans 
in the ways of eventing, dressage, hunter¬ 
jumping, fox hunting, trail riding and, 
of course, second careers, this extended 
dismount seemed a striking feat. Pittman 
amplified: 


“I was riding a little bit when I was still 
teaching; I would get on a horse in a les¬ 
son,” he said. ‘And then I finally said to 
everybody, ‘I just don’t have time.’” 

Increasingly, Pittman was working 
phones, rallies and fundraisers to generate 
cash and support against the better-heeled 
Schuh, personal appeals he called contrary 
to his nature and his politics. But the occa¬ 
sion compelled it: Pittman projected that 
the campaign needed $1 million in advance 
of the Nov. 6 election, nearly double its 
late-August stake, to conceivably stanch 
Schuh’s inevitable advertising onslaught. 

“He’s gonna be on TV attacking me in 
the last 10 days,” Pittman said. “I will be 
attacked by my opponent for being a radi¬ 
cal community organizer, but I will say that 
this is what Anne Arundel County needs, 
for communities to organize and strength¬ 
en and work together. And I’m good at 
that. And that’s why I’m a threat to him.” 

With Pittman’s diminished role at 
Dodon, he again has given people the 
tools to build: Assistant Michelle Warro 
has taken over as trainer and Erin as 
business manager. And in February, as 
Pittman headed toward an unchallenged 
Democratic primary, he relinquished 
the RRP executive director’s position to 


Kentucky-based Jen Roytz (he remains 
board chairman). 

How vividly has RRP colored the equi¬ 
tation landscape? From Oct. 4-7, it will 
dispense $100,000 in prizes at its annual 
Thoroughbred Makeover and National 
Symposium at the Kentucky Horse Park 
in Lexington. The event, which made its 
debut in Maryland, rewards horse people 
whose recently retired racers perform best 
in any of 10 disciplines. 

Thoroughbred-racehorse aftercare gal¬ 
vanizing as an industry-wide pursuit in 
2010, Pittman’s then-fledgling RRP offered 
a twist on the emerging business model 
by involving private farms and trainers in 
addition to standard nonprofit entities. 
The RRP formula grew out of community 
organizing, he said, which uses free-market 
tenets to foster benevolent objectives. 

“I had to go to the racing people and 
say, ‘We can use capitalism to solve this 
problem. We get the people outside the 
racing industry to see a profit motive in 
retraining and selling and retraining again 
the horses,’” Pittman said. “And that went 
over well with the most conservative peo¬ 
ple in racing. So I do firmly believe you can 
use the market to solve social problems.” 

He paused.

'Tm a little hard to pin down, where I 
am on the political spectrum, I guess.” 

That could play well in demographi- 
cally, ideologically, geographically diverse 
Anne Arundel. A Democrat by affiliation. 


Pittman might aptly be considered a fis¬ 
cally conservative social liberal, an urban- 
savvy farm buff whose pro-business, anti¬ 
regulation leanings dodge the Democratic 
playbook. 


In a political climate growingly intoler¬ 
ant of conflicting ideology, Pittman casts 
an anachronistic profile. Progress, he said, 
blooms brightest through the cross-poUi- 
nation of disparate aims. 

On the mostly conservative county 
board of the Maryland Farm Bureau, 
Pittman said, divergent viewpoints often 
air in dispassionate terms. “I am very com¬ 
fortable talking to those folks in meetings,” 
he said. 

To the point, board vice president Milly 
Welsh said, “Steuart is exceptionally tactful. 
He’s very good at not letting people ruffle 
his feathers. He can easily talk to people 
with whom he doesn’t agree at all and actu¬ 
ally get some dialogue going.” 

Said Pittman, “We do better when we 
listen, period.” 

The essence of his political bid lies 
within the very soil—the sanctified earth— 
that has defined Dodon’s storied existence 
as tobacco grower, then cattle farmer, then 
row-crop producer, then hay maker and, 
almost perpetually, horse haven. Before 
their father’s death in 2013, sister Polly 
Pittman began a winery there with hus¬ 
band Tom Croghan. The 550-acre, mostly 
wooded tract became parceled equally 
between Steuart and six siblings, each 
receiving close to 80 acres as a share of the 
Dodon Land Trust. 

Their mom, Bobby, stiU lives on the 
property but owns no title to it, Pittman 
said. 

“She pays rent,” he deadpanned. 

Pittman wore a royal blue golf shirt 
emblazoned above the left breast with a 
star-festooned, red-white-and-blue patch 
that touted STEUART PITTMAN FOR 
COUNTY EXECUTIVE. His tone, even 
and direct, offered less bravura. 

Principally, he wants to preserve the 
county’s agricultural heritage where appro¬ 
priate and to thwart, in his words, the “reck¬ 
less” development Schuh has invited and 
marshaled. In sum, to supplant unchecked 
urban sprawl with smart growth. 

Pittman argues that Schuh, a former 
two-term state delegate, has capitulated to 
powerful, purse-feeding developers eager 
to expand their scope. As a consequence, 
Pittman asserts, subdivisions have arisen 
on land ostensibly protected because the 
county waived mandated public hearings 
meant to elicit community input. 

He cited data that Anne Arundel 
reported a 24-percent increase in new- 
home closings last year over 2016. The 
county can and must grow, he allowed, but 
with fiscal and environmental prudence. 

“When you put growth where there’s 
transportation and infrastructure akeady. 
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the costs to the county are less than 
sprawl,” he said. “Because when you put 
in new subdivisions, you have to figure out 
how you’re gonna handle the traffic, how 
you’re gonna provide sewer and water . . . 
A lot of development ends up costing us 
in the long-term more than we get in the 
short-term.” 

Later: “I’m not running against devel¬ 
opers, because I don’t see them as the 
villains. I mean, I think developers build 
some beautiful stuff that we aU love. I 
think we need a plan, and we need to stick 
to it.” 

To that end, he would pursue legisla¬ 
tion to limit the political contributions of 
developers with pending county business. 

The racing industry first drew tantaliz¬ 
ing whispers last year of Pittman’s politi¬ 
cal ambitions - for a county council seat. 
Pittman said he reconsidered because such 
a bid would have cost about as much as a 
county executive run, with a victory yield¬ 
ing one vote from a nine-person panel. He 
explained the pivot toward a higher station: 

“One, nobody had stepped up to chal¬ 
lenge Steve Schuh. I knew he could be 
beat, and I knew he should be challenged. 
And two, it was an easier race to win.” 

Pittman characterized it as a push born 
more of civic obligation than of personal 
glory. 

“The party has gone off the rails, in my 
view, to the right, in this county,” he said. 
“[Schuh] has become so political and par¬ 
tisan that the county is not being governed 
well . . . For the good of the county, we 
need to slay the dragon.” 

Asked to respond, Schuh’s office did 
not return calls for this article. 

In May, the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association and Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association held a small 
fundraiser for Pittman in the Laurel Park 
paddock. “Any time you have a member 
of the community in a position of leader¬ 
ship, it can always be beneficial,” MTHA 
executive director David Richardson said 
recently. “The more horse people we have 
in local government and state government, 
the better for us.” 

Richardson himself engineered a politi¬ 
cal upset in 2007 as a Democrat who won 
a four-year town council term in staunchly 
conservative Manchester, Md. “The one 
thing the last presidential election taught 
me is that you never know what’s possible,” 
Richardson said. “I think [Pittman’s] gonna 
benefit from the anti-Trump wave.” 

Pittman was less sanguine given the 
robust approval ratings for Republican 
Gov. Larry Hogan, a sturdy favorite to 
defeat challenger Ben Jealous in November. 


“I don’t count on the blue wave in 
Maryland because Hogan’s so popular,” 
Pittman said. “The guy I’m running against 
is unpopular, but the guy at the top of the 
ticket is not.” 

A keen horseman, however, knows of 
match-race vagaries-Seabiscuit over War 
Admiral, Alsab over Whirlaway—and a 
jocular one how to play on it. In the spirit 
of the campaign, Pittman said he’s fancied 
a little community gathering headlined by a 
mock match race. His accordant challenge, 
he said, was exactly how to get a plow 
horse to line up against a stakes winner. 


Pedigrees. Bloodlines. Families. 
Generations shape horses and the humans 
who make them, cuing destinies, etching 
fates, drawing insights before breath. 

Around 1725, Dr. George Hume 
Steuart left Scotland for Maryland, took 
residence at Dodon and effected a plan¬ 


tation for tobacco and Thoroughbreds. 
Family records destroyed in a 1950s house 
fire, neither the year of Steuart’s arrival nor 
the genesis of the farm name is certain. 
Dodon might derive from “Dieu donne,” 
French for “from God,” or from the myth¬ 
ological Greek oracle Dodona, who heard 
the future speak through tree-leaf winds. 

Sage or not, George Hume Steuart 
proved an able horseman: At 43, he 
mounted farm stallion and English import 
Dungannon, hacked 10 miles east and won 
the 1743 Annapolis Subscription Plate, the 
first officially documented horse race in 
Maryland. The winning trophy, more bowl 
than plate, adorns the Baltimore Museum 
of Art. How it left the family aegis remains 
a mystery. 

“Dad used to say that his grandmother 
remembered using it to feed the chickens 
at Dodon,” Pittman said. “We don’t know 
who donated it, but we wish we stiU had it.” 
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The tobacco barn (left) stands as the oldest structure on Dodon, which dates to 1725; the open barn 
door (top) signals comings and goings; a statue (above left) commemorates the grave of Annette 
Steuart Pittman Wise, who reacquired the farm from the Catholic Church In 1929; the headstone of 
Steuart L. Pittman Sr, a JFK appointee who headed the national nuclear fallout shelter program. 


The family hasn’t owned Dodon con¬ 
tinuously: In 1890, the Catholic Church 
received the farm as an endowment and 
recast it as a seminary and spiritual retreat. 
By 1929, the Cardinal of Baltimore had 
deemed the location too remote and sold 
it back to Steuart Jr.’s paternal great-grand¬ 
mother, Annette Steuart Pittman Wise. 
Her grandson, Steuart L. Pittman, discov¬ 
ered the farm, and a thing for horses, at 16. 

Eventually he had four children with 
Antoinette Pinchot before they divorced. 
(Pinchot later wed Ben Bradlee, managing 
editor of The Washington Post, and divorced 
him.) With his second wife, the former 
Barbara “Bobby” White, Pittman had three 
more children, Steuart Jr. among them. 

The elder Pittman presided over the 
nation’s fallout-shelter program but never 
had one built at Dodon, according to 
his son. “He just made sure everybody 
else had one,” Steuart Pittman Jr. said. 
“Thanks, Dad.” 


His older half-siblings had more expo¬ 
sure to father’s glitterati friends, which 
excited no annoyance in young Steuart. 
The jet set never dazzled him. 

“You know, I didn’t even reaUy like 
people when I was young,” he said. “I liked 
horses.” 

So it was from the beginning, Steuart 
Jr. negotiating the hunt fields, trying local 
shows, riding pony races. The interaction 
with ponies and warmbloods delighted and 
sustained, until he got on a Thoroughbred; 
the thrilling new sensation never left him. 

“Thoroughbreds are more fun because 
they have this love of life, love of express¬ 
ing themselves through motion,” he 
said. “And they’re more sensitive: Their 
flight instinct is more highly evolved, and 
because of that they’re sensitive to touch.” 

He found that trait, and a deeper revela¬ 
tion, both in Hurricane Hannah and Salute 
the Truth. California-bred Hurricane 
Hannah, a one-time flat runner, had raced 


no more after an ankle chip removal and 
even so proved a skilled eventer during 
Pittman’s high-school years. 

But no horse moved him quite like 
Salute the Truth, a Salutely son Pittman 
restlessly reconstituted in the ways of dis¬ 
cipline and disposition. A stripe-faced 
chestnut registered as Boy Done Good, 
Salute the Truth had five winless races for 
Pittman’s neighbor, owner-breeder Felicity 
Stisted; when a torn suspensory ligament 
ended the colt’s racing career at 3, he 
moved next door to Dodon for a possible 
second career. 

First impressions held no promise: Boy 
Done Good was a demon in disguise, one 
Pittman couldn’t lead around an indoor 
ring without rearing, terrifying tumult. Peril 
lurking at every turn, Pittman desperately 
consulted jockety-turned-trainer Hugh 
McMahon for an antidote. A reformation 
dawned. 

A year or so later. Boy Done Good 
had a new name and personality, and so 
began years of fruitful expos and three- 
day events for Salute the Truth, nicknamed 
Willie, and his determined, delighted rider. 
In 2004, Salute the Truth became the first 
American-bred Thoroughbred stallion to 
compete at the Advanced level in eventing. 

The night Salute the Truth died in 2017, 
Pittman wrote this Facebook post: 

“He did everything I ever asked of him, 
and he kicked my ass when I needed it. 
He pushed me to my limits, and I pushed 
him to his. We lived a heU of a great life 
together, jumping terrifying cross-country 
courses, suffering through endless hours 
of dressage, and sharing thrilling moments 
in the breeding shed. Everything that horse 
did in his life was with dignity, and he 
sure as heU went out that way. Thank you, 
Willie. I love the heU out of you.” 

Like Hurricane Hannah before him. 
Salute the Truth had confirmed Pittman’s 
belief that the Thoroughbred’s utility, 
zeal and dynamism designed it ideally for 
post-racetrack undertakings. Hence the 
epiphany he’d apply to RRP: The retired 
Thoroughbred racer, with aU its many fac¬ 
ets, can yet thrive. 

For aU his time in urban settings far 
from Dodon, Pittman had heard quix¬ 
otic nickers. During his St. Albans years, he 
stayed at the Washington, DC., residence 
his lawyer father kept in town but returned 
to Dodon for weekends and vacations. 

“I always wanted to be here” on the 
farm, he said. 

For 10 years, essentially, he wasn’t - from 
his college days to community organizing 
in Chicago, then Des Moines and finally 
Washington, DC. The urban work experi¬ 
ence at once fulfilled and deprived. 
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“I got to know how the government 
works. Also, it gave me a lot of faith in 
the power of organizing people,” he said. 
“I gave all that up because I thought the 
world wasn’t changing fast enough, and 
I really loved horses and the farm, and 
wanted to figure out how to make a busi¬ 
ness of that.” 

He returned to Dodon in 1990 and 
began buying and retraining retired race¬ 
horses for dressage and eventing while 
he worked in D.C. as field director for the 
National Low Income Housing Coalition, 
later as ACORN national campaign direc¬ 
tor. In time, people started bringing their 
horses to Pittman for second-career adap¬ 
tation. By the way, came the questions: Can 
you throw in some riding lessons? 

As his stature grew within the industry, 
Pittman joined the executive arm of the 
Maryland Horse Council and impressed 
feUow committee member Cricket GoodaU. 
In 2009, GoodaU nominated Pittman for 
the MHC presidency. 

“I pushed Steuart because Steuart 
would speak his mind, and he understood

when I talked about poUtics,” GoodaU said. 
“He was smart and articulate and reason¬ 
able and not navel-gazing. Whether you 


agreed with him or disagreed with him, you 
recognized that he was capable of thinking 
bigger.” 

Pittman won a four-year term as presi¬ 
dent, which, for the first time, thrust him 
into a visible leadership position. 

“As a community organizer, you’re 
always in the background getting other 
people to be the leaders,” he said. “That 
was, I think, one of the first times that 
I stepped up and was the guy” as MHC 
president. 

A year into his term, Pittman hatched 
his signature experiment and grew it from 
his basement. Originally dubbed the 
Retired Racehorse Training Project (RRTP), 
it became the RRP and a regarded industry 
venture that touched a broader audience. 

“The idea came out of horse expos,” 
Pittman said. “I was going with my stal- 
Uon [Salute the Truth] first to market him, 
because they had a staUion avenue, and 
then they asked me to run cUnics there 
on eventing, because they had never had 
eventing as part of the horse expos. And 
I found that I reaUy got a kick out of 
teaching to an audience, and demonstrat¬ 
ing. At the same time, I was frustrated by 
the warmblood invasion, and I felt that 
Thoroughbreds were what I loved. . . . 

“And the fact that it was helping these 
horses and maybe keeping them out of 
slaughterhouses or whatever, was a nice 
side benefit. But my primary motivation 
was reaUy just to connect good horses with 
people and teach them.” 

Uncanny, Pittman said, how the chro¬ 
matic threads of his professional life 
became inextricably woven. Had he not 
done community organizing, he would 
have lacked the ability to raUy people 
around the RRP; had he not headed the 
MHC, he would have lacked the leadership 
skills to enter the county executive’s race. 

Each undertaking became a stair-step 
to a cause that brought different perspec¬ 
tives. As he went, he also recognized the 
need for human capital, whether helping 
the needy or running a farm or a horse- 
advocacy group or a foundation for retired 
horses. 

Or a political campaign. 

Give people the tools they need to 
build. That notion germinated in Chicago, 
sprouted in Des Moines and Washington, 
and flourishes stiU. Conceived in hope, it 
serves to enhance the possible. 

“As a community organizer, you had to 
believe that you could do something with 
nothing,” Pittman said. 

Now, as he hits the bricks in an under¬ 
funded campaign stretch run, he’s just try¬ 
ing to do something with less. W

Big Haul 

Regional horses, horsemen enjoy success at Saratoga

H orses bred or based in the Mid-Atlantic, or others trained or owned 
by men and women with ties to the region, enjoyed success at the 
2018 Saratoga Race Course meeting from Day 1 through the end of 
the 40-day stand. 

Daddy Is a Legend, a Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Scat Daddy bred 
by Hank Nothhaft’s HnR Nothhaft Horseracing, started off the plenti¬ 
ful haul for the region with a victory in the co-featured Lake George 
Stakes-G3 on Opening Day Mind Control, a 2-year-old Stay Thirsty colt 
trained by Greg Sacco at Monmouth Park, capped the harvest with a vic¬ 
tory in the co-featured Hopeful Stakes-Gl on Closing Day 


Between those victories were plenty 
more, including a pair of graded stakes on 
the grass for Fair Hill Training Center-based 
trainer Chuck Lawrence with Glorious 


Empire Virginian and former steeple¬ 
chase jockey Jonathan Thomas’ victory in 
the Travers Stakes-Gl with Catholic Boy 
and several more stakes wins. 


Glorious Empire, a $62,500 claim by 
owner Matt Schera and former trainer 
Carlos Martin in May 2017 at Belmont 
Park, finished in a dead heat with Channel 
Maker for the win in the Bowling Green 
Stakes-G2 July 28, then topped that rival 
and eight others in the $1 million Sword 
Dancer Stakes-Gl Aug. 25. 

The two victories came after a long 
process by Lawrence and his team to get 
the best from the 7-year-old gelding by 
the Irish stallion Holy Roman Emperor. 
A notorious chronic bleeder. Glorious 
Empire displayed other troublesome hab¬ 
its: He was nervous in the paddock, dif¬ 
ficult to saddle and distraught before his 
races. 

Then Lawrence went old school with 
the gelding. 

'd took him to the races at least 10 
times,” Lawrence said after the Sword 
Dancer victory, worth $535,000 to his 
connections. “I took him to the races and 
brought him home. They got tired of me 
going down there to Laurel. The girl in 
the receiving barn, Terry [Overmeier], she 
wasn’t too happy with me.” 

Glorious Empire wound up in 
Lawrence’s care after three starts with 
Martin. The horse bled in the last of the 
three — the Baltimore/Washington Inter¬ 
national Turf Cup-G2 at Laurel in late 
September—and earned a break. Schera 
sent him to Lawrence at Fair HiU, and 
things started to change. Benefiting from 
the van rides to Laurel, cross-country gal¬ 
lops in the fields, stints in the Fair Hill 
Equine Therapy Center’s hyperbaric cham¬ 
ber and eventually getting into longer races. 
Glorious Empire ran his record to 3-for-4 
with Lawrence and 4-for-7 since the claim. 

“I always wondered since I got into this, 
can you just put any horse with a top train-

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er and let it happen, or can you put certain 
horses with certain trainers and do better?” 
Schera said. “This horse and Chuck just fit 
each other. They get along great.” 

Glorious Empire (who earned a spot 
in the Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl with the 
Sword Dancer score) was the second of 
four horses with Mid-Atlantic roots, ties or 
connections to win a Grade 1 at the meet. 

Imperial Hint, trained at Parx Racing 
by former jockey Luis Carvajal, scored 
the first one race before the Bowling 
Green. The pint-sized 5-year-old son of 
Imperialism won the Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
Handicap-Gl by 3y4 lengths in a perfor¬ 
mance many argued was the best of the 
meet. 

Imperial Hint never felt jockey Javier 
Castellano’s whip and won the 6-furlong 
race in 1:08.98, giving Carvajal and owner 
Raymond Mamone their first Grade 1 
victories. 

“Being in the Saratoga Room for 
the first time having a horse running in 
Saratoga, a Grade 1, there’s no price for 
that,” Carvajal said. “It took us a little while 
to get here because I used to work here 
about 20 years ago and I got stopped by 
a lot of those friends that are stiU working 
and came to congratulate me.” 

The Vanderbilt earned Imperial Hint an 
automatic spot in the Breeders’ Cup Sprint, 
a race he finished second in last year, 
and improved his 2018 record to 3-for-4. 
He won eight of his last 10 starts before 
the Vanderbilt, including the True North 
Handicap-G2 at Belmont Park June 8. 

In addition to the home base at Parx, 
Imperial Hint owns regional wins at 
Parx and Laurel Park (including the 2017 
General George-G3). 

Catholic Boy provided Thomas, seri¬ 
ously injured in a riding accident in October 
2000 at Colonial Downs, a career highlight 
with a victory in the meet’s signature event. 
Matched up against nine other 3-year-olds 
in the iy4-mile Travers Aug. 25, Catholic 
Boy made easy work of the group led by 
2017 juvenile male champion Good Magic, 
dual Canadian classic-winning fiUy Wonder 
Gadot, Ireland’s Mendelssohn and graded 
stakes winners Vino Rosso, Bravazo and 
Tenfold. 

Almost a year earlier. Catholic Boy pro¬ 
vided Thomas with his first Saratoga vic¬ 
tory in the With Anticipation Stakes-G3 on 
the grass. The colt flirted with the spring 
classics —coming off the Triple Crown 
trail after bleeding in the Grade 1 Florida 
Derby-and returned to the grass this 
spring and summer. 

Thomas, who grew up on the late Paul 
Mellon’s Rokeby Farm in Upperville, Va.,

and is the son of area track superintendent 
J.D. Thomas, rode steeplechase races for 
trainer Jack Fisher and others in 1999 and 
2000 before the fall at Colonial Downs. 
After working with Fisher and steeplechase 
trainer Richard Valentine, Thomas moved 
on to Todd Fletcher and then Bridlewood 
Farm in Florida. 

Thomas won 21 races as a trainer last 
year and had surpassed that number by 
early September. 

Catholic Boy won two turf stakes at 
Belmont Park this summer, the Pennine 
Ridge-G3 and Belmont Derby-Gl, before 
going back to the dirt in the Travers. 
The move paid off Thomas credited the 
ownership team of Robert LaPenta, Sol 
Kumin’s Madaket Stables, Siena Farm and 
Twin Creeks Racing Stables for helping 
make it happen. 


“These guys are the best. I said, 'Look, 
this is what we’re going to have to do,’” 
Thomas said of the decision to go from 
the Belmont Derby July 7 to the Travers 
almost two months later. “They said OK. 
They didn’t ask a thing, nothing. It’s nice to 
be rewarded, it’s nice to employ horseman¬ 
ship and have it pay off, because no matter 
how many breakthroughs we have, taking 
care of your horses is always the right thing 
to do.” 

Sacco, who came to Saratoga for 
Closing Day with two Grade 3 wins on his 
resume, left with a Grade 1 victory after 
Mind Control upset the Hopeful. 

The 2-year-old son of Stay Thirsty, who 
finished second to eventual Grade 2 win¬ 
ner CaU Paul in a Delaware Park maiden 
race July 5 before breaking his maiden at 
Monmouth Park Aug. 12, defeated 6-5 


favorite Mucho by three-quarters of a 
length at 10-1. 

“It’s my first Grade 1, so it’s real spe¬ 
cial,” Sacco said. “I’m the son of a trainer. 
My dad never had the opportunity to train 
these types of horses. It’s very meaningful. 
It’s a great feeling. I have my whole family 
here, and I can’t be any happier.” 

Mid-Atlantic-breds fared weU in the 
abundant stakes at Saratoga in 2018. 
CaU Paul emerged from a debut score at 
Delaware Park to take the Grade 2 Sara¬ 
toga Special Aug. 12, providing a highlight 
for breeders Beasie Patterson and Vicky 
Schowe (see Stakes Winners, page 56). 

Ruby Notion, a West Virginia-bred 
homebred for Tommy and Bonnie HamU- 
ton’s Silverton HiU Farm, won the $200,000 
Caress Stakes July 23. The 5-year-old mare, 
a daughter of Maryland stallion Great 
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Notion, followed the Caress with a win 
in the Kentucky Downs Ladies Sprint-G3 
Sept. 8. 

Realm, a gelding by Haynes field bred 
in Virginia by Morgan’s Ford Farm, upset 
the $100,000 Alydar Stakes on Aug. 5 for 
his second consecutive victory for trainer 
Barclay Tagg. 

A week later, Tagg sent out Brucia 
La Terra, a 2-year-old filly by El Padrino 
bought by William Ferrone for $20,000 at 
the 2017 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
fall yearling sale, to a maiden-breaking off- 
the-turf victory going 7 furlongs. Bred in 
Maryland by SaUyeUen and Hugh Hurst, 
Brucia La Terra is out of the winning Not 
For Love mare Happy Refrain. SaUyeUen 
Hurst works at Country Life Farm. 

Ned Allard joined feUow Parx-based 
conditioner Carvajal with a stakes vic¬ 
tory, sending out Always Sunshine in the 
$100,000 Tale of the Cat Aug. 10. The 
6-year-old son of West Acre had won 
another 6-furlong dirt race, the Hockessin 
at Delaware Park, about a month earUer. 

Sue’s Fortune, a 2-year-old New York- 
bred daughter of Pennsylvania-based 
staUion Jump Start, won the Adirondack 
Stakes-G2 the day after Always Sunshine 
took the Tale of the Cat. 


The Aug. 17 card saw Maryland- 
based trainer Lacey Gaudet win her first 
Saratoga race when she sent Matt Schera’s 
Mesotherm to victory in a $57,000 starter 
aUowance moved from the turf to the dirt. 
And the Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-old fiUy 
Sweet Bye and Bye shipped in from Parx 
for trainer Steve Klesaris to win an open- 
company aUowance for owner-breeder Joe 
Imbesi. 

Travers Week proved especiaUy produc¬ 
tive for the region. 

Monte Crista started it off, winning 
the $100,000 Riskaverse Stakes for own¬ 
ers Country Life Farm and trainer Mike 
Trombetta. The Maryland-bred 3-year-old 
daughter of Cape Blanco (Ire) ran her 
record to 4-for-6, winning the 1-mile stakes 
on the grass and providing her connections 
with a joyous moment. 

“HeUo, we have never won a stake 
here,” Country Life’s Mike Pons said after 
celebrating the fiUy’s FA-length score with 
a big crowd in the winner’s circle. “What a 
thriU. Just to be here is awesome. 

“My dad was here in 1922 in utero, so 
he was born late in the meet. It’s a fam- 
Uy tradition now, and if he didn’t make 
Saratoga it was a wasted summer. We 
would drag him up here with aU the kids, it 


go be an annual thing. To come back here 
and win, it’s just so cool.” 

Delaware-based trainer Lynn Ashby 
won the off-the-turf Waya Stakes with 
Tricky Escape Aug. 12. It was the second 
of three consecutive stakes scores for the 
Kentucky-bred mare, who won Delaware 
Park’s Robert G. Dick Memorial-G3 in July 
and the Ramsey Farm Stakes at Kentucky 
Downs in September. 

The Saratoga Showcase card, run the 
day before the Travers and restricted to 
New York-breds, wasn’t without some 
Mid-Atlantic flavor. 

Trainers based in the region won both 
parts of the early double—Monmouth- 
based RusseU Cash sending out Joseph 
Birnbaum’s Analyzethisandthat in a SA- 
furlong turf maiden, and Parx-based 
Richard Vega sending out Bluegrass 
Express to victory in a state-bred aUow¬ 
ance going 6 furlongs on the dirt. 

Monmouth-based Tim Hills later 
saddled the veteran gelding Kharafa to 
a popular victory in the $150,000 West 
Point Stakes. The 9-year-old finished third 
(2013), second (2016) and third (2017) in 
his prior attempts in the West Point. ^

Stallion Super Ninety Nine rebounds 
from injuries, gets three quick winners

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R acehorses came and went in all directions—leaving the barn to gal¬ 
lop, to breeze, to run around in paddocks, to race even. But the 
flashy chestnut with the wide bla^e just hung around. Some days, 
he got to stand in the cold tub. Other days, he got to stand in the hyper¬ 
baric chamber. Every once in a while, somebody came by to check on his 
left hind leg. 

All along he never caused a problem. Not bad for an 8-year-old stallion 
who was supposed to be back on the farm breeding mares. 


Country Life Farm’s Super Ninety Nine 
spent four months at Fair Hill Equine 
Therapy Center recovering from an infec¬ 
tion in his left hind suspensory that cost 
him basically the entire 2018 breeding 
season. His 2019 crop will include, at 
most, one foal. While it will impact his stud 
career, the injury could have had far worse 
consequences. 

“Usually, when a stallion injures him¬ 
self, it’s worse,” said Country Life’s Josh 
Pons, who was in Kentucky in 1977 when 
the Claiborne Farm stallion Reviewer 
broke his leg in a paddock accident and 
was euthanized after surgery. “Stallions are 
hard. They’re not good patients, and a lot 
can go wrong.” 

Not all stallions. Super Ninety Nine, 
co-owned by Country Life and Kentucky’s 
Spendthrift Farm, continues to rebound 
thanks in large part to his attitude about 
the whole thing. 

“He’s just a nice, nice horse,” said 
Country Life’s Christy Holden while 
watching Super Ninety Nine return from 
morning turnout at the Maryland farm. 
“He’s such a good boy and such a good 
patient, very laid back, and I think that 
helps him.” 

The injury came with a fair bit of mys¬ 
tery and, everyone figures, goes back to 
some minor scratches and scrapes on the 
leg after a turnout session late last year. 
Holden thinks he was rolling too close to 
the diamond-mesh fence and got his leg 
underneath a panel or something. Farm 
staffers treated the scrapes topically, and 
the leg swelled a bit, but Super Ninety 
Nine was not lame or in any discomfort. 
His hock swelled, but Holden thought that 
had to do with the sweat treatment and 
the wrap on the lower part of his leg so 
stopped that and his hock improved. In 
late January, Super Ninety Nine partici¬ 
pated in the farm stallion show along with 
roster mates Freedom Child, Friesan Fire, 
Mosler and Divining Rod. If you looked. 


really looked, you might have noticed some 
swelling near his hock, but otherwise aU 
was well. In February, the son of Pulpit 
bred a few mares but the hock swelled 
again, and he ultimately popped an abscess 
on the inside of his leg. At this, he finally 
showed the first sign of lameness while 
turned out. 

“He wasn’t lame at a walk,” Holden 
said. “He’d be out in the field with his head 
down grazing, and when he’d go to take a 
step we saw a little hitch. When he picked 
his head up to walk in, he was sound. It was 
that little catch of seeing him in the field 
that made me realize he wasn’t right on it.” 

Super Ninety Nine went to the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania’s New Bolton Center 
shortly thereafter. Bloodwork and other 
diagnostics revealed the infection and a 
suspensory ligament injury that looked 
much like those that occur in a race or 
while exercising. 

“In law school, they used to call it a 
'case of first impression,’ which meant 
you never had seen it before,” said Pons, 
who said the horse at first stumped even 
the experts at New Bolton. Veterinarians 
decided against surgery and pursued a 
path of antibiotics, rest and therapy. The 
horse was being treated like any other 
Thoroughbred with a bowed tendon or 
other major soft-tissue injury. After about 
two weeks at New Bolton, Super Ninety 
Nine went to Fair HiU-in part because of 
the various treatments available but also 
because of the atmosphere at Country Life 
during breeding season. 

“Being in the locker room and not 
being able to go out on the floor for the 
basketball game might have driven him 
crazy,” said Pons. “I’ve taken so many 
people on tours through the therapy center 
and seen so much of it up close that I fig¬ 
ured that’s where we need to go.” 

So the van headed 18 miles to Fair Hill 
instead of 49 to Bel Air. 


One of 17 barns at Fair HiU Training 
Center in Cecil County, Md., the therapy 
center is a facility unto itself with stalls, 
a hyperbaric chamber, cold saltwater spa, 
vibrating floor, water treadmill, salt vapor 
room and other treatments available. 
Typical equine clients are racehorses in 
some form of recovery from an injury, a 
hard race, a long trip or an illness. 

Co-owner Bruce Jackson and veteri¬ 
narian Kathy Anderson oversaw the rare 
stallion client, with help from Jackson’s 
wife Amy and assistant Michelle Hurley. 
Pons gave them aU credit. Super Ninety 
Nine’s treatment included stall rest (Grade 
1 winner Mind Your Biscuits was briefly 
a neighbor after returning from Dubai), 
hyperbaric oxygen therapy, the saltwater 
spa and laser treatments. 

Anderson said the two main areas of 
concern were laminitis in another limb 
and progression of the suspensory injury 
to a dropped fetlock, which would have 
limited his ability to mount mares. Neither 
condition happened, and Super Ninety 
Nine shows improved fiber alignment and 
strength in the damaged ligament. 

Beyond the norm at Fair HiU, Super 
Ninety Nine took part in a pilot study 
with the veterinary transdermal air-injector 
unit—a treatment taken from human medi¬ 
cine to improve blood flow and decrease 
inflammation. According to company 
literature at airjectorvet.com, research has 
shown positive effects in treating periph¬ 
eral vascular disease, exercise endurance, 
skin grafts, wound healing, muscle disuse, 
tumors, bone fractures and (potentiaUy) 
laminitis. 

Super Ninety Nine knew none of that, 
but he did have to stand quietly for 20 
minutes whUe his hind leg was enclosed 
in a bag inflated with pressurized carbon 
dioxide. 

“We were apprehensive that he might 
not settle in to the training environment as 
he had experience actively breeding,” said 
Anderson. “However, settle he did, and he 
was a remarkably weU-behaved patient dur¬ 
ing his entire stay. He was a model patient.” 

In addition, he was measured for a 
FastTrack orthopedic support device 
should he need additional support when 
he returns to the breeding shed. He would 
be the first breeding stallion the company 
(horsepowertech.com) has fitted with the 
mechanical support device, which looks 
simUar to a human knee brace. 
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Back at Country Life since July, Super 
Ninety Nine continues to improve and 
win over people. He gets turned out daily 
in a small round pen placed inside his 
regular paddock. Staffers move the metal 
fencing to a new location periodically to 
keep the grass fresh. Much like at that stal¬ 
lion show back in January 2018—you’d be 
hard-pressed to see anything amiss with 
the horse. 

“He’s just a little lower in that pastern, 
and if you look from behind you can see 
where it’s a little swollen from where the 
abscess blew out, but it doesn’t bother 
him,” said Holden. “He doesn’t play too 
much in the field anyway, but we don’t 
have him in a big field yet because they 
don’t want him running a lot and stressing 
it. He’s got time, and it keeps improving.” 

Long and Winding Road 

Super Ninety Nine’s stud career started 
in 2015 with a bang-literaUy-as the third 
mare he covered in early February kicked 
him in the . . . well, the worst place a stal¬ 
lion could be kicked. 

The swelling subsided by March 1 and 
he resumed covering mares like normal. 
None of them got in foal, because he had 
no live sperm. 

Like the suspensory injury, this turned 
out to be a learning experience at Country 
Life thanks to Dr. Regina Turner at New 
Bolton. 


“If it hasn’t hap¬ 
pened to you in the 
horse business, you 
haven’t been in it long 
enough,” Pons said 
with a laugh. “The 
inflammation over¬ 
heats the sperm that 
take 90 days or so to 
mature anyway. You 
think it’s simple, but it 
was way more than I 
ever knew.” 

The stallion didn’t 
cover any mares in 
April, and went back 
to New Bolton for 
a fertility test at the 
end of the month. 
He was cleared to 
started breeding again 
May 1. From there. 
Super Ninety Nine 
and Country Life 
played catch up and 
his first crop (now 
2 -year-olds) includes 
31 horses, most born 
in May and June. 

“It’s like the graph 
has been slid down 
the calendar for him, and that will impact 
him in terms of any chance of being on a 
leader sire list,” said Pons. “If he’s going to 
have success with 2 -year-olds, it’s going to 
be in November and December not July 
and August.” 

Of course, nobody told Super Ninety 
Nine’s first runners. Two, Little Miss 
Raelyn and Ruby Punch, won their first 
starts. Bred in Maryland by Ken Lowe, 
the former was Super Ninety Nine’s first 
winner, Aug. 19. Trained by the New York- 
based Jeremiah Englehart for Gold Square, 
the bay fiUy from the Louis Quatorze mare 
Helen Louise won a 5-furlong maiden 
race while leading at every call. She sold 
for $40,000 as a yearling at Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic in October 2017 and brought 
$135,000 as a 2-year-old at the Ocala 
Breeders Sales Company’s April sale. 

Ruby Punch, bred in Maryland by 
Glennie Martin, won her debut for trainer 
Sam Cronk and owners Donald and Lucy 
Churchill at Delaware Park Sept. 8 . A day 
later at Laurel Park, the filly Better Yet 
won a 1-mile Laurel Park maiden by I 6 V 2 
lengths for Three Diamonds Farm and 
trainer Mike Trombetta. Bred in Maryland 
by Country Life, the fiUy is a half-sister to 
Bonus Points, who won the 2017 Maryland 
MHion Classic for Three Diamonds. Ruby 
Punch was foaled May 23, Better Yet May 
10, Little Miss Raelyn April 30. 


“He was a really fast 2-year-old and he 
won his first start, so it’s not that surpris¬ 
ing, but we know how young some of 
those foals are,” said Pons of the early 
success. “We’ve always liked his foals. He’s 
had three winners early. Those are signs of 
a good stallion.” 

Even if his career in the breeding shed 
has been interrupted, twice, by bad-luck 
injuries. 

“You feel like the parent of a child that 
got injured, and you worry that there wiU 
be other parents looking at you like you did 
something wrong,” said Pons. “That’s the 
wrong way to look at it. Maybe somebody 
can benefit from our adversity with this 
horse. This could be anyone’s stallion.” 

Though Super Ninety Nine has 38 
registered foals in his 2017 crop and 19 
(so far) in this year’s, his 2019 crop rests 
in the womb of Hurricane Isabella, owned 
by Linda Walls and George Busche and 
boarded at Merryland Farm. If there’s any 
justice, that foal will be a star. 

Beyond aU of this stands a horse who— 
for whatever reason-causes people to 
identify with him. Spendthrift, which went 
through something similar with the stal¬ 
lion Lord Nelson (who missed his first 
breeding season in 2017 while recovering 
from a leg infection and laminitis), never 
wavered. Back in 2015, breeders waited 
for Super Ninety Nine to recover and sent 
their mares late. Mare owners came back 
in 2016 and 2017, and the stallion’s 2019 
book should be boosted by the early suc¬ 
cess on the racetrack. 

“This is a horse who unites everybody,” 
said Pons. “Wherever he goes, people love 
him. He’s got an attitude or a spirit about 
him that people get attached to.” 

The stallion manager in Pons hopes for 
fast sons and daughters on the track, lines 
of mares in the breeding shed and years of 
commercial success along the paths blazed 
by Country Life staples Allen’s Prospect 
and Malibu Moon. The person in Pons, 
who ruptured his Achilles tendon playing 
lacrosse this summer at age 64, just hopes 
the horse manages to put the troubles 
behind him. 

“Doing this,” Pons said while holding 
up his boot-encased right foot, “helps me 
be empathetic to this horse. I’ve always 
been empathetic to this horse, though. I’ve 
always felt his pain or felt for him. That’s 
not true with all horses. Some just get 
under your skin more than others, and the 
way some horses handle misfortune with 
some sort of grace is part of it. It’s hard to 
put your finger on, but you know it when 
you see it.” 

Pons sees it. Maybe Super Ninety Nine 
does too. #

stakes winner in White Clay Creek

J aywalk became the first stakes winner 
for her sire, Cross Traffic, when she 
uncorked a strong rally to win the 
$50,875 White Clay Creek Stakes Aug. 22. 

Owned by DJ Stable LLC and Cash 
is King LLC and trained by John Servis, 
the gray or roan filly had made two starts 
before the 5!/ 2 -furlong White Clay Creek, 
experience that served her well. Jockey 
Joshua Navarro allowed Jaywalk to set¬ 
tle off the swift early pace of favored 
Congrats Gal, who rattled off sphts of 
:2L31 and :45.24 while opening a 3-length 
advantage. 


Turning for home. Jaywalk circled hors¬ 
es and had dead aim on Congrats Gal, run¬ 
ning her down with 70 yards to go and 
kicking away to a LA-length victory in 
1:04.55. 

Purchased for $190,000 at last year’s 
Keeneland September yearhng sale. Jaywalk 
improved her record to two wins and a sec¬ 
ond from three starts. She’s made $64,200. 

The filly began her career at Monmouth 
Park in late June with a game second-place 
performance in which she dueled with the 
heavily bet Todd Pletcher firs ter, Nonna 
Madeline, to midstretch. Nonna Madeline 


followed that victory with a second-place 
finish in the SchuylerviUe Stakes-G3 at 
Saratoga. 

Jaywalk returned a month later at home 
base Parx and, over a muddy track, blew 
away eight opponents at 2-5. That prompt¬ 
ed Servis to try her in the White Clay 
Creek. 

Out of the Orientate mare Lady 
Pewitt, Jaywalk is a half-sister to multiple 
stakes winner and graded stakes-placed 
Danzatrice, who has earned more than 
$300,000. Jaywalk’s female family also has 
produced graded stakes winner and sire 
Mission Impazible as well as stakes-placed, 
$340,000-earner Forest Camp. 

■ She has plenty of work to do before she 
can approach the accomphshments of her 
sire and dam. But Sagamore Farm home¬ 
bred I’m Pretty Strong took the first step in 
that direction when she broke her maiden 
Aug. 1, finally getting a clean trip to win 
going away under Alex Cintron. 

A 3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Street Cry (Ire) out of 2010 Breeders’ 
Cup Filly and Mare Turf-Gl winner Shared 
Account, I’m Pretty Strong made her

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career debut in January at Gulfs tream Park, 
finishing ninth on the turf. Another lack¬ 
luster turf effort followed at Keeneland, 
and then a very troubled trip on Laurel 
Park dirt in June. 

At Laurel, Pm Pretty Strong stumbled 
badly leaving the gate, Cintron losing his 
irons in the process. By the time Cintron 
regrouped, the filly was far behind the lead¬ 
ers, eventually beaten 15 1/2 lengths but 
showing some interest through the stretch. 

Trainer Horacio DePaz entered Pm 
Pretty Strong in a 1-mile 70-yard maiden 
special weight on turf at Delaware and 
kept her in the race after rain forced it onto 
the main track. Racing without impedi¬ 
ment, I’m Pretty Strong stalked the leaders 
until the head of the stretch, angled four¬ 
wide for Cintron and won going away. 

Shared Account, trained by Graham 
Motion during her $1.65 million racing 
career, has a yearling fiUy by Speightstown 
who recently sold for $350,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton New York Saratoga Select 
Yearling Sale. Shared Account also pro¬ 
duced stakes-placed Riley’s Choice, a 
4-year-old Distorted Humor filly who was 
second in the Pearl Necklace Stakes at 
Laurel Park and has earned more than

Motion has been especially potent 
with non-winners. On Aug. 16, he saddled 
Flaxman Holdings Limited’s Scandaleuse, 
a 3-year-old daughter of War Front previ¬ 
ously trained by Sir Michael Stoute, for her 
American debut; she prevailed in an off- 
the-turf maiden special weight over two 
other rivals.

The Fair HiU Training Center-based 
conditioner then rattled off a pair of maid¬ 
en winners Aug. 22 and 23, beginning with 
Mixways. The 3-year-old Giant’s Causeway 
filly won her debut by two lengths in a 
two-turn race that came off the grass. 
Out of the Unbridled’s Song mare Mixup, 
Mixways was bred in Kentucky by owners 
Wertheimer and Frere. 

Motion won another off-the-turf race 
with Sam-Son Farm’s Western Crusader, 
who led nearly aU the way in a l/i6-mile 
maiden test. A 3-year-old son of English 
Channel out of the Deputy Minister mare 
Seattle Envoy, Western Crusader took the 


lead after a half-mile under Edgar Prado 
and held off the challenge of the Mary 
Eppler-trained My Good Man late to pre¬ 
vail by a half-length.

■ Delaware Park has often launched the 
careers of many top horses, and trainer 
Anthony Pecoraro may have a nice one 
on his hands in Caladan, who posted a 
3y2-length victory in a one-mile maiden 
special weight Aug. 13. 

Owned by Philip DiCosmo and bred 
by Kirt and Sarah CahiU, Caladan became 
the first North American winner sired 
by Atreides, a son of Medaglia d’Oro. 
Atreides is one of only two horses (with 
Lite the Fuse) to have posted a triple-digit 
Beyer speed figure in each of his first three 
starts. 

Caladan, a dark bay or brown colt mak¬ 
ing his second career start, won for jockey 
Jeremy Rose in a race taken off the turf 

Other 2-year-olds of note this season 
at Delaware include Call Paul, a son of 
Freisan Fire who broke his maiden en 
route to victory in the Saratoga Special-G2 
Aug. 12, and Crypto Currency, a daughter 


of Congrats who broke her maiden July 
25, also for Pecoraro. 

■ A pair of veteran conditioners known 
for their claiming acumen were vying for 
the training title as August ended. Jamie 
Ness led the way with 21 wins from a 
meet-leading 94 starters; second-ranked 
Scott Lake was 15 for 90. Ness’Jagger Inc. 
was the leading owner, with 10 winners and 
$178,350 in earnings. 

Claudio Gonzalez, 12 for 31, led train¬ 
ers in winning percentage (39) and in-the- 
money percentage (74). 

Carol Cedeno stood atop the jockey 
standings with 54 victories, followed by 
Angel Suarez with 43. Cedeno’s outstand¬ 
ing meet was highlighted by her track- 
record seven-win day (from nine mounts) 
July 11. 

On the equine side. Silver Dagger won 
all three of his Delaware Park starts, taking 
a claiming race June 21, a starter race July 
30 and an optional claimer Aug. 9. The 
6-year-old Badge of Silver son, trained by

Well Schooled 

University of Pennsyivania graduate 
has a favorite subject: race-riding

A fter graduating from an Ivy League 
school, Nathan Vickers chose 
to ply his trade on the backs of 
Thoroughbreds. 

Vickers, who booted home a double the 
evening of Aug. 21, has been riding full¬ 
time at Presque Isle since 2014. Although 
an injury cut short his season that year, 
he’s become a familiar name in the Erie 
program with nearly 1,000 mounts the last 
four years. In 2016, his best season, he rode 
49 winners and earned more than $800,000 
in purses. 

These things happen when one looks 
beyond the curriculum. During summer 
break at the University of Pennsylvania, 
Vickers started breaking and galloping 
horses in Ohio, a job near to the family 
ethic. 

“I grew up in a rodeo family, roping 
and riding buUs, and one day someone who 
had an ornery thoroughbred they were try¬ 
ing to break called me, looking for help,” 
Vickers said. ‘'They actually wanted my 
younger brother because he was a bareback 
bronc rider in the rodeo. I rode buUs, but 
didn’t do much bronc riding. 

“My brother wasn’t home at the time, 
but I offered to get on their horse. I helped 
the guy break a few babies that summer, 
and he taught me how to gallop.” 

Vickers galloped at Mountaineer Park, 
got a bachelor’s degree in Biological Basis 
of Behavior from Penn in 2005 and con¬ 
templated job prospects. Above all, he pre¬ 
ferred galloping horses and riding rodeos. 

At Penn, he’d wrestled at 125 pounds, 
lowest weight class in the college sport, 
and figured himself too heavy to seriously 
ponder race-riding. In time, as the pounds 
disappeared, he reconsidered and got his 
first victory at Presque Isle on Sept. 30, 
2007, aboard Jenkins Ferry for trainer 
Robert Williams. 

The weU-educated jockey has learned a 
few things aboard Alabama-bred claimer 
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Nathan Vickers: from hallowed halls to horseback. 


Abbey’s Snow White. One-for-16 when 
Vickers took the mount on her June 24, 
the Country Acres Stables LLC runner had 
two wins, two thirds and a fourth in five 
subsequent starts for trainer Jamie Buhrow. 

■ Trainer Mark Casse only occasionally 
ships to Presque Isle Downs. When he 
does, he means business. 

Casse sent Conrad Farms stakes win¬ 
ner Shamrock Rose to Erie and got the 
desired outcome as she crushed four foes 
in the $100,000 Malvern Rose Stakes for 
Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-old fillies Aug. 5. 

After capturing the Ontario Debutante 
Stakes in her debut last September at 
Woodbine, Shamrock Rose hadn’t a victory 
in five starts, managing three stakes plac- 
ings: She was second in the Ma2arine-G3 
and Cicada and third in the Weber City 
Miss in her previous start, April 21 at 
Laurel Park. 

Hammered down to 7-10 for the 
Malvern Rose, the bay daughter of First 
Dude stalked Stardoza through frac¬ 


tions of :24.69 and :49.23 under Jerome 
Lermyte, took the lead with 3 furlongs 
to run and steadily widened it, finishing a 
lOU-length victory in 1:38.20 for the mile. 
Stardoza held off Peppy for third. 

Bred by Best A Luck Farm LLC, 
Shamrock Rose was sold at last year’s OBS 
April sale for $120,000; with a victory 
in Woodbine’s La Lorgnette Stakes five 
weeks after the Malvern Rose, she’d earned 
$217,687 from seven starts. Shamrock 
Rose’s dam, the unraced Exclusive Quality 
mare Slew’s Quality, also produced the 
4-year-old stakes-placed Bet On Mike (by 
Biondetti), unraced juvenile Quality Pitch 
(Bandbox) and a yearling by Stay Thirsty. 

■ Muirfield Farm and Tim Girten’s Oldz- 
fourfortytwo, one of the top 2-year-olds at 
Presque Isle last season, found the winner’s 
circle for the first time in 2018 when he 
overcame a troubled trip Aug. 6 to win a 
6-furlong optional claiming test. 

Through Sept. 12, the Pennsylvania- 
bred 3-year-old trained by Girten had made 
all 11 of his starts at the Erie track, gener¬ 
ally with success. In 2017, he captured the 
Mark McDermott Stakes and placed in the 
Fitz Dixon Jr. Memorial Juvenile, earning 
more than $100,000. 

Given the winter off in Florida, he 
returned at Presque Isle May 21 in the Tom 
Ridge Stakes, finishing fifth, and failed 
to win two subsequent allowance starts 
before his Aug. 6 triumph. 

He managed the victory despite a bit 
of trouble: Jockey Pablo Morales put him 
close to the early lead but had to steady 
near the nine-sixteenths pole. Widest into 
the stretch, Oldz four forty two unleashed 
a powerful move to win going away over 
Savage Nation. 

■ Carl Gilley’s No More Fast Women 
seemed to live up to her name in her career 
debut July 10 when she finished a lacklus¬ 
ter sixth after a slow start. 

But the lightbulb suddenly went on 
for the 2-year-old Florida-bred fiUy in her 
second start Aug. 12, although handicap- 
pers at Presque Isle didn’t give her much 
of a chance, dispatching her at 47-1 in the 
1 -mile maiden special weight. 

Whether the trainer switch to Bryan 
Rice or the jockey change to Huber ViUa- 
Gomez, No More Fast Women suddenly 
came alive with a startling one-length vic¬ 
tory and a $97.40 payoff 

After another tardy beginning. No 
More Fast Women lagged behind nine 
rivals through the first six furlongs. Villa- 
Gomez angled her five-wide on the far 







turn, and she began to accelerate, picking 
off horses one by one and then coming 
into the stretch full of run. She rallied past 
the leaders on the far outside to post the 
upset, defeating the favored Tim Hamm- 
trained stablemates Music and Lyrics and 
Sweet Alternative, both of whom closed 
but not strongly enough. 

Bred by Gilbert G. Campbell’s Stone- 
hedge Farm, No More Fast Women is out 
of the stakes-winning Sword Dance (Ire) 
mare Fast Lisa. Factum, her sire, is a son of 
Storm Cat and a half-brother to War Front, 
out of the recendy deceased stakes-win¬ 
ning mare Starry Dreamer. Factum moved 
to Poplar Creek Horse Center in Bethel, 
Ohio, for the 2018 breeding season. 

■ Maria Bowersock sent out her fifth win¬ 
ner of the 2018 meet when she saddled 
Scowling Ridge to a front-running, maid¬ 
en-breaking score over nine other 2-year- 
olds Aug. 16. 

A daughter of Pennsylvania Derby 
winner Handsome Mike and homebred 
for Martin and Emily GoodeU, Scowling 
Ridge took the lead in her third start and 
held, winning by a length over favored 
Betrothed. Ronnie Alien Jr. rode the bay 
filly with skill and gusto. 

Bowers ock, Allen’s fiance, followed 
family members into barrel racing and 
horse training. Her father, Richard Bower- 
sock, is a retired trainer, and uncle Gary 
and cousin Chad train at Presque Isle 
Downs, Mountaineer Racetrack and 
Mahoning Valley Race Course. Mother 
Jeanie stiU competes in barrel racing, and 
barrel-racing twin sister Pamela married 
Sean Prater, a world champion saddle 
bronc rider. 

Bowersock met Allen at Presque Isle 
in 2010 after working five years as an 
assistant trainer. She uses Allen on most 
her horses and helped provide his 3,000th 
victory when the filly Ghost Flower struck 
at Presque Isle in 2014. #

Good Company 

With Decorated Ace’s win in Sorority, 
trainer McCarthy makes some history

T he roll call of trainers who have won 
Monmouth Park’s Sorority Stakes 
includes Steve Asmussen, Jimmy 
CroU, Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, Bobby 
Frankel, LeRoy Jolley, D. Wayne Lukas and 
Frank Whiteley Jr. 

Now the name Brenda McCarthy 
appears alongside the Hall of Famers. 

“Oh my goodness,” McCarthy said. 
“This is pretty special.” 


A 2-year-old Florida-bred filly. Decor¬ 
ated Ace prevailed by 1% lengths on the 
lawn while graduating from the maiden 
ranks in the one-mile Sorority on the Sept. 
1 card. The program also featured the 
Grade 3 Red Bank and Violet and listed 
Sapling as Monmouth concluded its 2018 
stakes schedule. 

“This is a big deal. It’s pretty neat. 
I’ll tell you. This is a big win for me. It 


made my summer, that’s for sure,” said 
McCarthy. 

The $78,000 Sorority, which lost graded 
status in 2004, has been run continuously 
since 1956 and was previously contested 
at 6 furlongs on the main track, where 
the immortal Ruffian set the stakes record 
of 1:09 in 1974 for Whiteley. Still a race 
of stature, it provided the capstone to 
McCarthy’s long career. 

She had ridden on the old New England 
circuit in 1979-80 and started her training 
career in 1982, mostly handling claimers. 
Decorated Ace became McCarthy’s first 
stakes entrant of 2018 and her first stakes 
runner since Knute at Suffolk Downs, in 
2011. Her last stakes victory dates to June 
2009, when No More Goodbyes took the 
Rise Jim for state-breds at the East Boston 
oval. 

“I did have some other stakes horses in 
New England,” McCarthy said, “but that 
was many, many moons ago.” 

She arrived at Monmouth in May with 
10 horses, entered September with six

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because of injuries or under-performers 
she retired for retraining and rehoming. 

The stakes win was the first for jockey 
Hector Rafael Diaz Jr. He picked up the 
mount at the suggestion of Monmouth 
assistant racing secretary Gerry Stanis- 
lawzyk, an old friend of McCarthy’s from 
their decades together at now-defunct 
Rockingham Park and Suffolk Downs and 
later at Tampa Bay Downs, where she 
stables in the winter and he works as a rac¬ 
ing official. 

Diaz rode Decorated Ace’s previous 
race, a third-place finish Aug. 11 in a one- 
mile maiden special weight on a ‘"good” 
Monmouth turf course. She was 70-1. 

“The riders I wanted to use on her that 
day all had mounts in that race, and Gerry 
said, 'Hector is here. He’s a New York rider 
who always tries hard,”’ McCarthy said. 
“So I said, 'Okay. Put him on.’ Hector told 
me this fiUy can run, and he asked to ride 
her back, and I said, 'Absolutely’ 

“He had all the confidence in the world 
when he rode her. She rewarded our faith 
in her, and that’s for sure.” 

The Sorority also proved the first black- 
type score for sire Treasure Beach, an 
English-bred son of Galileo (Ire) and win¬ 
ner of the 2011 Dubai Free Irish Derby at 
The Curragh and Secretariat at Arlington, 
each a Grade 1 race. He earned $2.4 million 
on two continents and stands at Helen and 
Joseph Barbazon’s Pleasant Acres Stallions 
in Morriston, Fla. 

“I’m good friends with Helen and Joe,” 
McCarthy said. “She was a 2-year-old in 
training this past spring, and I went to see 
her at the farm. She wasn’t much to look at 
at first. But I watched her work and gallop 
out and saw something a little special there. 
So I picked her up when I left Tampa and 
brought her with me to Monmouth.” 

Out of five-race winner Graceful Ace 
(by Joyeux Danseur), Decorated Ace is a 
half-sister to minor stakes winner General 
Council. She left the Sorority with a record 
of 4-1-0-1 and $49,600 in earnings. 

McCarthy, who stopped getting on 
horses in morning four years ago, thought 
the Sorority within her fiUy’s means. 

“She’s a pretty, pretty filly now,” the 
trainer said. “She’s not really big, but she’s 
put together well body-wise. We kept 
working with her and got aU of her little 
quirks straightened out. 

“What gave me the confidence to run 
her in the Sorority was the way she trained. 
When working, she’d come from out of it 
and gallop out like you wouldn’t believe. 
So I thought she was something else. Now 


she’s on her way to hopefully being some¬ 
thing real special.” 

Off at 9-1 in the eight-horse Sorority, 
Decorated Ace stayed close inside, angled 
out a bit into the stretch and went on to a 
F4-length victory over favored Malocchio. 
Sweet Sami finished another neck back in 
third. 

“She’s got a great temperament,” 
McCarthy said of her stable ace. “She’s a 
happy girl. She’s always looking out of her 
stall and is as sweet as can be. You hug and 
kiss her, and she soaks it up. She loves it. 
Her groom, David “Tito” Mendez, really 
and truly loves her. But when you’re walk¬ 
ing her, she is a handful. She’s not nasty at 
aU, but she will buck and kick. She’s a real 
racehorse.” 

CAN’T SLOW JERSEY JOE 

While Diaz won the Sorority, “Jersey” 
Joe Bravo reminded everyone how 
Monmouth’s 13-time leading rider earned 
his moniker as he took the three other 
stakes on the Sept. 1 card. 

Bravo scored with Synchrony in the 
Red Bank-G3 for trainer Mike Stidham, 


with Chad Brown-trainee Elysea’s World 
in the Violet-G3 and with Unionize for 
HaU of Famer Bill Mott in the Sapling for 
2-year-olds. 

Synchrony, who’d won the Grade 3 
Oceanport, and Elysea’s World (WinStar 
Matchmaker-G3) became the only two- 
time stakes winners at Monmouth in 2018. 

DOUBLING UP 

As for noteworthy doubles, trainer and 
jockey Luis Rivera Jr. rode Strawberry Red, 
a horse he also trains, to a 14-1 upset vic¬ 
tory at Monmouth Aug. 18. 

Claimed for $8,000 June 16, Strawberry 
Red is the only horse in the stable for 
the 51-year-old Rivera, who took out his 
trainer’s license in June. Strawberry Red has 
earned $12,225 in three starts post-claim 
for La Familia Stable LLC, 

Rivera, who’s ridden more than 1,500 
winners, also figures in the Decorated Ace 
story. He worked the filly for McCarthy 
when they first arrived on the Monmouth 
backside, and she said the journeyman 
jockey praised the filly’s talent and poten- 
tial. #

Night Vision 

Horsemen eye rich opportunities 
in West Virginia Breeders Classics

O n a rainy Saturday afternoon in 
August, Ray Pennington III visited 
Monmouth Park to watch his West 
Virginia homebred mare Unaquoi finish 
third in the off-the-turf Incredible Revenge 
Stakes. It was a good effort considering the 
OUie Figgins III trainee has done some of 
her best work sprinting on the grass. 

A day earlier at Laurel Park, another 
Pennington homebred, the 2-year-old West 
Virginia-bred gelding Burnin Ring O Fire, 
made his first start in a |40,000 maiden 
special weight turf sprint a winning one. 
By Limehouse out of Nashi, Burnin Ring 
O Fire is a fuU-brother to Zep, who won 
three consecutive races this summer. 

It may have been August, but Penning¬ 
ton-and many other owners and breed¬ 
ers who participate in the West Virginia 
program—were thinking October and 
West Virginia Breeders Classics night. 
Pennington said he could have as many 
as five horses participating in the Oct. 13 
program that features nine stakes, all for 
state-bred runners. 

And he won’t be the only owner or 
breeder taking multiple shots at a share of 
about $900,000 in purse money. 

It win mark the 32nd edition of the 
WVBC, which has been a constant despite 
a state racing and breeding program that 
has had more than its share of ups and 
downs for the past three decades. The 


WVBC even survived a threatened horse¬ 
men’s boycott at Charles Town Races 
in 1995 when the event was moved to 
Mountaineer on the Northern Panhandle 
to ensure its viability. 

Last year’s published purses for the 
WVBC totaled $1 million, with the center- 
piece the $350,000 West Virginia Breeders’ 
Classic Stakes at IVs miles for 3-year-olds 
and up. This year, the Classic wiU go for 
$300,000. 

The Cavada Breeders’ Classic Stakes 
for fillies and mares at 7 furlongs will again 
have a published purse of $125,000. The 
other seven events will go for $75,000, 
including the West Virginia Dash for Cash 
Breeders’ Classic Stakes, which last year 
had a purse of $60,000. 

Purses for the WVBC are largely depen¬ 
dent upon how much money is available 
in a special video lottery terminal fund. In 
2009, purses for the nine races totaled $2 
million, with two $500,000 stakes and none 
lower than $140,000. Since that time the 
state legislature has made adjustments that 
have cut into revenue that goes to racing 
from casino VLTs. 

Carol Holden, who serves as president 
of the WVBC and was a founder along 
with pro football Hall of Fame member 
and Thoroughbred owner Sam Huff, said 
that despite the challenges in the racing 
and breeding industry, the event remains 


the highlight for the West Virginia-bred 
program. 

“I doubt we’re going to see [$2 million] 
again, but this is still what people wait 
for,” Holden said. “They rest their horses, 
pick races and try to have them right at 
the right time. The local fans recognize a 
lot of the horses and people, and it helps 
when you have horses that people can see 
every year.” 

It’s not unusual to see horses compete 
on WVBC night three, four, five or more 
times in their careers. Mark Russell’s now- 
retired Russell Road made seven appear¬ 
ances, and Lewis Craig Jr.’s Help a Brother 
is expected to make his sixth start this year. 

Last year’s nine WVBC races were won 
by nine different owners and eight differ¬ 
ent trainers—James A. Casey was the only 
one with a double. 

This year, a pair of 3-year-olds — a geld¬ 
ing undefeated in four starts and a fiUy with 
six wins and a second in seven starts-will 
garner much of the attention. They each 
won 'Win and You’re In” stakes for the 
WVBC in August at Charles Town. 

On Aug. 18 in the Robert G. Leavitt 
Stakes for West Virginia-bred 3-year-olds, 
Jill Daniel’s Dr. Feelgood, trained by 
Crystal Pickett, fought off Opera Nite and 
favored William and Mary in a front-run¬ 
ning victory in the 7-furlong stakes that 
guarantees the winner a spot in the West 
Virginia Lottery Breeders’ Classic Stakes. 
Yet another winner for top West Virginia 
sire Fiber Sonde, Dr. Feelgood gave jockey 
Darius Thorpe his first stakes victory. Bred 
by Francis Daniel III and produced by the 
race-winning mare Happy Numbers, Dr. 
Feelgood is a half-brother to 2015 Charles 
Town stakes winner Get the Sensation. 

The following Saturday night. Late 
Night Pow Wow toyed with six other 
3-year-old fillies to win the Sylvia Bishop 
Memorial Stakes and earned a guaranteed 
spot in the West Virginia Tourism Breeders’ 
Classic Stakes. It was the first stakes win 
for Late Night Pow Wow, though she had 
been keeping good company in local state- 
bred allowance races. 

Owned and trained by Javier Contreras 
and ridden by Fredy Peltroche, Late Night 
Pow Wow appears to have options, includ¬ 
ing the Cavada, on WVBC night. The 
Fiber Sonde fiUy also was nominated to 
the Grade 3 Charles Town Oaks Sept. 22. 

Holden said there will be a golf tourna¬ 
ment and gala Oct. 12 as well as a “Name 
the Foal” contest tied to the WVBC. Last 
year’s races generated a WVBC-record 
pari-mutuel handle of $2,191,658, thanks

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to an average field size of nine horses per 
race and a couple of sizeable show pools. 

Meanwhile, Charles Town got a 
jump on neighboring gaming facilities 
in Pennsylvania and Maryland when it 
became the first casino in West Virginia to 
launch sports betting Aug. 30. The grand 
opening was held on Sept. 1, a Saturday, 
and the results were encouraging. 

Erich Zimny, vice president of racing 
operations at Charles Town, said about 
$340,000 was wagered on sports Sept. 1 
and the early hours of Sept. 2. For the 
first four days of operation, sports wager¬ 
ing totaled $640,000, according to West 
Virginia Lottery statistics. 

“We were pleased at how things went 
operationally and how it was received by 
customers,” Zimny said. “Wagering was 
available until 2 a.m., but hours will depend 
on the day of the week and the time of the 
year. The lines were pretty significant late 
morning and early afternoon, but we had 
people that stayed all day.” 

The primary draw was college football, 
as the NFL regular season didn’t begin 
until Sept. 6. 

The sports book is located near the 
main valet parking entrance on the other 
side of the casino from the racing area. 
Zimny said Charles Town plans to allow 
pari-mutuel wagering in the sports book 
subject to customer demand. 

Under legislation that passed this year, 
the state tax on sports bets is 10 percent 
of gross revenue. Margins on sports bet¬ 
ting are low, and actual revenue fluctuates 
depending on the “win.” 

Racing doesn’t receive a cut of revenue 
from sports betting, but officials at Charles 
Town and other casinos believe there will 
be positive impact through additional traf¬ 
fic and revenue from VLTs and table 
games, from which racing does receive a 
share for purses and breed development. 

“We think it will enhance our other rev¬ 
enue streams, so to say there is no benefit 
is way off,” Zimny said. 

In the Mid-Atlantic region. West Virginia 
is the third state to offer sports betting 
behind Delaware and New Jersey. A few 
casino companies in Pennsylvania, where 
the tax rate is a prohibitive 36 percent, 
have applied to the Pennsylvania Gaming 
Control Board for sports betting licenses. 
These include Penn National Gaming Inc. 
and Greenwood Entertainment, which 
operates Parx Racing. ^

Altamura, purchased at July sale, 
among Commonwealth Day winners

T he first horse through the ring at 
the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky summer 
selected horses of racing age sale July 
9 seemed destined for a change of venue 
when her career resumed following the 
drop of the hammer. 

Altamura, a 3-year-old Virginia-bred 
coming off a stakes victory, attracted a 
bid of $205,000 from Steve Castagnola’s 
Kempton Bloodstock on behalf of Susan 
Moulton, who races primarily in the mid¬ 
west and southwest. The daughter of Artie 
Schiller landed in trainer Wayne Catalano’s 
barn at Churchill Downs. 

Altamura’s days in the Mid-Atlantic, 
highlighted by back-to-back victories in 
a maiden race and the M. Tyson Gilpin 
Stakes for trainer John Stephens eight days 
apart at Laurel Park in June, appeared to be 
over. She breezed twice at Churchill in July 
but returned to Laurel, just in time to win 
the $75,000 Camptown Stakes on a soggy 


Commonwealth Day program that fea¬ 
tured four stakes for Virginia-bred/sired 
horses Aug. 4. All four stakes were taken 
off the grass and moved to the main track. 

Altamura improved to 3-for-5 with the 
L4-length victory over What the Beep 
in the SA-furlong stakes for older fillies 
and mares. With Channing Hill, Catalano’s 
son-in-law aboard, she led from the start, a 
change in strategy from her Gilpin Stakes 
victory, and won in 1:03.78. 

“It definitely wasn’t the strategy. I 
thought there was quite a bit of speed 
in here,” HiU said. “She broke so well I 
just kind of let her carry us with [Up Hill 
Battle] right outside of us. Obviously, I 
wasn’t going to take back from there. 

“I was happy how much she kicked for 
home because I had to use her a little bit 
around the turn just to kind of keep my 
spot down in there, and she really punched 
home nice. This is a nice fiUy I was won¬ 


dering why they bought her, and now I 
know why.” 

BACKER-BRED WINS BACKER 

The late BiU Backer’s imprint was felt 
on the Commonwealth Day card as a Scat 
Daddy flUy bred by the WiUiam M. Backer 
Revocable Trust won a stakes named in 
honor of the longtime Virginia breeder 
and member of the Advertising HaU of 
Fame. 

Hat Creek Racing’s Paulita, another 
graduate of the Fasig-Tipton summer 
horses of racing age sale making her first 
start for trainer Arnaud Delacour, won 
the $75,000 WiUiam M. Backer Stakes 
by 2 lengths as the 7-10 favorite. Daniel 
Centeno rode the winner, who ran the mile 
on the fast track in 1:38.23. 

PauUta tracked the early speed of Secret 
Or Not and Horacio Karamanos from her 
outside post before taking control in the 
stretch. 

“I talked to Arnaud. He didn’t have 
too much time with her so he reaUy didn’t 
know her weU,” Centeno said. “He said 
breaking from the outside, 'Do whatever 
you want to get a good position. It looks 
Uke there’s no speed, so if she breaks good 
let her go to the lead if nobody goes.’ 

“I saw Karamanos send, and it was 
perfect for me. I sat outside and had a 
good trip. At the eighth pole I looked and 
saw [Queen CaroUne] coming and when 
I looked back at my horse, when she felt 
[Queen CaroUne] next to her she re-broke 
and opened up again in the last sixteenth.” 

PauUta made her first four starts for train¬ 
er Chad Brown, winning a Monmouth Park 
maiden special weight and finishing second 
in an aUowance at the shore before going 
through the ring in Lexington. Dsted as sold 
for $110,000 to Augustus McRae, PauUta 
joined Delacour’s string at Fair HiU in July 
and breezed twice there before the Backer. 

Backer, best known for creating market¬ 
ing campaigns for Coca-Cola, Oreos and 
Beech Nut Gum among others, died in 
May 2016 at age 89. 

CENTENO DOUBLES, 

RIVER DEEP ROMPS 

Centeno added a second stakes vic¬ 
tory three races later when Tag Stables’ 
and Bedlam’s Homespun Hero fended 
off Determined Vision to win the $72,750 
Meadow Stable Stakes going 5y2 furlongs. 

With the victory, the 5-year-old son of 
Hard Spun ended a 13-race winless streak 
dating from AprU 2017. 



“I was wondering why they bought her,” jockey Channing Hill said of Altamura, “and now I know why.” 
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“We had a great day,” Centeno said. 
“The plan was to try to break sharp. The 
last time he got in a little trouble at Laurel 
but he finished good. Today the only speed 
was [Determined Vision]. I tried to keep 
my horse clear, and he was nice today all 
the way around. Turning for home, he put 
his head in front and he fought all the way 
to the wire.” 

Trained by Mark Shuman, Homespun 
Hero improved to 5-for-28 with the vic¬ 
tory-12 days later, he finished fifth in an 
optional claimer. 

Morgan’s Ford Farm homebred River 
Deep made it look easy in the race before 
the Meadow Stable, taking the $75,000 
Hansel by IVa lengths under Sheldon 
Russell. The 4-year-old Arch colt, cam¬ 
paigned by Morgan’s Ford and F and F 
Stable, led from the start and ran the 1 mile 
in 1:36.68. 

Trained by Phil Schoenthal, River Deep 
hadn’t won since taking an optional claimer 
in mid-December at Laurel. 

“After his (last) three races, we were a 
little nervous that last year was an aber¬ 
ration and reaUy he might not have been 
that good or he caught the right bunch of 
horses,” Schoenthal said. “Today, 1:36 and 
change is racehorse time, and I think he’s 
getting back in his groove so we’re excited 
about that.” 

NOTES: Hillside Equestrian Meadows’ 
Laki earned his second stakes victory after 
being elevated to first following the dis¬ 
qualification of Lewis field in the $100,000 
Polynesian Stakes Aug. 12. Lewis field fin¬ 
ished a nose in front after the 7 furlongs 
but was disqualified for drifting out and 
brushing with Laki in deep stretch. “My 
horse was fighting head-to-head from the 
top of the stretch, and he was a head in 
front the last sixteenth of a mile and my 
horse started to hang a little bit but the 
other horse came over . . . and my horse 
lost his action,” winning jockey Horacio 
Karamanos said. “If he hadn’t touched my 
horse, I probably would have won. He’s a 
nice horse. He was fighting to the end.” 
. . . The 40-day summer meeting con¬ 
cluded Aug. 19 with jockey Jevian Toledo 
and trainer Claudio Gonzalez atop their 
respective standings. Toledo won 31 races, 
six more than co-runners-up Feargal Lynch 
and apprentice Weston Hamilton, for his 
fifth meet title. Toledo, 24, missed seven 
weeks during Laurel’s winter-spring meet 
after suffering compression fractures to his 
T7 and T8 vertebrae and a collapsed lung 
in a spiU during training Jan. 21. Toledo, 




who topped the summer standings with 
purses of $983,000, returned to the saddle 
March 9. Gonzalez, 41, earned his fourth 
training crown of the last five MJC meets 
with 23 wins and $519,013 in purses. Ham 
Smith was second with 15 victories, one 
more than Dale Capuano. # 

River Deep flowed quickly in the Hansel Stakes. 

With Sheldon Russell hand-riding the last 
sixteenth, he still won by more than 7 lengths.

‘Someday’ Arrives 

Five-year-old son of Smarty Jones 
stokes legacy for breeder Chapman

W hen Main Line Racing Stable and 
Alexandria Stable’s Someday Jones 
shipped to Penn National and 
came away with a victory in the $100,000 
Robellino Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds 
the evening of Aug. 4, it represented the 
first added-money triumph for the son of 
dual classic winner Smarty Jones. 

In three seasons of racing for trainer 
John Servis, Someday Jones won six and 
placed three times from 13 starts, including 
a second-place finish in the Lyman Stakes 
at Parx Racing in April 2017, and he earned 
solid speed figures in every start. 

The 5-year-old dark bay or brown 
horse had atypicaUy underperformed in 
the Leematt Stakes at Presque Isle Downs 
in his race prior to the Robellino, however, 
and bettors sent him off as third choice in 


the lVi6-mile test for Pennsylvania-breds, 
behind Grasshoppin and Monongahela. 

Jockey Frankie Pennington let Someday 
Jones settle in second position behind 
longshot Saratoga Jack, then urged him 
to the front in upper stretch. Someday 
Jones kicked away to a two-length victory 
in a peppy 1:43.70. His seventh win in 14 
starts brought a $60,000 prize, boosting his 
bankroll to $329,320. 

Someday Jones had shown promise 
from the start. He won his debut as a 
3-year-old at Parx Racing in February 2016 
and followed with an allowance score at 
Penn National, then another at Parx in 
June. He produced three allowance victo¬ 
ries and a second-place Lyman finish in 
five 2017 starts. 

Someday Jones comes from an 
extremely productive family for his breed¬ 


er, Pat Chapman, who named him after 
her Someday Farm. Homebred Smarty 
Jones bore the colors of Chapman and 
late husband Roy, and enlivened the racing 
world in 2004 when he won the Derby and 
Preakness and led weU into the Belmont 
before Birdstone’s rally denied him the 
Triple Crown. 

Having stood at Calumet Farm in 
Kentucky, Smarty Jones is scheduled to 
return to Pennsylvania for the 2019 breed¬ 
ing season. 

The second dam of Someday Jones, 
Toots La Mae, was a stakes winner for the 
Chapmans and produced four winners of 
more than $100,000 each, including Last 
Toots, the stakes-placed dam of Someday 
Jones. 

‘T am always thrilled with any of 
Smarty’s winners, especially stakes winners, 
and particularly winners out of my mares,” 
Chapman said. “Last Toots is a homebred 
out of a special mare that my husband and 
I looked at with Mark Reid and bought and 
raced. It was such a thrill to win the Miss 
Preakness Stakes [in 1992] with Toots La 
Mae.” 

In addition to Someday Jones, Last 
Toots has produced seven-time winner 
Parvenu ($259,363), five-time winner 
Neshaminy ($237,595) and four-time win¬ 
ner Papa Jones ($106,780). 

■ In 2015, one of the most exciting 2-year- 
old fillies to burst onto the local scene 
was Pennsylvania-bred Behrnik’s Bank, a 
daughter of httle-known New York sire 
Bank Heist who captured her first two 
starts by a combined 33 y2 lengths at Penn 
National. 

Owned and bred by Peter Kazamias, 
Behrnik’s Bank grabbed plenty of atten¬ 
tion when she burst out of the starting 
gate in her debut 14-1, opened up a seven- 
length lead on her nine rivals by the half- 
mile pole and quickly poured it on, rolling 
down the stretch in the maiden special 
weight for Pennsylvania-breds to win by 
18y2 lengths in the very fast 6-furlong time 
of 1:09.64. 

That prompted Kazamias to test her in 
stakes company, and Behrnik’s Bank didn’t 
disappoint. In the $76,000 Blue Mountain 
Juvenile Fillies Stakes for state-breds at 
6 furlongs, she shot out of the gate, 
estabhshed a 10-length advantage after a 
half-mile in 44.95 and won in a gallop. She 
glided under the wire, geared down, 13 
lengths in front. 

Kazamias said that he was contacted 
by so many journahsts afterward that he 
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was “getting tired of talking about her,” 
a conundrum many trainers wished they 
had. 

Behrnik’s Bank completed her juvenile 
season with a runner-up finish in the New 
York Stallion Series Stakes at Aqueduct 
in December but didn’t find the winner’s 
circle again until the following June, when 
she summoned the old spark with a pace¬ 
setting score in the $102,000 New Start 
Stakes at Penn National. Another long 
drought followed as the dark bay or brown 
fiUy didn’t win again until the following July 
at Monmouth Park. 

Now 5, Behrnik’s Bank was winless in 
three starts before taking a 5 y2-furlong 
allowance at Penn National August 16, in 
which she blazed anew. Breaking fast under 
Julio Hernandez, the mare opened up a 
three-length lead and was never headed, 
increasing that advantage to five lengths in 
midstretch after quick splits of 21.87 and 
44.64, and then rolling home two lengths 
better than Item in 1:03.33, four-fifths of a 
second off the track record. 

With six wins from 16 starts, Behrnik’s 
Bank has earned $248,406. 

Kazamias had owned and trainer her 
dam Behrnik, a stakes-placed, hard-knock¬ 
ing daughter of Chimes Band who won 10 
races from 45 starts and earned $385,513 
while racing exclusively in New York. 


Bank Heist entered stud in 2012, with 
Behrnik’s Bank his first winner. The Maria’s 
Mon stallion, a $900,000 yearling, is a half- 
brother to multiple Grade 1 winner and 
champion sprinter Midnight Lute. 

■ Penn National Gaming became the first 
casino operator in Pennsylvania to apply 
for a license to offer sports betting in the 
state, submitting a 107-page application to 
the Pennsylvania Gaming Control Board 
Aug. 17 after regulations to allow sports 
betting were approved three days earlier. 

A gaming board spokesman said 
Penn National’s application was unlikely 
to get approval before October. Nevada, 
Delaware, New Jersey and Mississippi 
have introduced sports betting, with West 
Virginia scheduled to join them. 

Pennsylvania sports betting won’t come 
cheaply. Penn National and other owners 
of the state’s 12 licensed casinos must pay 
$10 million to operate sports betting, and 
state lawmakers assigned it a 34 percent 
tax rate. 


■ Tim Kreiser held a commanding lead in 
the trainer’s standings through August with 
an 82-48 win advantage over Kim Graci. 
Erin McClellan was third with 29 winners. 

Kreiser’s win rate of 29 percent and 
in-the-money rate of 62 percent was the 
highest of any conditioner stabled on the 
grounds. His runners earned more than 
$1.3 million through the first eight months. 

Among jockeys, meet leader Julio 
Hernandez had a 116-89 victory advantage 
over Angel Rodriguez. Third-place Maicol 
Inirio had 62 wins. 

Robert A. Derr led owners with 19 vic¬ 
tories, one more than Rock Bottom Ranch 
and two more than Joseph Besecker and 
Bush Racing Stable. 

Ugottahaveheart had dazzled at Penn 
National through August: eight starts, 
seven wins, one second and $103,824 in 
earnings. Since Erin McClellan claimed 
the 6-year-old son of Giant’s Causeway in 
August 2017, he’d won nine races. ^

T WO years ago, trainer Phil Schoenthal 
ran a horse at Keeneland and took 
his then-7-year-old son Jason along 
for the occasion. An astute listener, Jason 
heard all about the historic Kentucky track 
and the career milestone for his father. 
Then he saw it. 

“What’s so great about this place?” he 
asked his dad. “It doesn’t even have a ferris 
wheel.” 

Therein lies the power of Timonium, 
Maryland’s gem of a racetrack coinciding 
with the Maryland State Fair every year. 

Jason Schoenthal and thousands of 
kids young and old turn up, and 2018 
was no different. During a break in the 
Laurel Park schedule, Timonium carded 
seven days of racing in late August and 


early September-giving Maryland racing 
a chance to turn back time a bit to when 
“The Big T” wasn’t the only smaller track 
in the state. 

“In my son’s world, Timonium is the 
marquee meet in racing but people love 
it,” Schoenthal said. “It’s a great change of 
pace and something different. The racing 
is always good, and it’s a great place to run 
for very good purses and dodge some of 
the heavy hitters.” 

Schoenthal and Gerald Brooks tied 
for leading trainer honors with five wins 
apiece. Brooks started fast, winning three 
of the meet’s first 11 races, but Schoenthal 
charged late as he doubled early on the 
final card (Value Added in the third and 
Expedited Vision in the sixth) to take the

“I walked into the racing office on 
Closing Day and knew I was in the hunt 
for a share of it but wasn’t sure how it aU 
worked, and Coley Blind said I was tied 
for fifth which was going to get me a little 
bit,” Schoenthal said of the bonus money. 
“Then I had two horses win early in the 
card and I started thinking about it. It’s fun 
to say you’re a leading trainer anywhere. 
I’m a mid-sized outfit with 20 to 24 horses. 
At the major Maryland meets, I just don’t 
have enough bullets to fire.” 

Brooks typically spends the summer 
at Presque Isle battling for the training 
title with Teresa Connelly. She built a big 
lead this year, so Brooks thought about a 
change of venue. 

“It’s seven days and it’s five thousand 
if you can win it,” he said of Timonium 
and the bonus offered to trainers. “I put 
a lot of horses in early, and we win three 
the first two days. I figured we had a shot 
form there.” 

The title was special to Brooks, a 
Marylander who spent plenty of summers 
in the Timonium stable area. 

“It was pretty exciting, for somebody 
that grew up there. I’ve been going to 
Timonium since I was kid,” he said. “That 
money is there, and I thought I had enough 
horses if I took them out of Presque Isle 
so I shipped 10 there and left them there 
the whole time. Pretty soon I had 15.” 

Brooks also paid credit to jockey Erin 
Walker, who came down from Presque Isle 
and won five races (aU for Brooks) from 
22 rides. 

“She’s great at getting horses out of 
the gate and she’s tough-you need that at 
Timonium,” said Brooks. “She did very 
well. A lot of people get their starts at 
Timonium, so maybe we’re onto some¬ 
thing.” 

Walker and Brooks teamed up to win a 
race with Renaissance Rosie, a Timonium 
claim, at Laurel Park Sept. 7. 

■ Timonium carded two $75,000 stakes 
on its 5-furlong dirt track, the Timonium 
Distaff for fillies and mares Aug. 25 and 
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the Coalition for colts and geldings Sept. 1, 
each at 6V2 furlongs. 

Multiple stakes winner Shimmering 
Aspen graced Timonium with her pres¬ 
ence in the former, and picked up her sixth 
career win for Hillwood Stable and trainer 
Rodney Jenkins. The 4-year-old daughter 
of Malibu Moon and the Lion Hearted 
mare Aspenglow angled outside of horses 
at the top of the stretch and scored by a 
length over Munificent, with Polite Pearl 
third. Bred by Nancy Terhune, Ernest 
Frohboese and Candyland Farm, the win¬ 
ner sold at Timonium for $200,000 as a 
yearling in 2015. 

A week later. Rising Sun Racing Sable’s 
Colonel Sharp handled the tight turns with 
aplomb to take the Coalition for trainer 
Hugh McMahon. The 5-year-old let Union 
Blues and Even Thunder battle early, and 
rallied wide off the turn to win by three- 
quarters of a length over the late-running 
Rockinn On Bye, who had a neck on 
Union Blues. 

Bred in Kentucky by Susan Casner, the 
winner was part of the Harry Weisleder 
dispersal at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 
December mixed sale at Timonium last 
year. Rising Sun spent $36,000 on the 
Colonel John gelding and has been reward¬ 
ed with three wins and $125,840 earned 
this year through Sept. 12. 

H Beyond the racetrack, Timonium had 
plenty to talk about over its seven days 
of racing. Gov. Larry Hogan paid a visit 
Aug. 25, which coincided with the popular 
coUege day at the track, and presented the 
trophy for the Distaff Hogan, who visited 
the Fair HiU Races steeplechase meet in 
May, added gravitas to the proceedings. 

“That was a big day for us. Having him 
here helps the industry, helps Timonium, 
helps aU of us,” said BiU Reightler, the 
director of racing and part of the track’s 
race committee with chair BiU Marlow and 
Ferris Allen. 

Reightler said Timonium plays a vital 
role in the state’s Thoroughbred industry, 
even if the track can’t quite match the 
prestige and importance of Laurel Park 
and PimUco Race Course. The seven days 
of racing featured $185,000 in purses a 
day, bringing Timonium on par (or close 
to it) with its bigger cousins in the state 
and rewarding horsemen for their partici¬ 
pation. 

“The mission is to help racing, to help 
draw some new people in,” he said. “We 
have 550,000 people come to the fair every 
year, and we try to get them to cross over

a Uttle bit. Fans can get up close to the 
horses, it’s very conducive to the family 
atmosphere. I think it’s a great service to 
the industry.” 

Reightler paid credit to a long Ust of 
people who helped make the meet a suc¬ 
cess—Jordyn Egan and the Maryland 


Horse Breeders Association, Georganne 
Hale, Coley BUnd and others from the 
Maryland Jockey Club racing office, the 
Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association among them. 

Timonium showcased some faciUty 
upgrades this summer too, including a

remodeling of the paddock organized by 
Blythe and Joe Davies. The makeover 
includes Maryland Hunt Cup-style fencing, 
a wider walking ring with a tree in the cen¬ 


ter and better access to the chute leading to 
the track. 

“The paddock is sensational,” said 
Reightler. “It’s safer, it’s better, it looks 


nicer. We’U continue with some more reno¬ 
vations, too. I’m encouraged.” 

NOTES: Charley Eckman, a 2-year-old 
gelding owned by Lee Christian and trained 
by Hamilton Smith, won the opener Aug. 
26. The son of Sidney’s Candy is named 
in memory of the Baltimore sports leg¬ 
end who was a referee and coach in the 
early days of the NBA. He coached the 
Fort Wayne and Detroit Pistons for three 
seasons and was named Coach of the 
Year in 1955. Better known as a referee, 
he officiated more than 3,500 coUegiate 
and professional games before retiring 
in 1967. Eckman, who also worked as a 
broadcaster, was a racing fan and would 
have loved his horse’s Timonium score. . . 
Several horses started twice at the meet, 
with King of the Jungle the only dual win¬ 
ner. Owned and trained by Mary Eppler, 
the 4-year-old Gio Ponti gelding won a 
$5,000 claimer by a nose Aug. 24 and came 
back to take a $10,000 claimer by 6 lengths 
Sept. 3. . . As usual, Timonium featured 
plenty of wins by smaller trainers includ¬ 
ing Suzanne Dempsey, Roque Romero 
(who won his first race of 2018), Charles 
DeMario, Milan Milosevic, Hassan Elamri 
(who won his first race since 2016), Patrick 
Magill, Ralph Comi Jr., Noah Abramson, 
Gerard GaUigan (better known as a jump 
jockey), Ali Rawles, Carl Doran and Sergio 
Pradenas. . . J.D Acosta led the jockeys 
with eight wins, followed by a four-way 
tie between Kevin Gomez, Angel Cruz, 
Rosario Montanez and Walker with five 
apiece. *

Jockey Geraghty gets to century mark 
with Rosbrian import in N.Y. Turf Writers

I f you’re a jockey and you’re going to 
reach a career milestone, you might as 
well do it at Saratoga in a historic Grade 
1 stakes. That’s the way Ross Geraghty 
achieved a rare feat in American jump rac¬ 
ing, riding his 100th winner over fences. 
The Irishman, who relocated to the United 
States in 2009, became just the 40th jockey 
to reach the century mark. 


By comparison, the top-40 flat jock¬ 
eys’ list stops at Eddie Arcaro with 4,779. 
Geraghty joined a group led by HaU of 
Earner Joe Aitcheson (440 wins) and more 
recently populated by fellow English/Irish 
transfers Darren Nagle, Xavier Aizpuru 
and Paddy Young. 

“To win 100 in this country. I’m joining 
an elite list. I don’t think I’U get to 200; 


I don’t think I have that in me,” said the 
41-year-old, who rode another 67 jump 
winners in Ireland. “I’ve seen some lads 
over the years, Darren, Xav, Paddy, with the 
picture of the board; it’s an achievement in 
a small colony because our industry has 
small numbers. It has great people in it. To 
win a Grade 1 in Saratoga overshadows it 
a bit. It’s all the hard work in just short of 
nine years since I’ve been here.” 

Oh yes, Geraghty’s 100th came on 
a big stage—Saratoga’s New York Turf 
Writers Cup Handicap—and courtesy of a 
big effort from Optimus Prime (Fr). The 
6 -year-old made his American debut in 
the 2y8-mile stakes Aug. 23 and delivered 
a seasoned, polished effort for George 
Mahoney’s Rosbrian Farm and trainer 
Ricky Hendriks. The field of eight includ¬ 
ed meet winners New Member (Ire) and 
Show Court (Ire), 2017 Grade 1 winner 
All the Way Jose, rising star Iranistan and 
Irish-based raiders Clarcam (Fr) and The

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Game Changer (Ire) from the deep barn 
of trainer Gordon Elliott. 

As it turned out, they were all playing 
for second place. 

Highweight Clarcam, winner of the 
Grade 1 Galway Plate in his last start Aug. 
1 , bounced out to a quick lead but gave it 
up to favorite Iranistan to the inside after 
three fences. AU the Way Jose found a 
spot in third with Optimus Prime covered 
up and inside fourth. Iranistan led by a 
length with a lap to go and found more 
daylight when Clarcam clobbered the sev¬ 
enth fence and nearly lost Lisa O’Neill. All 
the Way Jose moved to second, Optimus 
Prime stayed inside but advanced a spot 
and remained on hold despite knock¬ 
ing over a beacon to his inside. Outside, 
A.P Smithwick-Gl winner Show Court 
advanced to fourth. Behind them. New 
Member and Willie McCarthy drafted in 
behind the first group. 

Iranistan led over the second-last, but 
had questions to answer. Long at the last, 
the 4-year-old dove over it and went back 
to work as All the Way Jose gave way to 
New Member on the outside and Optimus 
Prime along the cones. Iranistan cut the 
corner off the turn, and went up a length 
on New Member. Finally off the inside, 
Geraghty produced Optimus Prime who 
swept past to seize control. 

“I just sat and waited, I could let him 
pop it,” Geraghty said of the last fence 
on the backside. “I sat behind the two 
boys, they’re battling it out, doing aU the 
hard work for me. I was surprised Willie 
was going so well. I could have waited for 
a split between the two boys, but it wasn’t 
worth waiting. The only instructions I had 
was to wait until I got through the wings 
in the stretch.” 

The race was over shortly thereafter. 
Optimus Prime opened a quick 2 lengths, 
then eased up over the final yards—win¬ 
ning with his ears pricked and a pat on the 
neck in 4:31.83. New Member stayed for 
second with Iranistan third. 

Geraghty, Hendriks and Mahoney 
teamed up-along with Wendy and Ben 
Griswold IV—to win the Grade 1 Iroquois 
this spring with Zanjabeel (GB). They left 
him in the barn for Saratoga, but found a 
proper running mate. 

“I worked him the other day, I thought 
he was better than anything I’ve ever sat 
on; he’s electric,” said Geraghty. “He can 
make you look good. I can’t compare him 


to anything, he’s tops as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned. He travels, he jumps, doesn’t make 
a difference what way he meets them, he’s 
got a turn of foot. We’U see later on in the 
year if he’s got stamina, he’s been running 
over shorter distances. He’s the real deal.” 

Hendriks paid full credit to Mahoney, 
who ran three in the race—the winner plus 
Clarcam and The Game Changer, who 
faded to seventh and eighth but will be 
more suited to the autumn season. 

“Man, they gave me some ammunition 
to train,” Hendriks said. “We’ve been so 
excited to run this horse. He’s got a real 
turn of foot-he’ll just gallop along, and 
then he’s got like a sixth gear.” 

Bred by Haras de Plasence, Optimus 
Prime won twice on the flat and twice 
over hurdles in France before selling for 
$122,188 at Arqana’s summer mixed sale 
in 2016. With English trainer Dan Skelton, 
the son of Deportivo won three consecu¬ 
tive novice chases late in the 2017-18 sea¬ 
son in England, then emerged this spring 
with a second at Punchestown in April and 
a fourth at Haydock in May and was soon 
on the market this spring as an American 
prospect. Jockey Noel Fehily, who rode 
the horse seven times for Skelton, told 
Hendriks and Mahoney about the bay 
gelding. 

Optimus Prime arrived from England 
in June and immediately began impressing 
his new trainer while training on the farm 
in Pennsylvania and at Fair HiU Training 
Center in Maryland. Hendriks thought 
about Saratoga from the start, but knew 
the window was tight. 

“I’ve got it written on my calendar in the 
tackroom,” Hendriks said of the arrival 
date. “We had X amount of days to get 
him here to this race. This was the race we 
wanted. The Smithwick [a month earlier] 
was too close. We worked seven days a 
week; you can’t miss a day with that kind 
of schedule.” 

Optimus Prime made it all look easy. 

“The worry was, when we bought him, 
that he wasn’t going to get our trip over 
here, which he might not, but he’s so laid 
back I think he’ll relax and be OK,” said 
Hendriks. “Ross said he was very keen, 
and Noel said he would be real strong his 
first race, and then after he runs once, he’ll 
relax. I’m real excited about him.” 

For Mahoney, the win confirmed a big 
investment in his steeplechase stable this 
year. 


The Marylander came into the race 
in a tight battle with perennial leader 
Irv Naylor for the owners’ champion¬ 
ship, and mapped out a summer/fall push 
with Hendriks and assistant/girlfriend Eve 
Ledyard that could pay off 

“If it’s possible that we could have a 
successful year with Ricky and Eve and 
aU of us, I’m going to do everything I can 
to make it successful,” Mahoney said. “I 
want to stay in and support a sport that I 
love and have been involved in for decades. 
That’s what it’s about. I’m in a position to 
do it, so I’m going to try.” 

Through Saratoga, Rosbrian ($357,700) 
led Naylor ($260,700) with rich stops on 
the horizon at Belmont Park (Sept. 20) 
and Far HiUs and International Gold Cup 
this month. 

SURPRISING SOUL 
STARTS DOUBLE 

Geraghty wouldn’t have been able to 
collect his 100th win without Surprising 
Soul securing the 99th a day earlier. Trained 
by Hendriks for his mother Wendy, the 
6 -year-old outlasted No Wunder (GB) to 
capture the $75,000 M.G Walsh Novice 
hurdle stakes by a head. 

Bred in Canada by Chuck Fipke, the 
son of Perfect Soul (Ire) began his steeple¬ 
chase path at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
February mixed sale in 2016. Then a 
maiden in five starts, he caught Wendy 
Hendriks’ attention. 

“I’ve got to have that horse,” she told 
her son about the then 4-year-old gelding 
from the Hunter Valley Farm consignment. 
Surprising Soul had lost for a $15,000 
claiming tag, and joined Team Hendriks 
for what’s turned out to be a bargain 
$9,000. 

In the Walsh, he won his sixth race 
since the purchase. The half-dozen include 
a $25,000 maiden claimer on the turf at 
Penn National in 2016 and now four races 
(three stakes) over hurdles. Surprising Soul 
ran eight times in 2016 and seven in 2017. 
Hendriks has been a bit more selective 
in 2018. Surprising Soul made his season 
debut at Radnor in May and won the four- 
horse National Hunt Cup hurdle stakes on 
soft turf Then came Saratoga. 

“He got a little break after Radnor, but 
we’ve been training him with the idea of 
running in this race,” he said. 'We wanted 
the longer trip. I messed up a couple times 
last year. I’m mad at myself for the way I 
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Leading Boss Man at the second pass of the Michael G. Waish Novice Stakes, Surprising Soul has 
vaulted all reasonable expectations: Wendy Hendriks’ $9,000 purchase has produced six victories. 


managed him. I ran him too many times. 
He needs a lot of time in between races. 
He really tries hard, and a race takes a lot 
out of him. Fm fine with that. You want 
a horse to try. I listened, I learned from 
messing it up last year.” 


DARK GEMINI 
CAPS SPA SCHEDULE 

Dark Gemini (Ire) schooled four oth¬ 
ers in the Saratoga steeplechase finale, 
a $65,000 allowance hurdle, at 4-5 for 
Serendipity Stables and trainer Jack Fisher. 
The 5-year-old sat back early, rallied inside 


Dancin in the Rain and Ocean Ready in 
the stretch and drew off to score by 5% 
lengths. Dark Gemini won for the second 
time in five starts over jumps (with three 
seconds), but also headed to the sidelines 
with a tendon injury. 

Jockey Willie McCarthy called it unfor¬ 
tunate, as he would have been happy to 
partner with the horse in rich opportuni¬ 
ties this faU. 

“He’s such a talented horse, but very 
fragile. I was dreaming of the Champion 
[novice] Hurdle at Far HiUs aU year with 
this horse,” said McCarthy. “I have full 
confidence in him. There’s a change of 
plan, we have to wait now. So talented—so, 
so talented. He’s like driving a Ferrari 
around there; I could have ridden him 
anywhere and won that race. When you’re 
traveling like that, it’s like a knife through 
butter.” 

Dark Gemini was purchased as a 2-year- 
old for American owner Matt Schera in 
2015 and made a dozen starts for train¬ 
er George Weaver, including flat tries at 
Saratoga in 2015 and 2016. The future 
hurdler finally graduated the maiden ranks 
at Laurel Park in November 2016. Sold to 
Fisher, Dark Gemini ran twice (a second 
and a win) over hurdles last year and was 
second in two hurdle starts before the 
Saratoga win. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

Hendriks won the Turf Writers as a 
jockey in 1982, aboard future HaU of 
Famer Zaccio, and won the race as a trainer 
in 2004 with Tres Touche ... In Saratoga’s 
six jump races, trainers Hendriks, Fisher 
and Arch Kingsley each doubled-as did 
jockeys Geraghty, McCarthy and Mikey 
Mitchell . . . Through Saratoga, Hendriks 
led the trainers with 12 wins, one more 
than Jonathan Sheppard and three up on 
Fisher (who has won or shared the last six 
championships). Jack Doyle (13 wins) led 
Geraghty (10) and Nagle (nine) among the 
jockeys ... In August, the NS A announced 
a new contract for high-definition video 
at aU race meets on the circuit starting in 
September. The move paves the way for 
expanded broadcast opportunities over 
the air and on the internet (with potential 
simulcast wagering implications as well), 
improves stewards’ replays and creates a 
marketing tool for race meets . . . The faU 
season includes six meets this month and 
another four in November, and concludes 
at Charleston Nov. 11. ■

Smarty Jones returns to 
stand in Pennsylvania 



P ennsylvania’s Smarty Jones returns 
to the state of his birth for a sec¬ 
ond time to stand at stud. Once 
the 17-year-old completes his season in 
Uruguay this fall, he’ll take up residence 
at Rodney Eckenrode’s Equistar Farm in 
Annville for the 2019 season. The stud fee 
has been set at $3,500 live foal. 

The 2004 Kentucky Derby- and Preak- 
ness-winning Pennsylvania-bred stood in 
his home state from 2011-15, first at Ghost 
Ridge Farms and then Northview PA, 
before being relocated to Calumet Farm in 
Lexington, Ky. He has regularly shuttled to 
Uruguay since 2011, and was that country’s 
leading sire in 2017 when represented by 
champion 2-year-old fiUy Bamba y Bamba. 

With 11 North American crops of rac¬ 
ing age, Smarty Jones has sired earners of 
more than $36 million. His 33 stakes win¬ 
ners include a dozen graded/group win¬ 
ners, including m illi onaire and four-time 
Singapore champion Better Life, Japanese 
millionaires Keiai Gerbera and Noble 
Jewelry, and Grade 1-winning sprinter 
Centralinteligence. Smarty Jones has 2018 


progeny earnings of nearly $1.1 m illi on 
(through early September). His current 
stakes winners are Pennsylvania-breds 
Midnight Poker and Someday Jones. 

Bred by Roy and Pat Chapman and 
campaigned in the name of their Someday 
Farm, Smarty Jones was undefeated in his 
first eight starts, earned a $5 million bonus 
from Oaklawn Park for winning the track’s 
traditional Kentucky Derby preps, the 
Rebel Stakes and Arkansas Derby-G2, plus 
the Kentucky Derby-Gl, and finished sec¬ 
ond in his only loss, the Belmont Stakes-Gl, 
his final start. The son of Elusive Quality 
and Smile’s stakes-winning daughter I’ll 
Get Along retired with earnings of 
$7,613,155 and remains the richest Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred of all time.

Well Spelled gets 
first stakes winner 

A month after becoming the first 
winner for freshman sire Well 
Spelled, Well Graced became his 
first stakes winner with a victory in the 
Strike Your Colors at Delaware Park 
Aug. 29. 

The 2-year-old gelding owned and 
trained by Erin McClellan was sent off 
at 30-1 in his second start, shot to the 
front under Emilio Flores and set open¬ 
ing fractions of :2L47 and :45.85 in the 
5!/2-furlong stakes.

A late May foal out of the Attorney 
mare Nancy’s Grace, Well Graced was 
bred by Godstone Farm, the home of 
his sire. 

Well Spelled is a 9-year-old son of 
Spellbinder out of the winning Well 
Decorated mare Well, and half-brother 
to multiple graded stakes-winning mil¬ 
lionaire Kobe’s Back. Well Spelled 
ranked as one of the best 3-year-old 
sprinters in the Mid-Atlantic in 2012 
when winning or placing in seven of 
eight starts his sophomore season, 
counting stakes victories in the Grade 3 
Jersey Shore at Monmouth Park and 
$300,000 Gallant Bob at Parx, both at 6 
furlongs. He has a lifetime record of 
4-3-4 from 17 starts and earnings of 
$364,160. 

Well Spelled stands as the property 
of Judy Barrett and Frank Vento’s Vento 
Equine at Barrett’s farm in Littlestown, 
Pa., for $1,500 live foal, payable when 
the foal stands and nurses. Through 
mid-September, he has four runners 
from his first crop of 15 2-year-olds.

PA-bred Call Paul lands 
Grade 2 Saratoga Special 



T ears rolled down Beasie Patterson’s face as she watched the 
live stream of Hip 92 go through the ring on the first day of 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-Year-Olds in Training Sale on 
her laptop in May. 

Patterson and Vicky Schowe, who teamed up to breed the colt 
out of a once-abandoned mare on a free stud fee, watched him in 
person at Saratoga Race Course Aug. 12 and felt similar emotions 
as Call Paul ran his record to 2-for-2 with a victory in the Grade 2 
Saratoga Special Stakes. 

“Absolutely, we’re still flying high,” Patterson said three days 
after Call Paul’s 1-length win in the $200,000 stakes. “As long as 
we’ve been involved in the business, we’ve never been able to say 
we’ve been involved with an undefeated horse. We can say that 
now. It’s pretty special, and he’s a pretty special colt.” 

The story of CaU Paul begins weU before the Saratoga Special, 
the second of three stakes for 2-year-olds at the New York track’s 
summer meet. 

Patterson, the wife of longtime Delaware racing regulator 
Duncan Patterson, and Schowe are friends who also run a smaU 
breeding operation. They bought the Forestry mare Avani Force 
from Penn Ridge Farms’ Michael Jester, who picked up the mare 
after she’d apparently been abandoned at a training center in 
Pennsylvania in 2011. 

Jester bred Avani Force to Penn Ridge staUion Monba and got 
a filly in 2012. He eventually decided to seU the mare and called 
Patterson and Schowe. 

“My partner and I bought her for $5,000,” Patterson said. “We 
liked her. She only ran eight times but won five of the eight and 


was second once. And she was by Forestry. How could someone 
leave her? There was some value there, and we were hopeful.” 

Partners 50-50 on the then-6-year-old mare, Patterson and 
Schowe bred her to Friesan Fire in 2013, and she produced a fiUy 
Eventually named Friesani, she won two of 16 starts to join the 
Monba fiUy named Aggreysive as winners out of the mare. The 
breeders went back to Friesan Fire in 2015—thanks to a free stud 
fee Country Life Farm provided Schowe after a foal she bred 
died—and Avani Force produced a colt the following January. 

Part of the last crop of foals born at Rick and Dixie Abbott’s 
Charlton in southeastern Pennsylvania, the colt then spent about 
eight months at the Pattersons’ Rockland HiU Farm in Rockland, 
Del., long enough to gain Delaware certification to become eli¬ 
gible for lucrative stakes races and bonuses at Delaware Park. He 
subsequently sold for $20,000 out of Marshall Silverman’s con¬ 
signment at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall yearling sale. 

“When he left here as a yearling, he was big and getting hand¬ 
somer and handsomer,” Patterson said. “Now he looks fabulous.” 

CaU Paul looked and performed weU enough on the racetrack 
to bring $210,000 from owner Michael Dubb at the Timonium 
sale in May. Dubb later sold pieces of the colt to David Simon, 
Bethlehem Stables and Bruce Irom. Representatives of those 
owners, plus Patterson and Schowe, trainer Jason Servis and mem¬ 
bers of his team were on hand to watch CaU Paul add the Special 
to his maiden-breaking score July 5 at Delaware Park. 

Servis commended the job CaU Paul’s breeders did raising the 
colt, commenting that he arrived with a great attitude. Schowe said 
CaU Paul showed his inteUigence at an early age and credited the 
team at Grassroots Training and Sales, who prepped him for the 
2 -year-old sale. 

“He was always the kind of horse, he knew he was smart, but 
he had the look in his eye that he wanted to be bad, but he knew 
better,” Schowe said in the winner’s circle. “He’s very professional, 
and the way he behaves, he’s what we thought he would be. He just 
had a lot of restraint. He didn’t do siUy things, and a lot of babies 
do siUy things. He was just very professional. 

“We were thriUed when he was entered. It’s one of those things 
where whatever happens happens because it’s out of your hands, 
but they did a reaUy wonderful job taking care of him. We sold 
him as a yearUng, and they did a wonderful job prepping him as a 
2-year-old, and Jason Servis did a fabulous job.” 

Bloodstock agent Gary Young picked CaU Paul out of the May 
sale for Dubb, Uking the colt’s size and his presale eighth-mUe 
breeze in : 10.20. 

Young, who said the price was just about his Umit, made the 
rare summertime trip East for the Saratoga Special from his usual 
seasonal base at Del Mar. 

“He looked Uke a big-boned, big, strong horse,” Young said. 
“I loved his work. We were talking Uke, ‘Man, this horse looks 
Uke a 3-year-old,’ and we were getting near the bottom of the fuel 
gauge when we got to 210 on him, but we got him, and we’re very 
thankful that we got him.”

News from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 



One milestone down, 
many more to go

T he soft launch of Beyond The Wire, 
the Maryland Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try’s aftercare program, coincided 
with Preakness Stakes week in 2017, which 
provided an opportunity to educate the 
public on the importance of caring for 
horses when their racing careers are over. 

Hundreds of people who attended the 
Sunrise Tours at Pimlico Race Course each 
day got a chance to ask questions about 
the new program. Many were racing fans 
who were not fuUy aware of the industry’s 
efforts in racehorse retirement, re-homing 
and identifying second careers for equine 
athletes. 

But there also was a need for educating 
the racing community itself— something 
that often takes time and commitment. 

After 15 months, it’s safe to say Beyond 
The Wire, which has broad financial sup¬ 
port from racing industry stakeholders, 
is accomplishing its objectives. In late 
August, the program accepted its 100th 
horse, and the comfort level horsemen 
now have in using the program is apparent. 

“It has definitely gained momentum 
among horsemen,” said Jessica Hammond, 
who administers Beyond The Wire. “More 
people know the process now, and the 
fact it’s user-friendly makes it easier. The 
perception had been that it was a difficult, 
lengthy process [for a horse to be accept¬ 
ed], but it’s not. Horsemen are calling more 
frequently, which lets me know horses are 
going to go somewhere safe.” 

The progress has been reflected in the 
post-adoption interest shown by those 
who place horses in the aftercare program. 
Hammond said that has brought Beyond 
The Wire more recognition. 

“The other thing that has helped-it 
has happened over time—is that, as horses 
were being adopted out and starting sec¬ 
ond careers, trainers and owners became 
interested in getting updates about them,” 


Hammond said. 'Wanting to know that a 
horse is enjoying what it is doing and that 
it is being taken care of and then getting 
to see a picture or video is something very 
tangible. Now that we’ve been around long 
enough, people are excited to see horses 
doing well in their second careers, and 
that encourages more people to use the 
program and continue using the program.” 

Hammond said horsemen more read¬ 
ily identify when horses should be retired 
to maximize their retirement or second 
careers. 

Beyond The Wire receives dedicated 
funding each year from the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, 
Maryland Jockey Club and Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. In addition, 
horse owners voluntarily contribute a per- 
start fee, as do jockeys. The program also 
accepts and encourages voluntary dona¬ 
tions when each horse is placed in the 
program. 

The Beyond The Wire partner farms 
that re-home retired racehorses receive a 
stipend to pay for the care of the horses 
for a certain period of time. It’s important 
to note that each Maryland partner farm is 
accredited by the Thoroughbred Aftercare 
Association, a national organization creat¬ 
ed to ensure that retirement and re-homing 
facilities meet certain standards. 

The TAA is a 501(c)(3) organiza¬ 
tion that receives financial support from 
a broad cross-section of Thoroughbred 
industry stakeholders. Along with accred¬ 
iting facilities, the TAA awards grants to 
approved aftercare organizations to retire, 
retrain and re-home horses. 

The TAA said that 64 organizations 
overseeing a total of 180 facilities are 
accredited. The organization has awarded 
almost $11 million since 2013. 

Beyond The Wire, which started out 
with two partner facilities, now has six: 


MidAtlantic Horse Rescue, the Foxie G 
Foundation, New Vocations, Akindale 
Thoroughbred Rescue, Life Horse, and 
After the Races. The latter, which relocated 
from Nottingham, Pa., to Elkton, Md., has 
been increasing its activity in the Maryland 
program. 

“This place is trying to get familiar with 
the racing industry,” said Hammond, who 
noted After the Races, which is operated 
by Bonnie Hutton. “It’s doing a fantastic 
job and is doing a high volume, like aU of 
our partners do. The adoptions [from the 
farm] seem to be really good.” 

After the Races said it combines a 
horse’s history at the racetrack with vetting 
on the farm to develop a proper rehabilita¬ 
tion plan. After evaluation of temperament 
and physical abilities, a horse is retrained 
and matched with a suitable owner who 
can provide a long-term home. 

Hutton said that since After the Races 
launched in 2010, the program has “found 
an increasing desire among racing profes¬ 
sionals to see their horses get a second 
chance.” 

Along with its growing profile in 
Maryland, Beyond The Wire is viewed as a 
model for other states or racetracks looking 
to provide aftercare services. Hammond 
said that’s important to the overall per¬ 
ception of racehorse retirement—among 
horsemen and the public. 

“Many more people are starting to pay 
attention to aftercare,” she said. “That 
includes racing organizations and the pub¬ 
lic. Quality programs show the public we 
are putting our time, effort and money into 
making sure our horses end up in the best 
places they can.” ^

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Sonny Inspired shines on 
Maryland Pride Day

When 2018 started, Phil 
Schoenthal considered his vet¬ 
eran sprinter Sonny Inspired 
and tried to be realistic. 

''Well, he's 20 grand shy of 
a half-million," the trainer told 
himself about the 7-year-old 
Maryland-bred. "Let's see if 
we can get him that, and then 
if he's not competitive we can 
decide what to do." 

Hah. Sonny Inspired took 
those low expectations and 
sent them back to the barn, 
capped (so far) by a win in the 
Ben's Cat Stakes on the fourth 
annual Maryland Pride Day at 
Laurel Park Aug. 18. The score 
was his second of the year and 
10th in a career that began in 
2013. Oh, and his career earn¬ 
ings have swelled to $565,424 
(through Sept. 12). 

"How about it?" Schoenthal 
said of the stakes win. "He's 
just an old warrior. He just 
keeps coming back year after 
year and gives us what he has. 
He's the kind of horse every¬ 
body needs once in their life. 
I've been fortunate enough 
to have several nice horses, 
but it's always just a little bit 
sweeter when the old warriors 
win for you. He's almost as 
old as my two older kids and 
has been part of the family for 
a long time. When we go and 
retire him. I'm going to have a 
party for him in the barn." 

That will have to wait for 
now. Sonny Inspired thumped 
seven others in the Ben's Cat, 


rallying from just off a rapid 
early pace set by Spartianos 
and Smile for Eternity to win 
by three-quarters of a length 
over Grandiflora. Favorite En¬ 
glish Minister was a nose back 
in third after 6 furlongs on the 
turf in 1:08.95. 

The Ben's Cat was one of 
four $75,000 stakes on the 12- 
race card restricted to Mary¬ 
land-bred or Maryland-sired 
runners. Eleven of the dozen 
winners were bred in Mary¬ 
land (one in Pennsylvania), 
and the day provided a pre¬ 
view of sorts for this month's 
Maryland Million. In addition 
to the Ben's Cat, the card fea¬ 
tured the Miss Disco, won by 
Majestic Reason for Hill wood 
Stable and Richard Golden 
and trainer Graham Motion; 
the Jameela, won by Rocky 


Policy in a mild upset over 
Crabcakes for Richard Vermil¬ 
lion and trainer Dale Capua- 
no; and Star de Naskra, won 
by Whereshetoldmetogo for 
Black Cloud Stable and trainer 
Anthony Pecoraro. 

Named for a Maryland- 
bred legend who beat Sonny 
Inspired in the 2014 Mister Diz 
Stakes, the Ben's Cat wasn't 
really on the schedule until 
the nominations came out. 

"I was thinking about 
Phlash Phelps, Talk Show Man 
and some other tough horses," 
said Schoenthal. "I was think¬ 
ing it wasn't going to be a spot 
I'd be less than 10-1 in, and I 
was really eyeballing another 
race at Presque Isle. When the 
race came out, I looked at it 
and was like, 'This is a race we 
can win.'"

Sonny Inspired's recent 
form helped. 

The son of Artie Schiller 
began the year back in Feb¬ 
ruary and finished eighth 
in the General George-G3 at 
Laurel. He was competitive 
but lost his next four, includ¬ 
ing a fourth behind Lewisfield 
in the Not For Love Stakes in 


March, to extend the losing 
streak to 11. In June, Schoen- 
thal and owner Matt Dorman 
of D Hatman Thoroughbreds 
changed things up and went 
north to Presque Isle Downs. 
In his first start on a synthetic 
track. Sonny Inspired stopped 
the skid, winning an optional 
claimer by a half-length for 


his first win since April 2017. 
Third in a tougher spot at the 
same track in July, Sonny In¬ 
spired entered the Ben's Cat in 
good form. 

"He's one small notch be¬ 
low the really good horses 
around here," said Schoen- 
thal. "He's had his spots, his 
moments where he's jumped 
up and run great, but the 
Maryland sprinters are a re¬ 
ally tough bunch of horses. 
He liked the track at Presque 
Isle, and it had to help him get 
some confidence." 

By the sound of things, that 
really isn't an issue for Sonny 
Inspired, who has won two 
races a year for four consecu¬ 
tive years while pushing his 
lifetime starts to 53. 

"He's the alpha male of 
the barn, and he's going to let 
everybody know it," Schoen- 
thal said. "Everybody on the 
backside knows who he is. 
He thinks he's King Kong. He

bows his neck and trains as 
pretty as a horse can train. He 
owns the front of his stall. He 
tolerates me because I set the 
feed." 

Charles and C 3 mthia Mc- 
Ginnes bred Sonny Inspired 
and most of his female fami¬ 
ly after purchasing Pleasure 
Point from Live Oak Planta¬ 
tion in 1985. Pleasure Point 
produced Georgia K., whose 
foals include $860,000 win¬ 
ner Aggadan, stakes winner 
Love You Madly and Sonny 
Inspired's dam Argentesque. 
The McGinneses sold her at 
Saratoga for $250,000 in 2008 
and bought her back (carrying 
Sonny Inspired) as an unraced 
broodmare for $27,000 in 2010. 

The McGinneses bred two 
additional Pride Day winners. 
Two-year-old Come Sundown 
won the opener for Capua- 
no and owner Steve Newby. 
The Great Notion gelding is 
out of the During mare De¬ 
siderata. In the second. New 
York-based trainer Robertino 
Diodoro shipped in 5-year-old 
Pete's Play Call to win an al¬ 
lowance for owner M and M 
Racing. The chestnut gelding 
by Munnings is out of the Irish 
Open mare Taft Lil Queen. 

Capuano won three on the 
day including the Jameela, a 
6-furlong turf stakes for fillies 
and mares, with Rocky Policy. 
Bred by Shamrock Farm, the 
daughter of Rock Slide and 
the Smart Strike mare Smart 
Policy jumped out to a quick 
lead and made it last while 
winning by a length over fa¬ 
vorite Crabcakes with My- 
sistersledge third.

O nly 79 Thoroughbred foals were born in 
the state of New Jersey in 2016 per The 
Jockey Club, but while there may not be a great 
deal of quantity among the crop, there is defi¬ 
nitely some quality. 

Two Jersey-bred 2-year-olds jumped up 
within a five-day period at Monmouth, as Mooji 
Moo Jr. defeated open company to win the 


Tyro Stakes in the slop Aug. 4 and Horologist 
followed with one of the most visually 
impressive debuts by a New Jersey-bred in quite 
some time, winning by 20y4 lengths Aug 9. 

Mooji Moo Jr. ran a sharp second in his 
debut, a July 15 open maiden special weight 
at Monmouth. It looked like taking on not 
only open company but winners in the Tyro 
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Horologist broke her maiden by nearly 21 lengths. 


might be a lot to ask, but trainer Pat McBurney was having a 
hard time finding a race for the son of Posse where the timing 
worked. He also wanted to try his horse on the grass, which 
never happened because the race was rained off the turf. 

“We were willing to take a chance because he had so much 
speed, and the mare had won on the turf,” McBurney said. 
“Then the race came off the grass, but he had already run well 
in the slop in his first start. We thought wed take a shot in the 
Tyro and see what happens.” 

The colt again used his speed. With Jairo Rendon aboard, 
he shot to the lead out of the gate, got the half in :45.82 and 
held steady from there. Going off at odds of 13-1, he won by 
VA lengths. He is owned by Robert Deckert Jr. 

McBurney again had a hard time finding a spot, ultimately 
settling on the Sept. 1 Sapling Stakes at a mile. In that race, he 
made the lead once more but faded to sixth. 

“You look at him, and you think he might just be a sprinter,” 
McBurney said. “His mother was a fireball herself iVe had a 
good amount of horses by Posse in the past and a lot of them 
have gone two turns, and they do well on both the turf and 
dirt. We re pretty high on him. He’s gone through his training, 
and you can see that he still has some growing to do. His rump 
is still higher than his withers.” 

The dam, Mooji Moo, had a very good racing career. 

She earned over $500,000 and won four stakes, including a 
Sunshine Millions race at Santa Anita. As for her broodmare 
career, it’s been a different story. Between 2010 and 2015, she 
was either not bred or delivered a foal that did not make it to 
the races. Mooji Moo, now 19, has only had five foals; three of 
her four of racing age are winners. 


“I didn’t train her, but she was very fast,” McBurney said. 
“She didn’t get into foal for a few years and had a Smarty Jones 
filly that died. It’s nice to see her have a foal like this late in her 
career.” 

Trainer John Mazza has been around a long time and has 
trained a lot of good horses, including 1992 Hopeful-G1 
winner Great Navigator. But never before has he had a horse 
win by 20-plus lengths. 

When Mazza entered the filly Horologist in an Aug. 9 
Jersey-bred maiden against males, he thought his horse had a 
chance, but he never expected what was to come-an explosive 
performance. Leading throughout, she crossed the wire in the 
5y2-furlong race in 1:04.51. 

“I knew she had a little bit of talent and was working well,” 
he said of the daughter of Gemologist. “She hadn’t missed a 
step. She did everything right and had a lot of sense. I thought 
maybe she could run a little bit.” 

If Mazza sounds a little underwhelmed after the victory, 
that’s because he is. He wants to see more from his filly and 
test her against better competition before he’ll get too excited 
about her. “I don’t know how good she is,” he said. “She only 
got a 64 Beyer. I’m not going to know how good she is until 
she faces better horses. To me, she has to run a faster Beyer, 
and she has to beat better horses than the ones she beat the 
other day, even if she did win by 20 lengths.” 

Horologist next tried the Sept 1. Sorority Stakes at 1-mile 
on the turf A bit reluctant at the gate, she dueled for the lead 
but began to retreat on the far turn and finished sixth, beaten 6 
lengths by the winner. 

While he’s not sure about her ability on turf, Mazza believes 
Horologist will master longer races. 

“She galloped out really strongly after that [debut] and just 
wanted to keep going,” Mazza said. “That’s what I really liked 
the most about her performance. She wouldn’t pull up. I really 
think she wants to go long.” 

Horologist owner-breeder Cameron Beatty has a good 
horse on his hands, and good luck as well. Her dam, Cinderella 
Time, was owned by Mazza’s primary client. Holly Crest Farm. 
The daughter of Stephen Got Even had a modest racing career, 
winning one of eight starts, a state-bred maiden at Monmouth 
in 2014. Holly Crest was overloaded with broodmares and 
Cinderella Time didn’t make the cut. They gave her to Beatty 
for free. 

“We just had too many mares,” Mazza explained. “I’m sure 
[Holly Crest owner] Vinnie [Annarella] feels bad about letting 
this one get away, but we just couldn’t keep them all, and there 
was no way we could predict she would throw a good horse.” 

Horologist is Cinderella Time’s first foal. She currently has a 
yearling filly by Lookin At Lucky. 
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Channel manages first stakes victory 
in Charles Hesse III Handicap 


F inal Turn Racing Stables Chunnel won a four-horse stretch 
duel to take the $60,000 Charles Hesse III Handicap Aug. 
26. It was the first stakes victory for the 7-year-oId who was 
bred in New Jersey by John Bowers Jr. 

Chunnel was in the back of the seven-horse field early and 
surged late to win by a neck over Prendimi. It was another 
half-length back in third to Fuzzy Muzzle. 

The Jorge Navarro-trained Chunnel, a bay gelding making 
his 49th career start, covered the IVie miles in 1:43.89. 

“These are the type of horses I like to train. They’re tough, 
they’re sturdy, and they know how to win,” said Navarro. “I 
thought he was coming into the race really good, but I was also 
a little worried he might be short because of the way I worked 
him. I don’t keep drilling them. I kind of back away and give 
them 10 days. But then you start to worry - did I miss a work? 
Did I get him sharp enough? I think the class kicked in at the 
end when we needed it the most.” 

“This horse will go either way, depending on how the pace 
is. If it’s a soft pace, he will be on the lead. If it’s not, he can 
sit off horses,” said winning jockey Jose Ferrer. “I was really 


comfortable on the backside. I just had to wait for my time. 
He’s a tough old-timer. He doesn’t give up. He saw that horse 
inside of me near the finish line, and he just dug in.”

I t’s easy to understand why jockey Jose Ferrer circles the date 
of the New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival on his calendar 
every year. 

Monmouth Park’s leading rider turned the annual 
celebration of Garden State equines into his personal showcase 
for the third straight year, capturing the $60,000 Eleven North 
Handicap and the $60,000 Charles Hesse III Handicap on 
Sunday to highlight a four-win day. 

Ferrer, who won his first Monmouth Park riding title, 
captured the Eleven North Handicap for the third straight 
year, this time with the speedy Liz’s Cable Girl holding off 
favorite Gee Bee Gee Bee by a head in the 6-furIong stakes race 
for fillies and mares 3 years old and up. 

In winning for the eighth time in 13 career starts, Liz’s 
Cable Girl recorded her first stakes victory, covering the 
distance in 1:09.20. Continued on next page 
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The Pat McBurney-trained filly faded to fifth in the Eleven 
North Handicap a year ago, frustrated from chasing Bustin 
Out, who won the race in 2016 and 2017 under Ferrers 
guidance. 

“Last year in this race we ran into Bustin Out, who was a 
superstar, and this year I think we were the speed bully in the 
race, and it worked out nice,” said McBurney. “It just means 
everything for the connections to win on New Jersey-bred day. 
For me, too.” 

Liz’s Cable Girl, a 4-year-old daughter of late New Jersey 
stallion Cable Boy out of Forbidden Isle, by Belong to Me, 
owned by Cocce, Dodd, Donnelly and Melley, is 5-for-7 at 


Monmouth Park and 7-for-12 at 6 furlongs. Ferrer rushed her 
to the lead after a bit of a slow start, and she put away all but 
the Jason Servis-trained Cee Bee Gee Bee, who spent the entire 
stretch trying to run down Liz’s Cable Girl. It was another 9% 
lengths back to third-place finisher Love Came to Town. 

“She broke a little flat-footed. Nothing bad. I wasn’t 
concerned at all,” said Ferrer. “She was comfortable. If that 
other horse wanted the lead out of the gate, it was okay with 
me. But I knew I would get to the top quickly. She’s not just 
fast. She has some toughness to her. And we can see she likes 
to win.”

Amatteroftime rallies to earn first stakes 
in New Jersey Breeders Handicap 



N ew Farm homebred Amatteroftime wore down pace-set¬ 
ter Evil Monkey in the stretch to earns his first stakes 
win in the $60,000 New Jersey Breeders Handicap Aug. 26 at 
Monmouth Park. 

Amatteroftime, a 3-year-old that trainer Jason Servis said 
he made a last-minute decision on entering, won for the third 
time in his last four starts. The lone loss during that span was 


a second Aug. 4 to the Servis-trained 
New Farm homebred Dial Operator, 
whose only career defeat happened in 
the Grade 3 Gotham Stakes. 

“I really wasn’t looking at this race 
originally, but he was ready to run, 
and it came up and we decided at 
the last minute to take a shot,” said 
Servis. “It worked out pretty well. He’s 
a handsome horse. He’s just starting 
to figure it out. You look at what he 
has done his last four races, and the 
only race he lost during that time 
was to Dial Operator, who is a pretty 
good horse. He’s really developing 
into a nice one.” 

“This horse was right where he 
needed to be, especially with that 
other horse [Evil Monkey] going so 
fast early [:21.86 and :44.45]. I just 
wanted to keep him clear on the 
outside and wait for the speed to 
come back,” said winning jockey Paco 
Lopez. “I felt like I had the best horse in the race. I knew that 
horse went very fast the first three-eighths, and I knew my 
horse had plenty left. He gave me a good run in the stretch. I 
wasn’t sure if I was going to get there, but I knew I had more 
horse. I just didn’t know what the other one had left.” 

Amatteroftime, by Eskendereya out of the Victory Gallop 
mare Victory Pool, raised his earnings to $113,730. 
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Dashing Dan won a maiden special weight for George and Stephanie Autry at Saratoga Aug. 23 
with Kendrick Carmouche at the reins. The colt is trained by Mike Dilger.

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2018 PA Day At the Races: 
a million-dollar celebration

The 18th annual Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s Day at the Races, held 
Saturday, Sept. 1 at Parx Racing, 
proved to be a great day of PA- 
Bred racing, featuring $1 million 
in purses for the first time in the 
event's history. One-hundred 
PA-Breds showcased their talents 
as they battled down the stretch in 
the card’s 11 races, five stakes. 

The Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association treated 
Pennsylvania breeders and their 
guests, owners and trainers to 
a buffet lunch, complete with a 
private third-floor view of the track. Raffle prizes 
included PHBA bags full of PA-Bred swag; a 
hand-painted cornhole game set, courtesy of 
J & M Custom Cornhole; and baskets loaded 
with horse-related items donated by the PTHA, 
Turning for Home and the Daily Racing Form. The 
stakes-winning owners received a leather PHBA 
overnight bag, and winning stakes trainers were 
presented a cooler with the name of the stakes 
race embroidered on it for the winning PA-Bred, 
presented in the winner’s circle. All stakes 
participants received a Patagonia backpack filled 
with PHBA goodies. All breeders and their guests 
who attended the luncheon received a PHBA tote 
bag filled with a blanket, hat and coffee mug. 

Kicking off the day’s stakes action was the 
Dr. Teresa Garofalo Memorial, for fillies and mares, 
3 and up. Zipper's Hero, a 5-year-old mare bred 
by Peter Giangiulio by Castle Rock Farm stallion 
Partner’s Hero, broke a step slower than the rest 


of the field but spurted to a clear lead after the 
opening quarter. Leading by 2 V 2 lengths entering 
the far turn, the even-money favorite remained 
in control down the stretch to defeat Risque’s 
Diamond by 3 lengths. 

It proved to be the most emotional race of 
the day. Dr. Garofalo was the treasurer of the 
PHBA board before she passed away in 2010 
from acute myeloid leukemia. Her equine practice 
in West Chester, Smokey’s Run Farm, focused on 
equine reproduction, and the stakes in her name 
is a special one to the PHBA. Dr. Garofalo’s moth¬ 
er, Vera Vann-Wilson, and brother, Ted Vanderlaan, 
were in attendance to present the winning trophy. 

“It’s such an honor to be here, and I’m 
grateful to you all for continuing the race in her 
memory,’’ Ted Vanderlaan expressed to PHBA staff 
in the winner’s circle. “She would love this.’’ The 
emotion didn’t stop there. With the win, trainer 
Eddie Coletti Jr. surpassed $1 million in earnings 
for the year, a career first. Zipper’s Hero provided

the first stakes victory for owner Mario Man- 
gini, and Johan Rosado rode his first stakes 
winner for Coietti. it was the biggest winner's 
circie ceiebration of the day, and congratuia- 
tions to aii on their achievements! 

The Mrs. Penny Stakes was moved to the 
main track due to rainfaii the night before. Mr. 
and Mrs. Rodman Moorhead's homebred Rose 
Tree reiished the change as she continued her 
incredibie comeback year with a second stakes 
win in a row. Racing about 6 iengths behind 
the ieaders on the backside, the 4-year-oid 
Marian's Hoiiday fiiiy gained from there and 
took command on the far turn under reguiar 
rider Andrew Woifsont. impiy, winner of the 
Lyphard Stakes in June, chased after her 
through the stretch, but Rose Tree was abie to 
hoid her off and win by a neck. Trained by Haii 
of Famer Jonathan Sheppard, Rose Tree paid 
$10 to win. "She heid on gameiy. She’s a very 
nice fiiiy,” Sheppard toid PTHA’s Dani Gibson in 
a postrace interview. 

The Banjo Picker Sprint Stakes was one 
of the most anticipated of the day, featuring 
iast year’s winner The Man, bred by Gienn E. 
Brok LEG. Despite another wardrobe mai- 
function this year, he proved to be the best 
again, in more ways than one. Untacked in the 
waiking ring and retacked in the paddock staii 
with minutes to spare, the cooi-under-pressure 
6-year-oid trained by John Servis iet everyone 
know that he reaiiy is "The Man.” (Last year's 


maifunction came after the race, when he 
stood quietiy in the winner's circie to have 
a shoe puiied that came partway off during 
the race.) With reguiar rider Jorge Vargas Jr. 
aboard. The Man broke weii, dueied to the out¬ 
side of his rivais and picked up a short iead off 
the turn. Midtownchariybrown waited for room, 
and Pop Keenan made a iate run but couidn’t 
catch The Man. "We have won nine races out 
of 11. You cannot ask for a better horse,” said 
Vargas postrace.

he is,” Jester said after the race.

The 17th annual Virginia Breeders Fund 
Yearling Futurity featuring Virgin¬ 
ia-Bred, Virginia-Sired and Virgin¬ 
ia-Certified horses was held Wednesday, 
August 29th at the Warrenton Horse 
Show Grounds.

More Twirl, 
bred and owned by Quest Realty was 
second and Matsuda, bred and owned by 
Helen Masek, took third. The former is 
by Twirling Candy out of Lucy Strage- 
more by Tale of the Cat while the latter 
is by Midas Touch out of Tangerine Mi¬ 
mosa by Hansel. The rest of the finishers

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The Doctor is in

M arylanders are well aware 
of the value of horses, 
particularly Thoroughbreds, 
to the pastoral setting of Baltimore 
County 

This is the home of historic 
Sagamore Farm and the locale 
that gave birth to Crystal Pickett's 
constructive lessons for her present- 
day occupation. 

By the ago of 4, the diminutive 
dynamo was already a natural in the 
saddle, and throughout high school 
and college galloped stooplochaso 
horses for Green Spring Hunt Club. 

Crystal broke babies at Country 
Life Farm and gained additional 
knowledge under the shodrows of 
veteran conditioners Tony Dutrow, 
Valora Tostorman and Earl Begley Jr. 

"It was during my tenure as 
foreman for the Testerman barn 
that I had my daughter Harley 
and became spellbound with their 
exceptional runner Disco Rico," she 
said. 

Though her roots were initially 
planted in Maryland, nowadays 
Crystal splits her time between 


Charles Town and the Starting Point 
Thoroughbred Training Complex in 
Ocala, Fla. 

She racks up serious air miles to 
spend quality time with her husband 
Porky, daughter Harley, twins Nathan 
and Natalie, 13-year-old stepson 
Devon and the many horses 
entrusted to her care. 

The family residence seems more 
like a pit stop for kinship refueling, as 
Crystal's hectic schedule frequently 
finds her shuttling horses up and 
down the busy 1-95 corridor. 

Porky is her rock at the farm. 
Locally, Jefferson County horseman 
Brian Thomas handles the all- 
encompassing duties at barn 17 in 
her absence. 

Over the years. Crystal has trained 
many noteworthy individuals, but 
Flattering Bea, owned by James 
Arrison, easily tops my list. 

The daughter of Flatter, out of 
Wild Bea, won the 2014 edition of the 
prestigious Sugar Maple Stakes and 
retired with earnings over $440,000. 

Crystal and her tight-knit team 
gathered in the tackroom to discuss 



plans for the upcoming week, when 
the conversation shifted to their most 
recent prodigy. Dr. Feelgood, winner 
of the $50,000 Robert G. Leavitt 
Memorial Stakes. 

As business details culminated, 
we convened closer to his stall, 
where everyone was excited to 
communicate their one-on-one 
experiences about the good Doctor. 

Groom Marya Santos beamed, 
as I peered over the hayrack, at 
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the vibrant gray/roan gelding, 
gussied up in four white standing 
bandages and one unmistakable 
characteristic: his swayback 
carriage. 

Clinically referred to as lordosis, 
it is as if Mother Nature cut a huge 
notch out of his topline. 

Research suggests that only 
1 percent of the general horse 
population is affected by this 
condition, but it surely hasn't 
obstructed Dr. Feelgood's (4-for-4) 
performance on the racetrack. 

Crystal chimed in: "I helped 
break him and was the first person 
on his back. I can honestly say he 
is the most comfortable horse I've 
ever ridden. It's like sitting on your 
couch in the living room.The key is 
to keep the saddle stationary. I was 
fortunate to find a no-slip pad in 
Florida, and my jockey Darius Thorpe 
and exercise riders use it on him 
religiously." 

When Crystal reaches in her 
pocket the 'peppermint eating 
machine' moved closer, gently 
nudging her in appreciation. 

Brian Thomas wheeled the feed 
cart into position, as the Doctor 


peered down the freshly raked 
walking area, nodding his head in 
approval. 

As the big horse enjoyed lunch. 
Crystal and Brian taok up residence 
on a nearby bale of straw and 
continued their narrative on the 
West Virginia-bred son of Fiber 
Sonde, out of Happy Numbers. 

Crystal: "I've had a handful of 
Fiber Sonde offspring (Cuttin Edge 
Tech and Catliketendencies) and 
find them very agreeable to train. 
The neat feature of Dr. Feelgood 
is that he is eligible for the Virginia 
Certified Program. 

Owner Jill Daniel and breeder 
Francis W. "Chip" Daniel III 
campaigned a half-sister to Dr. 
Feelgood a few years ago, named 
Get the Sensation, and the filly by 
Not For Love captured the Its Binn 
Too Long and Fancy Buckles Stakes 
for the mother and son. 

Brian and Crystal agree that this 
iightly-raced sophomore possesses 
a unique combination of speed, 
stamina and common sense. 

Thus far Crystal has played her 
hand close to the vest and has not 
tempted fate by challenging older 
rivals. 

Crystal: "Chip Daniel and his 
mother are terrific owners. From the 
outset, they left the choice of riders 
up to me, and my selection of jockey 
Darius Thorpe was twofold: one, he 
and his agent (Chad Larsen) check 
with my staff daily; two, I knew Darius 
wouid not be concerned about his 
unusuai conformation." 

The answer to the origin of Dr. 
Feelgood's name was challenging, 
but after some deliberation made 
perfect sense. 

Though the sire's name contains 
no reference to the medical 
profession. Crystal established that 
Dr. Feelgood was a handle Chip's 
dearly departed father often used 
to identify himself 


To corroborate the accuracy of 
Crystal's account, I sought a man 
that called Dr. Daniel a friend for 
over six decades: John McKee. 

McKee: "My favorite story about 
Chip and Libby's father was as he 
pulled into the farm one day during 
breeding season. Cindy and I had 
approximately 25 mares to palpate. 
As Dr. Danny stepped out of his truck, 
he grabbed a sleeve from the back 
and loudly proclaimed,'Dr. Feelgood 
is in the house.'" 

Crystal Pickett became licensed 
as a Thoroughbred horse trainer 
in 2004 and has had stalls on the 
Charles Town backstretch since 2008. 

Succinctly put. Crystal's affiliation 
with the Daniel clan is analogous 
to having a substitute family unit in 
West Virginia. 

Dr. Feelgood, otherwise referred 
to as 'Panda Bear' around the barn, 
has touched many lives, none more 
poignantly than his trainer. 

"On August 18, the day of the 
Robert Leavitt Stake, it was an 
emotional afternoon for me, as I was 
deep in thought over the memory of 
my father," Crystal said. "It had gently 
rained, and I parked in my regular 
spot by the barn; exited the truck. 

I glanced skyward, and a beautiful 
rainbow appeared overhead. I 
couldn't get to my phone fast 
enough to call Florida and relay this 
sign to my husband. My words were 
simple: We got this tonight. My dad is 
with us." 

Crystal's words turned out to be 
prophetic, as Dr. Feelgood thwarted 
the bids of second-place Opera 
Nite and 3-5 choice William and 
Mary, scoring by just over a length, 
while providing Thorpe his first stakes 
victory. 

"If my mind can conceive it and 
my heart can believe it then I can 
achieve it."

Ushering in a new era for Ameriean jump 
raeing, the National Steepleehase Assoeiation 
began offering high-definition video imagery for 
all of its raee meets last month. In all, 11 meets 
will have the state-of-the-art video this fall. 

“This is indeed a new day for our sport,” said 
NSA President Guy J. Torsilieri. “Stuart Janney, 
The Joekey Club’s ehairman, reeently ealled 
for all Thoroughbred raees to be broadeast in 
high-definition, and the NSA will institute the 
highest-quality video beginning with the High 
Hope Steepleehase in Lexington on Sept. 23. 

“The prineipal benefieiaries will be our 
stewards, who now will have real-time high- 
definition images to assure fair and safe raeing. 
Beyond that signifieant benefit, our raee meets 
will have aeeess to the high-definition video to 
market their meets and to present steepleehase 
raeing to a larger audienee.” 

Following a eompetitive bidding proeess that 
spanned four months, the NSA has awarded a 
eontraet to a new eompany formed by Steve 
Hankin, an entrepreneur and business exeeutive 
with extensive experienee in marketing, ineluding 
soeial, digital, sponsorships and merehandising, 
and video equipment and produetion. 

“We weleome Steve Hankin to the NSA 
family,” Torsilieri said. “We look forward to a 
long and produetive relationship as we extend 
high-definition video eapability and everything 
that it offers to all of our raee meets.” 

The eompetitive bidding proeess was faeilitated 
by A1 Griffin Jr., ehairman of the NSA’s Promotion 
and Growth Committee, and a subeommittee 
eomposed of Queen’s Cup Co-Chairman Bill 
Priee and Jeffrey L. LeHew, a Virginia-based 
broadeasting exeeutive. 


Assisting the subeommittee were NSADireetor 
of Raeing Bill Gallo Jr. and Raeing Operations 
Manager Courtney C. Reid. 

“The potential uses of high-definition video are 
all but endless,” said Griffin, who is eo-ehairman 
of the Virginia Gold Cup and International Gold 
Cup. “Raee meets and the NSA will be able to 
live-stream their raees on their websites, and they 
ean utilize high-quality video to market their 
meets year-round. In addition, the NSA website 


will feature high-quality replays of our raees. 

“In our partnership with Steve and his team, 
they will be working with the NSA and the 
individual meets to develop the best approaeh 
to bring these efforts to market to support the 
growth of the sport.” 

Based in Los Angeles, Hankin is not a 
neweomer to steepleehase raeing. His brother, 
Miehael, is a member of the Bruton Street-US 
raeing partnership and an NSA board member.

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Championships on the line as NS A 
racing heads toward the finish line 


October will be a crucial month for deciding 
National Steeplechase Association titles with 
meets scheduled in New York, Virginia, New 
Jersey, and South Carolina. 

The battles for the championships were set up 
by a competitive summer season of Grade 1 and 
novice racing at Saratoga Race Course as well as 
three races at Monmouth Park. 

The championship division leader, Zanjabeel, 
took off the summer season to focus on fall Grade 
1 races and in particular the year’s richest race. 
Far Hills’ $450,000 Grand National on Oct. 20. 
The Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1) winner 
is owned by Rosbrian Farm and Wendy and Ben 
Griswold. 

The hiatus allowed others to move into the 
championship picture with strong showings in 
Saratoga’s A. P. Smithwick Memorial Handicap 
(Gr. 1) and the New York Turf Writers Cup 
Handicap (Gr. 1). Mark W. Buyck Jr.’s Show 
Court pulled a 14.10-1 upset in the 2 1/16-mile 
A. P. Smithwick on July 30, while Hudson River 
Farms’ four-year-old Iranistan finished second. 

The New York Turf Writers on Aug. 23 
extended the distance to 2 3/8 miles and attracted 
three starters who were making their first U.S. 
starts. Ricky Hendriks, who trains Zanjabeel, 
went on a fast-track schedule to get Rosbrian’s 
Optimus Prime ready for his U.S. debut. The six- 
year-old was purchased by Mandy and George 
Mahoney’s Rosbrian in May. 

Leading Irish trainer Gordon Elliott shipped 
over veterans Clarcam and The Game Changer, 
who together have earnings exceeding $ 1 -million. 
Rosbrian and the Griswolds purchased Clarcam, 
and Rosbrian acquired The Game Changer. 

The New York Turf Writers turned out to be a 


Rosbrian Farm s Optimus Prime, a newcomer to American jump racing, scored a 
1 1/4-length victory over Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes winner New Member in the 
$175,000 New York Turf Writers Cup Handicap (Gr 1) at Saratoga on Aug. 23. 


prime event for Optimus Prime, who sailed to the 
lead on Saratoga’s last bend under Ross Geraghty 
and won by 1 1/4 lengths over Armata Stables’ 
New Member, the Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes 
wi nn er on July 25. Iranistan, winner of Iroquois’ 
Marcellus Frost Champion Hurdle, finished third, 
with Show Court fourth. 

Clarcam tracked the early pace of Iranistan but 
lost all chance when he stumbled at the third from 
last fence. The Game Changer also was unplaced. 

A day before the New York Turf Writers, 
Hendriks and Geraghty combined forces to win 
the Michael G. Walsh Novice Stakes with Wendy 
Hendriks’ Surprising Soul. The Walsh was run in

memory of retired NS A Executive Vice President 
Charles T. Colgan, who died in January. 

Three trainers and three jockeys had two wins 
apiece at Saratoga. In addition to the back-to-back 
wins by Hendriks and Geraghty, trainer Jack 
Fisher and jockey Willie McCarthy claimed wins 
with New Member in the Kiser and with Dark 
Gemini in an allowance hurdle for the Griswolds’ 
Serendipity Stable on Aug. 29. 

Arch Kingsley Jr. and Michael Mitchell 
combined for wins by Show Court in the 
Smithwick Memorial and Carrington Holdings’ 
Boss Man in a $65,000 allowance hurdle on Aug. 

1. Boss Man ran third in the Walsh. 
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History Lessons 


Maryland-bred Heavenly Cause proved divine 



In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred’s Cindy Deuhler takes 
a look at one each month. 

H eavenly Cause did not fit the profile of 
a champion 2-year-old. Not particularly 
attractive, the roan Maryland-bred 
daughter of *Grey Dawn II was big and 


clumsy, plus had to overcome a late May foal¬ 
ing date. When she made her first start for 
her breeders, Jim and Eleanor Ryan’s RyehiU 
Farm, on July 23, 1980, at Belmont Park, no 
one particularly liked her. Perceptions 
changed when she won by 9 lengths. 

For the rest of her life Heavenly Cause 
would be adored. In her two seasons on 
the track, she earned an Eclipse Award and 
won seven stakes, five Grade Is, including 
the Kentucky Oaks, Selima and Acorn. And 
she would produce one of the region’s most 
important sires. 

‘‘She was the sort of filly who had to grow 
on us,” said Jim Ryan after her juverdle sea¬ 
son in which she won or placed in seven of 
nine starts. “As a yearling, she was big, strong 
and rough. She flipped with Jack GiU [RyehiU’s 
farm manager] when he was breaking her and 
gave him some painful injuries. Later, when 
Jack started riding her in the fields, she 
seemed to stumble a lot and a couple of 
times almost fell with him.” 

After lessons in Aiken, S.C., the fiUy was 
sent to famed New York trainer Woody 
Stephens. “Woody wasn’t thrilled by her 
appearance,” said Ryan. “In fact, he was quite 
negative about her.” 

After her first two starts which yielded a 
win and a third in Saratoga’s Grade 3 
Schuylerville, her connections thought differ¬ 
ently. “She started looking a lot better to aU 
of us,” Ryan acknowledged. 


Two failed attempts on the grass were 
Heavenly Cause’s only off the board finishes 
in a year highlighted by stakes appearances 
from Sept. 8 through Nov. 1. A daylight win 
in Bowie’s Marlboro Nursery was followed 
by a battle with Prayers ’n Promises in the 
Grade 1 Matron, which Heavenly Cause lost 
by a head. She then scored in the Grade 1 
Frizette, was upset when second in the 
Gardenia-G3, and sealed her championship 
in the Selima, defeating that year’s Canadian 
fiUy champion Rainbow Connection by more 
than 2 lengths. 

Heavenly Cause started eight times, aU in 
stakes, in the first six months of her 3-year- 
old season. A four-race win streak consisted 
of Oaklawn’s Grade 1 Fantasy, Churchill 
Downs’ La Troienne (by 5 lengths) and 
Kentucky Oaks, and Belmont’s Acorn. She 
missed taking the Mother Goose-Gl by a 
neck to Wayward Lass and was a weU-beaten 
fourth in the Coaching Club American 
Oaks-Gl before getting a break. Failing to 
return to stakes form that fall, she retired 
with a record of nine wins in 21 starts, for 
earnings of $622,481. 

Her first mating was with Mr. Prospector, 
the result stakes winner Two Punch, who 
retired to stud in Maryland and left a lasting 
legacy as both a champion sire and leading 
broodmare sire. Another of her sons, 
Eastover Court, made a name for himself as 
a sire in West Virginia, counting among his 
offspring millionaire Confucius Say.

O n Sept. 17, 1937, a new newspaper 
launched in Middleburg, Va. Called The 
Middleburg Chronicle, it would one day be 
renamed The Chronicle of the Horse and become 
one of the most popular sporting periodicals 
of the 20th century. 

The paper was founded by Stacy Lloyd 
and Gerald Webb, who served as publisher/ 
editor and managing editor, respectively. The 
front page of the new paper contained a sad 
but significant piece of horse racing news: 

“AU of Middleburg was shocked by the 
news of the tragic accident which occurred 


to Welbourne Jake in the paddock at Jack 
Skinner’s schooling course at Boxwood, farm 
of the late Gen. WUliam MitcheU, Wednesday 
morning, last, resulting in a fracture to the 
cannon bone in his right fore leg. It was nec¬ 
essary to destroy the horse.” 

John T. “Jack” Skinner was a steeplechase 
trainer and jockey in Middleburg. He had 
purchased Welbourne Jake from Marion du 
Pont Scott and trained the son of Star of 
Pride for Paul MeUon to win the 1937 
Maryland Hunt Cup, one of the most presti¬ 
gious steeplechase races in North America. 

Skinner was initiaUy slated to ride in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup but was sidelined when 
a faU broke his coUarbone. Instead, a young 
coUege student named John Harrison rode to 
victory. 

It’s impossible to say what Welbourne 
Jake’s career might have been if not for his 
unfortunate accident at age 7. But for one 
day, the connection between MeUon, du Pont 
Scott, Skinner and the Maryland Hunt Cup 
was immortaUzed on the first front page of 
The Chronicle. 
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Looking Back 


10 years ago 

B The future of Maryland’s 
Thoroughbred industry was in the hands 
of the state’s voters. A referendum on the 
November ballot would allow voters to 
decide for or against the slots program 
crafted in a special session of the state 
legislature the previous November. 

Approval of the referendum named 
"Authorizing Video Lottery Terminals 
[Slot Machines] to Fund Education” 
would allow Senate Bill 3 to take effect 
and move the slots program forward. 
WMle the majority of the revenue from 
slots was earmarked for education, 7 
percent would go to Maryland’s racing 
industry. 

B Kentucky Derby/Preakness winner 
Big Brown flopped in the Belmont 
Stakes but redeemed himself with a gutsy 


win in the Grade 1 Haskell Invitational 
at Monmouth. Bettors hadn’t been 
discouraged, sending Big Brown off at 
1-5, the shortest-priced favorite since 
Holy Bull 14 years earlier. When the Nick 
Zito-trained Coal Play spurted away from 
Big Brown at the head of the stretch, 
it appeared another shocking loss was 
imminent until the bay colt ""found a 
new gear,” according to his rider Kent 
Desormeaux, who frantically drove the 
colt home to a EZ-length victory. With 
his sixth win in seven career starts, the 
colt owned by lEAH Stables, Paul Pompa 
Jr., Gary Tolchin, Andrew Cohen and 
Pegasus Holdings Group increased his 
earnings to $3,314,500. 

New records in handle were estab¬ 
lished, with $17.6 million bet on the 
14-race card ($3.5 million more than the 
previous year) and $4,257,409 on the 
Haskell itself 



B Bert and Diana Firestone’s lightly 
raced homebred Winchester (above) made 
his first start in the U.S. after racing in 
the British Isles, and turned in a rousing 
performance in the Grade 1 Secretariat 
Stakes for 3-year-olds at Arlington Park, 
winning by IVa lengths. His time for 
VA miles on the turf was 2:01.76, .41 
seconds faster than older horses ran the 
distance in the Arlington Million-Gl two 
races later. It was the first stakes win for 
the son of Theatrical (Ire), the Eclipse 
Award-winning turf horse also bred and 
campaigned by the Firestones. 

Winchester became a world traveler, racing in 
Australia, Hong Kong, Ireland and England. 
He won four stakes, all Grade 1s, and retired at 
age 7 with earnings of $1,607,774. 


50 years ago 

B The Fair Hill fall races were not kind 
to champions Tuscalee, Haffaday and Bon 
Nouvel, all of whom failed to win. 

Tuscalee, carrying top weight of 162 
pounds, fell at the fourth fence in the 
Manly Steeplechase Handicap. Edward S. 
Voss’ *Atamisqui, trained by W Burling 
Cocks, ridden by Doug Small, and carry¬ 
ing next highest impost of 139 pounds, 
was the winner. 

Timber star Haffaday lost his rider, 
Paddy Neils on, at the second fence in 
the Cecil County Steeplechase (Alfred H. 
Smith’s Hunters Risk was the winner). 

And Mrs. TA. Randolph’s Bon Nouvel, 


75years ago 

B Maryland’s wartime race meeting, a 
30-day session at Pimlico in which aU 
four of the state’s major tracks were 
participating, promised to be highly 
successful if based on the interest of 
leading stables from across the country. 
""The problem has been to find space for 
the horses desiring to run, rather than 
finding horses to fiU the races,” reported 
Don Reed. 


the nation’s top steeplechaser in 1964 
and 1965, finished fourth in a fiat race. A 
record crowd of 18,200 bet a record-high 
$177,000 on the seven-race program. 

B The eighth annual Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale broke the $1 million mark in gross 
sales, and the 225 yearlings sold averaged 
a record $4,992, 10 percent higher than 
the previous year. The sales topper was 
a Maryland-bred colt by Delta Judge 
out of Scarlet Lilly, by *Bernborough, a 
half-brother to stakes winner Balustrade 
purchased by Sonny Werblin for $30,000. 
The breeder and consignor was 28-year- 
old Cornell graduate Michael P. Martin, 

B The East Coast’s best yearlings sold at 
the Meadowbrook Polo Club in Westbury, 
Long Island, due to the ""black out” at 
Saratoga, and proved one of the best 
sales in a decade. The sales topper was a 
chestnut colt by Stimulus out of Heloise, 
by Friar Rock, from Virginia’s Nydrie Stud 
consignment. A three-way bidding duel 
between Mrs. Elizabeth Arden, Fred W 
Hooper and Henry Lustig propelled the 
price to $33,000, with Lustig signing the 
ticket for his Longchamps Farm. 

A total of 130 yearlings averaged 
$3,028, with *Bull Dog leading the way 
among sires, his seven averaging $10,772. 


who purchased Scarlet Lilly at Keeneland 
for $12,500 in 1965 when Balustrade was 
a weanling. 

Twenty-two yearlings sold for $10,000 
or more, among the buyers W Burling 
Cocks, B. Frank Christmas, DW Carroll, 
Peter Fuller and Mace Siegel. 

Mace Siegels purchase was a fillj by Francis 
S. later named Samantha S. The filly failed to 
win in two starts but was a productive broodmare 
for the Siegelfamily —Mace, his wife fan and 
daughter Samantha—with 11 winners from 14 
foals, including stakes performers Buy My Act, 
Unreal Ragout and Feel the Zeal 


B Ten days were added to Maryland’s 
half-mile-track racing schedule with 
Marlboro picking up late fall dates. 

By granting the license, the Racing 
Commission salvaged 60 percent of 
the normal minor season. ""Timonium, 
occupied by the Army, never was 
considered a possibility to run. Of the 
other four minor tracks, only Bel Air 
will have missed a 1943 meeting, for 
Hagerstown and Cumberland have 
completed theirs, and very successfully.” 
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25years ago 

B A graded stakes winner at 2, Ryehill 
Farm homebred Awad made his first 
Grade 1 start in Arlington Park’s 
Secretariat Stakes at 3 and pulled off 
a shocking upset, paying |47.40 as the 
longest-priced runner in the 14-horse 
field. 

The busy Maryland-bred son of 
Maryland sire Caveat was making his 13th 
start of the season at a ninth different 
track. His durability was evident—in just 
over a year he had raced 23 times. Four of 
his five wins were in stakes company. 




B Over a two-month span, from late June 
through late August, five runners born 
and raised at Glade VaUey Farms 
won stakes, led by graded winners 
Gala Spinaway, Green Darlin and 
Rhapsodic. 

The Frederick, Md., breeding 
farm was home to the broodmare 
band accumulated by Sondra and 
Howard Bender in less than a 
decade. Howard Bender’s father 
Jack had been an investor in Glade 
Valley more than 30 years earlier, 
but Howard and Sondra didn’t buy 
their first racehorses until after 
meeting Sam and Dorothy Rubin 
of John Henry fame in 1982. Four 
of the Glade VaUey stakes winners 
were bred by the Benders: They 
campaigned Green DarUn, winner 
of the Delaware Handicap-G2; 

Maryland Moon, a two-time stakes win¬ 
ner over the summer; and Secret Odds, 
their Maryland-bred 2-year-old champion 
of the year before. “It’s such a kick when 
you win with a homebred,” said Sondra 
Bender. 

The Benders sold Rhapsodic, winner 
of the Landaluce Stakes-G2 for 2-year-old 
fiUies at HoUywood Park, at the Keeneland 
September YearUng sale to Mr. and Mrs. 
Jerome Moss for $90,000. 

Nancy Leonard, whose husband Dr. 
Robert Leonard was managing partner of 
Glade VaUey, bred veteran runner Gala 
Spinaway. Longtime farm cUents Gertrude 
and Skip Leviton campaigned the 5-year- 
old, who recorded his 10th stakes win 
in PimUco’s Polynesian Handicap-G3. 
Upon the death of Gala Spinaway’s trainer 
Bernie Bond that spring, Graham Motion 
“inherited” the stakes winner. “I must 
have had a dozen caUs on my answering 
machine when we got back from Bernie’s 
funeral,” said Skip Leviton. “Trainers were 
calling from aU over, wanting to take our 
horses. But I decided to leave them with 
Graham. He had been Bernie’s assistant

for the last several years —and he was 
hard-working and knowledgable. He sure 
has proven himself with the way he’s 
handled Spinaway.” 

B Nancy Leonard’s homebred stakes 
winner and leading sire RoUicking, who 
made his entire stud career at Glade 
VaUey, was humanely destroyed at the age 
of 26 due to compUcations from coUc. 
The son of Rambunctious had been 
pensioned since the spring of 1992. He 
was the sire of 37 stakes winners in his 
17 crops of racing age (his youngest foals 
were yearUngs in 1993), topped by Grade 
1 winner Singing Susan. Another notable 
accompUshment was having four winners 
on the 1988 Maryland MiUion Day card, 
including Classic winner Mister S.M. 

B The decision to move the date of 
the Fair HiU races one week after its 
usual Labor Day meeting proved a huge 
success. More than 8,000 spectators came 
out to bet on the six-race card, which saw 
Jonathan Sheppard saddle three winners, 
two for new owner Cortright WetheriU 
Jr., and a flat race win with champion 
Highland Bud. Blythe MiUer guided 


Eskimo Cove, leased by WetheriU from 
Sheppard, to a win in the day’s biggest 
race, the Ralph Scharff Memorial. Other 
winners included Kinross Farm’s Skip to 
the Top in the maiden hurdle with Chuck 
Lawrence in the saddle. 

B The Maryland Horse EcUpse Award¬ 
winning photographer Walter “Skip” BaU 
died after a long battle with cancer. He 
was 54. 

BaU had grown up on Edward Voss’ 
Atlanta HaU Farm, where his father 
Wassie BaU served for many years as 
trainer and farm superintendant. Skip, 
fascinated from an early age by television, 
was hired as a technician at WJZ-TV in 
Baltimore at age 20. Said news anchor¬ 
man A1 Sanders: “He was the Ufe of every 
newscast, and he was everybody’s friend.” 
Among those friends who paid tribute at 
his memorial service was Oprah Winfrey. 

BaU’s first photo was pubUshed in the 
magazine in 1966, taken at a mule race 
at the old Bel Air racetrack. He served as 
the magazine’s photographic director untU 
1986.

But 
eBh of them must meet certain specified 
requirements in order to qualify as 
starters. 

To be eligible for the Maryland 
Million, a horse must be sired by a stallion 
who stands in Maryland. And that stallion 
must, himself, be nominated to the 
Maryland Million. The fee to nominate 
a stallion to the Maryland Million is an 
amount equal to the stallion’s stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must be 
renominated every year. 

From the launch of the program in 
1985 until the breeding season of 2007 
(foals of 2008), owners nominated their 
foals to the Maryland Million. And once 
nominated, a horse would be eligible to 
compete throughout his or her racing 
career. 

Starting with the 2008 breeding 
season (2009 foals), foals no longer need 
to be nominated-they are automatically 
certified to run as long as their sire was 
nominated to the Maryland Million in 
the year they were conceived. 

In 2015, in an attempt to increase 
field size, registered Maryland-breds not 
Maryland-sired were able to enter Mary¬ 
land Million races, only if the race did 
not fill with six Maryland Million eligible 
horses. 

Nominator awards, totaling 10 percent 
of the purse for each race, will continue 
to be paid to the original foal nominators 
prior to the crop of 2009, and to stallion 
nominators for all runners. The amount is 
divided 2 percent to first; 1.5 percent to 
second; I percent to third; and .5 percent 
to fourth. 
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Often these awards come several years 
down the road, after a racehorse is no 
longer owned by the individual who paid 
the nomination fee. 

Although most Maryland Million 
starters are Maryland-breds, a horse need 
not be a Maryland-bred in order to com¬ 
pete in these events. A horse is bred in the 
state in which it is foaled. 

Twelve other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 32 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Horses bred 
in Arkansas, Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Massachusetts, Nebraska, New Jersey, 
New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and West Virginia have gone to 
the post. 

Winners have come from a total of 
eight states and Canada. Eighty-two of 
the 339 events have gone to horses bred 
outside of Maryland. 

The scorecard for out-of-state win¬ 
ners reads: Pennsylvania-breds (32), 
Kentucky-breds (15), New Jersey-breds 
(12), Virginia-breds (12), Canadian-breds 
(3), Florida-breds (3), New York-breds (3), 
West Virginia-breds (2). 

Maryland-breds have won 257 of the 
339 events (76 percent). 

Ratios have varied from year to year. 
On the inaugural Maryland Million Day 
in 1986, only three Maryland-breds won. 
The following year, they accounted for 
eight of the nine races. In ’93, for the 
first time ever, Maryland-breds swept 
the program—a feat duplicated in 1997, 
2000 and 2015. 

Maryland-breds have fared especially 
well in the featured Maryland Million 
Classic, taking 25 of the 32 runnings. 
Only Kentucky-bred Herat, who starred 
in the first running. New Jersey-breds 
Frugal Doc (1996) and Cuba (2008) 
and Pennsylvania-breds Sumerset 
(2001), Docent (2002, 2003) and 
Presidentialaffair (2004) were foaled 
outside Maryland borders. Victorious 
Maryland-breds in the Classic are: Fittle 
Bold John (1987), Mister S. M. (1988), 
Master Speaker (1989), Timely Warning 
(1990 and 1991), Reputed Testamony

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Man for all Seasons 

Northviews Wade wears 
many hats, costumes

Thdgeneral manager of 
Nortlwiew Stallion Station has 
no face and no body. Colored 
lights to sketch his nothing¬ 
ness, he drifts like a wicked 
rumor through the devil-dark 
to shock the unsuspecting. 
Consider yourself forewarned 
should you happen about Mid¬ 
dletown, Del., some weekend 
night this month: He’s out to 
haunt your dreams. 

The general manager of Northview Stal¬ 
lion Station has a garden-variety garden, if 
you consider typical a 500-pound pump¬ 
kin, 124-pound watermelon, 22-pound 
cantaloupe and 18-foot sunflower. He grew 
them, logically, in the interests of horse 
breeding. 

The general manager of Northview 
Stallion Station has a bird that speaks 
thoughtful phrases and meows like a cat. 

He welcomed a fawn into his barn office 
the other day, the one he likely broke the 
law to save. The pot-bellied pig he rescued 
has a new name: Kevin Bacon. 

The general manager of Northview 
Stallion Station once worked a sweet deal 
and got a ready-built house delivered 
to his Chesapeake City property. It had 
traveled from nearby North East, he said 


with Sheetrock-dry wit, proving that good 
houses, like good horses, can go two turns. 

The house settled on its foundation 
some 30 years ago, and up went a fortress. 

Before he became a “crowd-walker” 
at the Frightland Halloween haunt, and 
started growing monster produce and sav¬ 
ing needy creatures, David Wade became 
general manager of Northview Stallion 
Station and helped shepherd its passage to 
stud-farm transcendency. For three decades 
he’s served as chief lieutenant to Northview 
general Richard Golden, stylistically differ¬ 
ent instruments that have sounded sweet 
and lasting harmonies. 

Fed by the late Not For Fove, North- 
view has stood Maryland’s leading sire the 
past 15 years, its roster deep enough to 
claim the top five spots in 2012. 

The thing about stallions: They can find 
life after death regarding record, influence, 
aura. Not For Fove died in 2016, one day 
before his 27th birthday, yet had a son take 
last year’s Maryland Million Turf Spartia- 
nos became Not For Fove’s 36th Million 
winner; Allen’s Prospect, the Country Fife 
Farm stallion also deceased, ranks second 
with 22. 

Golden, a onetime women’s apparel 
magnate, had dressed Northview for suc¬ 
cess. With logistical and financial help 
from noted horsewoman Allaire du Pont 
and ubiquitous veterinarian Tom Bowman, 
Golden bought land that lapped the fringes 
of then-newly disbanded Windfields Farm, 
legendary home of breeding-shed sensation 
Northern Dancer. In the mid-1980s, when 


full-card simulcasting seemed a distant 
vision. Golden focused on preserving the 
Windfields legacy, and creating his own. 

With that, he needed someone to man¬ 
age Northview and proximate Sycamore 
Hall, the farm he envisioned when not in 
Florida. “I interviewed seven candidates,” 
Golden said by email, “and David was 
exceptional.” 

Given broad and growing duties, Wade 
steered farm-related businesses straight 
and true, evolving too as an independent 
breeder. Thoroughbred sales agent and 
director of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. Beyond that, the 57-year-old 
with a cherry-red ’79 Corvette and horse- 
powered pleasure boat doesn’t always stay 
in his lane. 

One character trait he shares with Gold¬ 
en: Neither seeks the spotlight. Yet there 
Wade sat at a Maryland pizza joint one 
Saturday afternoon to tell the tales perhaps 
he shouldn’t. He thought of the Northview 
CEO he’s always called Mr. Golden, a 
staunch pragmatist nearing his 80th year, 
and mused aloud about the upshot. 

“Mr. Golden doesn’t know all this stuff,” 
Wade said, stacking pizza squares like pan¬ 
cakes for a layered taste. “He doesn’t know 
I work at a haunt. He doesn’t know that 
I’ve got the bird. Doesn’t know about the 
pig... Should be enlightening.” 

He looked up and smiled. The mask was 
off.

adaptability and openness; more obliquely, 
to the hidden value of selling department- 
store appliances and engaging restroom 
conversation with a stranger. 

Laurel Park and Freestate racetracks 
within easy reach throughout his youth in 
Savage, he touched neither. 

“I could smell it from my house, and 
the flies were there,” he said of Laurel. “And 
Freestate, with the trotters, you could hear 
the announcing.” 

They proved no lure in part because 
animals made him sick: As a toddler, a 
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friendly encounter with a cat produced an 
anaphylactic reaction that parked him in an 
oxygen tent. So he went about his days at 
Columbia’s Atholton Fiigh with animal- 
free thoughts, then enrolled at University 
of Maryland as a music major. 

Wade had taken private piano lessons 
for 10 years and thought them tolerable 
when the songbook turned to pop and 
ragtime. Fie taught himself drums (though 
his parents forbade the racket and thus 
an in-home set), took up the trumpet. 


euphonium and French horn. Fie thought 
he might become a music teacher. 

By his sophomore year, he’d switched 
to aeronautical engineering - “it sounded 
fun” - then to business. “Seemed like the 
next thing to do.” 

Wade’s dad had paid his way through 
Maryland, eventually landing a PhD in law. 
David too tramped a self-sustaining path, 
living home through college and working 
the appliance section at Montgomery Ward 
in Laurel. There, the department head one 
day gauged his interest in cleaning stalls 
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with her some weekend at Columbia Horse 
Center. 

“I can’t do that,” he answered. “I’m al¬ 
lergic to horses.” 

Somehow, the offer remained oddly 
tantalizing. Wade eventually acceded, 
and experienced a startling reaction: He’d 
grown out of allergies and into discoveries. 

He worked the center throughout col¬ 
lege, handling hunter-jumpers, overseeing 
its winter show series, designing courses, 
running the place after manager Jill French 
got hurt at a horse show. 

By then, he’d found an academic ratio¬ 
nale to support his interests. He’d settled, 
finally, on a general studies major incorpo¬ 
rating business management and animal 
science, with a focus on horses. This pre¬ 
dating the university’s established equine 
studies program, Wade did field work at a 
research farm in Ellicott City that stood 
Yankee Lad, Thoroughbred sire of Olympic 
gold-medal show jumper Touch of Class. 

He graduated in 1983 and landed a job 
at Three Cousins Farm, a Hydes outfit that 
featured stallions Blues Parade and Prince 
Street and, better yet, a training track. 
There, Wade saw his first Thoroughbreds 
whiz past. 

“I thought it was pretty cool,” he said. 

“I could never understand the economics 
of show horses. But I could understand the 
economics of breeding farms. So it made a 
lot more sense to me.” 

Wade found other farm aspects illumi¬ 
nating, specifically exercise rider Maureen 
Cain. Their first date, he plotted, should 
reflect thoughtful intent. He asked her to 
the Washington, D.C., International Horse 
Show. 

A wedding ensued, not his. Greg 
Jenkins, an old Columbia Horse Center 
sidekick, chose Wade as his best man. Wade 
obliged and gave the reception toast. 

“I told them in my toast that I thought 
that they would have success in their 
marriage as long as they kept Christ at the 
center of their marriage,” he said. 

Later, in the men’s room, a spiritually- 
minded wedding guest unknown to him 
commended Wade on his poignant speech. 

“You know,” the man said, “your toast 
struck a chord with me, and I appreci¬ 
ate somebody that’s willing to stand up 
10 


and give a testimony in front of all those 
people.” 

He introduced himself as Jim Ryan, 
cloaking his status as Ryland Homes CLO 
and proprietor of Thoroughbred racing¬ 
breeding powerhouse Ryehill Farm. 

“What do you do?” Ryan asked. 

Wade: “I work on a horse farm.” 

Ryan: “Well isn’t that a coincidence.” 

Wade got a job managing yearlings 
in a boom time for Ryehill, the Mt. Airy 
farm flaunting a mid-’80s broodmare band 
pregnant with credentials: Cold Hearted, 
dam of Belmont Stakes-GI winner Caveat, 
Smart Heiress (millionaire Homebuilder) 
and Ring Dancer (Maryland-bred division¬ 
al champ Cefis). Freshly retired Winters’ 
Love, in time, would deliver graded stakes 
winners Tranquility Lake and Benchmark. 

“It was my first experience working with 
mares of that quality,” Wade said. “When 
you hear someone talk about a horse hav¬ 
ing class, it’s a tangible trait. It’s not only 
sensed, you can actually feel it from the end 
of a shank... Leading certain ones out, 
you know which ones possess it. The look 
in their eye and how they handle situations 
demonstrates it. It’s a trait I look for when 
selecting stallions for Northview or picking 
out horses at sales for Mr. Golden and our 
clients.” 

Still dating Cain during his two-year 
Ryehill stint, Wade planned a D.C. Inter¬ 
national encore, with a twist. During the 
show a year after that first date, a strange¬ 
ness encompassed the Capital Centre 
between events; the house organist struck 
a dramatic rendition of “The Wedding 
March.” Amid the mystery, Wade stretched 
a finger upward toward the Jumbotron. 
Cain, quizzically, found the answer in a 
question: MAURELN, ILOVL YOU. 
WILL YOU MARRY ML? 

She consented, and Wade remained at 
Ryehill when their daughter Kristin was 
born. 

“Maureen would tell you that I stopped 
to pick up a pizza on the way to the hospi¬ 
tal, but I had ordered it before she told me 
she needed to go,” Wade said. “The baby 
was born healthy and I got my pizza, so I 
maintain it was the right thing to do.” 

Responsibility grew, and opportunity. 
Golden had bought the Chesapeake City 


property and advertised for a farm manager 
at what would become Sycamore Hall. 
Wade sent his resume and showed up 
for an interview on a yawning spread of 
barrenness. No horses. Scant fencing. No 
roadways. One skeleton barn. 

“David had the primary characteristics 
that I was looking for,” Golden emailed, 
“which was leadership.” 

Wade and the farm grew together. “We 
put up fences,” he said. “Finished that barn, 
built another barn. Put in hundreds and 
hundreds of trees. Paved the roads. We did 
everything from scratch. 

“I thought it was pretty cool. I had a 
grandfather, my maternal grandfather, who 
was somebody who could build or fix any¬ 
thing, and I spent a lot of time as a kid at 
his house. Sol always wanted to know how 
things work, what the process is to getting 
things done. So he taught me carpentry, 
plumbing, electrical, how to work on lawn 
mowers - all of this stuff. So when I was 
able to apply that when I got to a farm, it 
seemed like it was right up my alley.” 

On Wade’s graceful exit from Ryehill, 
Jim Ryan Jr., the owner’s house-building 
son and head of Rylea Homes, had offered 
to deliver a prefab house at cost should the 
need arise. It traveled a half-hour, arrived 
on two trailers and laid to rest on a 10-acre 
slice of the 575-acre spread. The Wades’ 
plot also featured a dog kennel where Mau¬ 
reen would handle Mrs. Golden’s champi¬ 
on St. Bernards. Years later, Maureen would 
breed and show an international champion 
Labrador Retriever herself 

Just down St. Augustine Road, North- 
view Stallion Station opened in 1989, 
the scent of history pungent in its midst. 
The stallion hub encompassed 116 of 
Windfields’ acres, land previously called 
the Windfields Northview Annex, and 
three of its stallions: Caveat, Smarten and 
Two Punch. To that opening-year lineup 
Golden added Waquoit, a $15,000 yearling 
who ran himself out of New England and 
into the big time, winning 19 races and 
$2.2 million. 

The Maryland Million a budding bo¬ 
nanza for state-sired talent, a stallion center 
like Northview found ready-made rele¬ 
vance. But, from the beginning, Wade said, 
the farm kept its mission in perspective. 
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This rescued pot-bellied pig once was a bad actor. Now Kevin Bacon is more on script. 


“I don’t think the Maryland Million 
dictates what we do as much as we consider 
it a complement to the stallions that we 
stand,” he said. “We get a great thrill out 
of seeing the offspring from these stallions 
perform there.” 

Even in the state’s darkest hour, those 
pre-slots years that brought breeding-farm 
hardship and defection, Wade said. North- 
view took the punch standing. 

“We never really experienced too much 
of a downturn, I think, because we’ve 
always had good-quality stallions, either 
stallions that were already made or stallions 
that showed some promise,” he said. “And 
a lot of that credit goes to Richard Golden, 
who’s always been willing to dip into his 
pocket to try to bring the right kind of 
horse to the state. I mean. Two Punch, Not 
For Love, Polish Numbers - you can go 
right down the list of horses that have been 
there, and they’ve always been horses that 
have been successful in the regional market, 
and then some of cm extended outside of 
the regional market.” 

Neither Not For Love nor Polish Num¬ 
bers excelled as a racer, which deterred 
Northview none. 

“They come from good, solid families,” 
Wade said. “So we tend to put an emphasis 
on the female family and on the sires. Race 
record is icing on the cake. And conforma¬ 
tion is very important to us. But if you try 
to get everything, the horse isn’t coming to 
Maryland; the horse is going to Kentucky. 
So we look for the best horse that we can 
afford to bring into our region, and family 
plays the biggest part.” 

In 2009, as the Pennsylvania rac¬ 
ing industry flexed new muscle. Golden 
established a Northview presence there in 
Lancaster County to capture the strength¬ 
ening market. Soon another colossus 
overshadowed Mid-Atlantic sires: Jump 
Start, a son of A.P. Indy, has led the region 
the past four years. 

As to which Northview stallions stand 
in which state, Wade said, “There’s no sci¬ 
ence. There’s no formula. It’s just where we 
believe they might be best received.” 

In the two years since 2002 Not For 
Love failed to reign as top Maryland stal¬ 
lion, another Northview stud took over: 
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Orientate in 2012, and E Dubai in 2013, 
the year he shipped in from Northview PA. 

Not For Love, for now, has passed the 
Northview Stallion Station mantle to Great 
Notion, a once-overlooked stud who’s 
found region-wide embrace in his late 
teens. Given subsequent acclaim. North- 
view raised his stud fee from $3,500 to 
$5,000 and waived the 25 percent discount 
typically offered to breeders. 

“It took a long time for people to come 
around to realize how good of a stallion he 
was,” Wade said. “And now he’s much closer 
to the end of his career than the beginning, 
but it’s just been within the last couple of 
years that people have looked and said, 
‘Wow, look what this horse has done with 
such small crops.’” 

A son of Elusive Quality, Great Notion 
covered about 85 mares this year, more 
than any of his five Maryland colleagues: 
Golden Lad (by Medaglia d’Oro) and 
Madefromlucky (Lookin At Lucky), who 
stand for $5,000; Redeemed (by Include), 
$3,000; Bandbox (Tapit) and Buffum 
(Bernardini), $2,500. 

Buffum, Wade said, brought a certain 
exuberance to Northview with his 2014 ar¬ 
rival. The brown horse with a dab of white 


about his forehead and muzzle issues un¬ 
avoidable reminders that breeding season 
marks a time to rejoice. 

“He’s a real character,” Wade said. 
“People come to see him, he puts on a show 
in the stall, in the front of the stall, with 
whinnying, throwin’ his legs up on the bars, 
rakin’ his teeth across the front of the bars. 
When breeding time comes, he squeals 
from the time he leaves his stall, to covering 
the mare, to on his way back to the stall. 
He’s hilarious.” 

Northview found little humor in Buf- 
fum’s rookie appeal: He enticed 15 mares. 
His first three runners hit the track as 
2-year-olds of 2017, each a winner: Clever 
Mind took the Maryland Million Juvenile; 
Buff’s in Love finished third in the Small 
Wonder Stakes and Maryland Million 
Lassie. The on-track results sparked new 
interest in the 10-year-old stallion. 

“It’s very important, with any of these 
young stallions, that you get numbers to 
’em in their first couple of years at stud,” 
Wade said. “Otherwise they’re behind the 
8-ball when it comes to proving what they 
can do.” 

Time proves a stud, and a stud farm 
owner. Northview wouldn’t have reached 
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Wade assembled a garden spot and some 
frightfully good help at the October 2017 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Fall Yearlings sale. 


and sustained its orbit, Wade said, without 
Goldens acumen, thoroughness, devotion. 

“Nothing is just done off the cuff,” he 
said. “Everything is done in a logical man¬ 
ner. Everything is done with the horse’s 
interest first, especially with money. You 
have to take care of the horse. If you don’t 
take care of the horse, you shouldn’t be in 
the business. That’s been a big thing with 
him. And he takes care of his employees. 

“He’s a very astute businessman. He’s a 
bit of a perfectionist. And I’ve come to re¬ 
ally appreciate and learn from his thought 
processes.” 

About a decade ago. Golden backed 
Wade’s proposal to test the Thoroughbred 
sales market; David Wade Bloodstock 
was born. He serendipitously rustled up a 
40-horse consignment and a seasoned crew 
from the recently sold Walnut Green Farm, 
had jackets and hats made. 

“It was a pretty big undertaking having 
never sold horses before,” Wade said. 


Industry folks took notice of that first 
encounter. One approached Wade with an 
offer: 

“How about if we do this together from 
now on? We’ll pick up the payroll and pay 
you a percentage if there’s a profit.” 

Wade didn’t need much time ponder 
Golden’s pitch. “You can’t really say no 
to your boss,” he said. “So that’s how we 
started calling it Northview Stallion Sta¬ 
tion” bloodstock. 

The consignment put 35 in this month’s 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic yearling sale at 
Timonium. Golden has about 30 brood¬ 
mares, Wade said, and typically breeds 
them evenly to Northview and Kentucky 
stallions. Male offspring tend to find the 
auction ring. 

“We prefer to race fillies, horses that 
can, if they’re successful, retire back to 
the broodmare band,” Wade said. “Horses 
that we breed at the farm aren’t necessarily 
coming from sire-making broodmares. So 
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trying to produce a colt that can stand stud 
is not really a factor with us, although if 
that ever happened, it’d be fantastic.” 

Alone or united, Wade has bred pep¬ 
pery runners with few ingredients the 
past quarter-century. In 1989, Maryland 
horsemen Bill Fitzgibbons needed a 
place to rehabilitate stakes winner Arctic 
Cloud following ankle surgery. Someone 
touted Sycamore Fiall, and Fitzgibbons 
so admired the stakes-producing mare’s 
treatment and recovery that he cut Wade 
in on an even split of the Polish Numbers 
broodmare Lunar’s Legend. She’d become 
Wade’s foundation mare. 

In 1992, Wade and Golden sent the 
Sunny Clime mare Sunny Sparkler to house 
stud Smarten and sold the resultant colt. 
Smart Sunny, as a $19,000 yearling. Smart 
Sunny won two stakes and 12 other races in 
a $364,112 career. 

Five years later. Sunny Sparkler pro¬ 
duced the Polish Numbers filly Sparkling 
Number. Wade, her solitary breeder, raised 
the filly at Sycamore; Golden took note as 
she gamboled the fields, spoke his observa¬ 
tions to trainer Linda Rice. At a 1999 sale. 
Rice affirmed Golden’s praise of Sparkling 
Number and stopped the bidding at 
$57,000. Golden retired Sparkling Number 
as a broodmare in 2002, the year after she 
won the Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly 
title. 

She went to Kentucky for a fling with 
Quality Road and, in 2012, foaled the filly 
Illuminant in Pennsylvania. A $32,000 
yearling, Illuminant won Santa Anita’s 
Grade 1 Gamely and Grade 2 Monrovia 
Stakes and $536,243 in purses. Last No¬ 
vember, she fetched $1.1 million at auction 
as a broodmare prospect. 

The Fitzgibbons-shared Lunar’s Legend, 
meanwhile, dropped her first foal in 1999, 
and four years later presented Celestial 
Legend. The City Zip chestnut brought 
$45,000 as a yearling, a Maryland-bred 
championship at 2 and $525,000 in foal to 
Bluegrass Cat. 

Lunar’s Legend produced Wade’s lone 
broodmare these days. Undisputed Legend, 
who touts Northview top and bottom: Fier 
sire. Domestic Dispute, was a former house 
stallion. As a runner. Undisputed Legend 
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We're number one: Wade with his Golden Lad colt, first up at the October yearling sale. 
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You're not out of your gourd: That's David's wife, Maureen, obscured by a pumpkin. 


managed one victory in 11 racing tries; as a 
broodmare, considerably more. 

In the spring of 2014, she met with 
Northview PA stud El Padrino and the 
following March delivered the chestnut 
colt Whereshetoldmetogo. Wade sold him 
as a yearling for $7,000, setting no reserve 
because “I can’t afford to race.” 

Whereshetoldmetogo won back-to- 
back stakes at Laurel Park this past summer 
and bumped his 14-race earnings to 
$263,570. 

Now peddling the get of a stakes-pro- 
ducing mare, Wade had a Golden Lad-sired 
Undisputed Legend yearling colt entered 
in the Lasig-Tipton Midlantic fall yearlings 
sale as October dawned. The sales catalog 
carried 445 yearlings; Wade’s colt drew Hip 
No. 1. 

“I’ve had a lot of people come up to me: 
‘Oh, you’ve got the bad spot, hip number 
one, it’s a curse,’ and all of this stuff,” Wade 
said. “I think if you have a good horse, 
there are no bad spots. The buyers’ll find 
’em.” 

As to what a decade of sales has taught 
him, Wade didn’t mention a horse’s con¬ 
formation or action or temperament or 
foaling date. The only trait he referenced 
was human. 

“You don’t lie to people,” he said. “That’s 
not somethin’ I had to learn, but it’s some¬ 
thin’ I kind of live by. I don’t lie to sellers. 

I don’t lie to buyers. I tell ’em how it is. I 
don’t put any gloss over anything or come 
up with unrealistic expectations.” 

Realistic expectations have other ap¬ 
plications, like growing, in your first try, a 
500-pound pumpkin, and colossal melons 
you can barely budge, and a sunflower that 
peeks 3 feet above the trellis you made with 
a 10-foot vertical PVC pipe and a needed 
5-foot extension. 

Wade’s motivation? Horse breeding, of 
course. 

He’d read about gigantic produce, 
explored the internet, found a community 
of growers who share their secrets and their 
seeds. The story of the seeds made him 
think of horses. 

“The seeds come from specific plants, 
and the genetics on all of these pumpkins 
are charted and kept,” he said. “So I can go 
out and buy a 2,000-pound seed from a 
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2,000-pound pumpkin, and I know what 
the genetics are. I know what the pol¬ 
linating seed was, I know who the female 
plant was, and then the grandparents, and 
so forth. And I can take that and cross it 
with whatever I want to cross it with. I just 
found that it was pretty fascinating that 
they did this with plants, and every year it 
seemed like they’re cornin’ up with bigger 
and bigger pumpkins.” 

The gargantuan melons, he said, were 
edible but less sweet. He couldn’t lift the 
124-pound watermelon. 

Kevin Bacon brought similar challenges. 
Wade heard that a local veterinary hospital 
unwittingly had inherited a pot-bellied 
pig, an especially rueful development once 
the swine started spooking horses boarded 
there and digging bunkers in their pad- 
dock. 

“So I hooked my trailer up, and went 
over,” Wade said. “It took us an hour to get 
this thing to go on a horse trailer. It wasn’t 
the friendliest 200-pound pig you’ve ever 
seen. So now it’s at my house.” 

He’d spoken his acquisition plan to wife 
Maureen, who liked it little at the time and 
even less after Kevin Bacon, released from 
a horse stall, uprooted some perennials and 
ate what he didn’t drag about the place. 


He clearly lacked the manners of Huck¬ 
leberry and Bruno, the macaws that occupy 
caged spaces in Wade’s living room. Wade 
got Bruno from one of trainer Graham 
Motion’s grooms; he plucked Huckleberry 
from a breeder before the bird had feathers, 
then bottle-fed it. 

Macaws can live into their 70s. As 
parrot family members, they speak; in 
Huckleberry’s case, loquaciously. 

“ I can be sittin’ eatin’ dinner,” Wade 
said. “Huckleberry’ll look at me and say, 

‘Is that good?’ I walk out the door to go to 
work, he says, ‘See ya!’ I can go, ‘Here, kitty 
kitty kitty kitty kitty’ And Huckleberry 
goes, ‘Meow.’ ” 

To his stable of eloquent birds, disor¬ 
derly pig, purebred Labs and outdoor cats, 
Wade added a fawn that visits twice a day 
to eat and mingle, inside or out. 

He took in the fawn Memorial Day, 
named him flag, started bottle-feeding 
him. As with the three baby deer he res¬ 
cued last year, the act grew out of study and 
benevolence and, sure, nonconformity. 

Almost without fail, Wade said, does 
will drop fawns within a two-week period 
ending the first week of June, leave them 
concealed in a pasture during the day, 
return at night to nurse. The nestled fawn 
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A jack o' lantern in need of a chainsaw; an 18-foot sunflower seems an eye in the sky; a sore shoulder and a '79 Corvette await. 


remains accessible to predators, Wade said, 
and to the batwing. Even a mindful mower 
might not know a fawn was in his path 
until the buzzards gather. 

“I’ve told my guys. If you see a fawn out 
in the pasture, call me and I’ll come and get 
it,”’ he said. “Because even if that fawn gets 
up, or you move it from where you’re mow¬ 
ing, that fawn will run back to tall grass. 
And when something like the tractor ba¬ 
twing comes, instead of running, they duck 
down because their instinct is to hide.” 

The word is out. People who come 
across a fawn deemed abandoned or 
vulnerable have delivered them to Wade. 

If fawns have a 50 percent survival chance 
in the wild, he said, they’re better off with 
him: Including the three he saved last year, 
he’s now 4-for-4. 

“In my business with the horses, I take 
care of animals,” Wade said. “So it just kind 
of extends out to everything else.” 

The one eerily divergent road leads 
through Biddles Corner, Middletown, 

Del., to a place called Frightland. Since 
2013, on mostly weekend nights approach¬ 
ing Halloween, Wade has meticulously 
fashioned and gleefully donned a costume 
destined to petrify, terrify, horrify and, as 
always, entertain. 
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Frightland’s dreaded attractions include 
The Attic, Haunted Hayride, Zombie 
Prison, Ravenwood Cemetery and, of 
course. Haunted House. As a crowd-walker, 
Wade might lurk anywhere, seen or unseen. 
Watch your back. 

The haunt bears all the trappings of a 
theater production: Guests 14 and older 
drop $40 to get spooked, and Frightland 
typically employs proven actors and stage 
hands. As a performer in the ensemble cast 
and occasional makeup artist, Wade said, 
he takes his role with deathly seriousness; 
he hasn’t missed a gig. 

Frightland pays its actors $10 an hour 
to begin and donates portions of the gate 
to the Feukemia Foundation of Delaware. 
Forbes, Huffington Post and Travel Channel 
have deemed it “Scariest Haunted Attrac¬ 
tion in America.” 

Wade spends summers designing his 
guise and hunting its pieces. One year, 
he painted a black shirt with black-light 
reactive paint and bought off the internet 
a black-light-reactive mask, rendering him 
face- and body-less. On his invisible head 
he placed a black hat strung with battery- 
operated FED black lights, the only upper 
definition of his existence. Above his right 
hip, he clutched a zombie cat, a gape- 


jawed, bat-faced, sharp-toothed wretch of 
a puppet he moved with his right hand. A 
microphone beneath his mask projected 
ghoulish hisses and cat wails. 

“You do that and push it toward the 
face, they’ll fall on the ground or run away,” 
he said. “It’s hilarious.” 

His cell phone, for what it’s worth, 
chimes “Werewolves of Fondon.” 

From the sinister darkness of the haunt 
to the white-light spectacle of a Yanni 
concert: David Wade’s eclectic fancies also 
speak to his musical roots. Half a dozen 
times, he and Maureen have gone to see 
and hear the Greek-born, self-taught 
keyboardist span the musical spectrum in a 
showy extravaganza. 

“The people make fun of you [for go¬ 
ing], but I don’t care about those people,” 
Wade said. “That guy is just incredible.” 

Sure, Yanni performs with flamboyance, 
Wade said; also deference. He surrounds 
himself with exquisite musicians, showcases 
them, lauds their talents. 

Wade shoveled the uneaten pizza 
squares into a box and spoke no hesitation 
at word that some people get enlivened by 
the spotlight. 

“When I get the spotlight,” he said, “I 
put on a costume.” H
